YiiKgars. — There is hardly anj article of domestic use, upon 
whicb the masa of people haTQ aa little eon-eeł inforaiation as upon 
the sabject of MwiiJiff Vineffar. I shall be lirief in my remarka 
upon the different points of tlie subject, yet, 1 sliall giTe allthe 
knowledge necessary, tii&t/amUiea, or those wiahing to manvfac- 
ture, may be able to baye the beat article, and at moderate fig- 
ures : 1'irst tlien upon a smali scalę for fainily use. 

1. Fi-negar in three weeks. — Take s, 3 gal. jiig, or keg, put into 

it, molaaaes, 1 c[t. ; yeast, 1 pt. ; and fili up with wann rain wa- 

ter ; tie a piece of ganze oter the bung to keep out flies, in bot 
weather set it in tbe aun, in cold weather set it by the stove or 
in the chimney comer, and in 3 weeks you will liaYe good YJne- 
gar i if at any time it seems to be dying, as usually called, put 
in 1-2 pt. molassea, for yinegar ia an mdustnous fellow, he will 
either work or die, juid wben be' begins to die you may tnow he 
has worked up all the malerud •ia Tm shop and icanls morę. Re- 
member this in all vinegars, and tbey will iievey die. Wben thia 
is gettinj Iow, pour out some for use, and £11 up the jug in tho 
Bame propoi^tion as at first, and you will neyer ]iave trouble for 
■want of good yinegar. 

A correspondent of the DoUar Newspaper says : "Thecheap- 
est modę of makiug yinegar is, to mis fiTe qnarta of warm rain- 
water with two quart3 of Orleaas molasses, and four cinarts of 
yeasit. In a few weeka you will bare the beat yinegar you ever 
tasted." 

He migbt well aay " the best yinegar you ever tast«d," for it 
would have double the necoseary strengtb, and 3 or 4 times tho 
strength of mucb that is sold ; yet tbis strength would C03t leea 
to make, tlian to buy bj' the quart. 

2. Trnegar in Barrds wilhoul iroUble. — Merchants and Grocers 
who retail Yinegar can always keep a good snpply on hand by 
haying about 2 or 3 barrels out of which to sell,by simply fllliii); 
tbe flrit one tbey sell out of, befoi'i; quite enipty, with molussew, 

2 — Copy-nslU ucund. 
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1 gal;; Boft water, 11 gal. Keeping this proportion to fili tho' 
IjaiTcl, the Tinegar and niother whicli is teft iii th« barrel tuaken 
it woi'k much ąuicker than if put tato oijipty barrels j so pass 
around on tiie next barrel as it is nearly out having 3 bnrrela, 
and unless yon eeU out morę tlian a barreL a, week, you need nev- 
er be out o£ Tin^ar. Some recoiumend to use alnm, cream-tar- 
tar, &c. in Tinegar, hU I sap mver. It is alwarys atJTJsable to haye 
a Jiole iih the topof tlie barrel if stamtlii^ on end, If on the side 
the bungs out and a gauae over it to keep out Jliea and let air in. 

3. Viiiegar from Sugar. — Deakrs, who retai! molasses, often 
haye from -5 to 50 Ibs. of siigar Jeft in the barrel nfEer selling tha 
laolassea, CI once bóught a barrel of tbis kind for Sl,25 and took 
out of it 751ba.) ilow each tb. of ttii>i sugar dissolyed in 2 gala. of 
wnter, makea tbat arnount of Tinegar by Htlter of the abore piana. 
Rinsings of molasses barrels or drippii^s fram sugar bogsLeads 
broAigh-t to tbis degrea of sweetneas ia as good for yinegai; aa any 
other materiał. Smali beer, lager beer, ale, &c whicb haye b&- 
come so«iv, make good Tinegar by redncing with water. Smali 
beer will need but little water ; lager beer will need as much 
water as beer or a little morę, and ale 3 times as mnch water aa 
ale ; the^r will all need yeast, a quart or two to eacli barrel nn- 
less piit mto barrela which haye someyinegar in them., and it will 
do no liarm bat ąmCken the process in all cases if there is ^ino-' 
gar in the barrel. 

4. YintgaT ffoin, Acetic Aetd and Mdaasts. — Talce acetic acid 4 
Ibs. ; molasaes, 1 gał. ; put them into a 40 galion barrel and flU 
jt lip with rain water ; sbake it up and let stand from 1 to 3 
weeks, and the reault is good Tinegar ; but 6ome will object to 
this because an acid is used ; iet me say to Bueh. tbat Acetic Acid 
is ćoncenirakd Yiiiegar. Take 1 Ib. or 1 pt. or any other quanti- 
ty of it, and add 7 times as raueh soft water and yon haye just tts 
good yinegar aa can be madę froni dder, and that iiisUmta/iieoiidy. 
Ask any druggist or physidan. If this doea not make it aa sharp 
as you iike, add a little raore molasses. 

5. Ymegar, from, Apple Cider.—As the^e are those who will not 
nae any hut Oider Vmegar, I will j^ye you the best plan of ma- 
kiag it : haye a room where it will not fi-eeze, place on end as 
many barrels or large caska, to hołd asmnch as you wish to make, 
without heada, flII these one-third fiill of soft water and the oth- 
er two-thifds witŁ good cider, and in one season it will hecom* 
good Tinegar ; then fili up into barrels for sale, ieaying a little, 
say one-eighth in the open barrels and till them up again with 
water and cider as before, and it will become good mucli quicker 
tkań, before. Again, if the water is objected to, nso the cider 
without it, but purc cider makea yinegar too sti"ong for any one 
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■*« nse. These bwrels may have loose boards oser them to kepp 
«iit flies and dirt. If tlie retailer can give it Mb attention, by 
hftTing a barrel of gcod cider Tiuegar to sell out of, he can always 
Iwep it up, if, wlien he drawe out 2 or 3 gallons of the Tinegar, 
le wili go to his cider, kept for the pnrpose, nnd replace tlie yin- 
■egarwitli the cider, or if makiiig fi-om niolaaees and wafer orany 
»ther artiole, flll np with the same ; but talie notice .if you /oi^ 
fiet or neglect, imd draw your yinegar nearly all out beibre yoo 
iilll in, it does not teep to the point of sharpness desired, unlesB 
jou hare 2 or 3 bnrrels as mentioned in the recipe for " Yinegai' 
IB Barreia witbout tronble." 

Persons wbo baTo old sour cider on hand can m ihisirai/^ or as 
mentioned in the Skavmg8 pivc4iia, bave good TJnegni' from it im- 
Biediately, as it cunies oround, iato Tinegar, mudi -ąuicker than

mapie or basswood Ehaviiig9, planed frora the edge of boards 
waieh havo been cut off only 18 inches Id length, and the thicker 
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the sluTmgs the bctter, frara the fact tliat we desire them to !i« 
up loose iuid not to piick, by "whic.li mcans tliey roli iiito littlft 
cireles as seeii in the tub, the Htayes of which are represented as 
broken oŁf to sbow the internal arrangement of the tub: oai 
ihaTinga color the Tinegar black, and pine eiveB it the peculiar 
flavor of that wood ; but where beech, mapie, or bassirood, can- 
not be gotj.clean com-cobs maj be substitnted, or used in tbeir 
place, but the eobs will only worlt one eutnmer wbile the sti»- 
łings will last seyeral years ; th^e sbaylngs or cobs are to be 
filled up to within 3 or 4 iuclies of the faise top, from the lower 
aide of whtoh, smali stringa of eotton thread uf twine are repro- 
Bented to hang, whioh pass through 1-4 or 1-8 inoli hoies, laada 
one in the centrę of each sąuare of 2 inches over the whole Bur- 
ftce of the false top : theae Btrings are Itept in their plaoes by & 
knot on the upper surface, the stze of tbese fine holes and tha 
strings In them are to be so arrauged as to a'iow the quantity of 
vinegtu' to be madę at one time to pass through once in 12 liours, 
or if attention can be giyen to pnt it up again, once in 6 houra 
will cause it to become yinegar ąuicker ; tJie falso top is to hava 
S tubea, one in the centrę and one two-thirds the distanco 
towarda the otiter edge of the tub, each way, as secn in the cut ; 
iŁeae tubea mn-y be of wood, liaTJng an ineh hole bored throuet 
them length-wise, and of Bufficient size to taper a Httle at tne 
lower end to drive tight into holes bored through the false top, 
and of sufficient length to reorfi within an inch of the top of the 
tub, for tlie egress or passage of air whicb comes in at the row or 
toles represented between the second and third hoops from the 
bottom of the tub. Thia row of holes raust be madę slanting in- 
warda towards the bottom, whioh prcTents tJie vinegar fluid from 
soaking out tlirough them in its passage down the tub. In large 
tubs thffle ought not to be morę than 1 foot apart ail around tha 
tub ; and if the tub ia oyer 6 or 8 feet high, two rows may bo 
madę, aad if 15 or 20 feet high, 3 rows, say 4 and 5 feet between 
them counting up from the lowest row : and liere aJlow ine to re- 
mark, tbat according to the size and height of this tub can lai^ 
or smali ąuantities be madę, the taller tnb making it with lees 
time and less passoges through the tub, the 20 foot tub not re- 
quiring morę than 1 or 2 times thi-ough, while the short tub will 
reąuirefrom 4 to 6 togiye the reąuired soumess to tlie vinegar. 
A Hquare box wil) do iust as well as a tiib or cask, and if yo« 
baTe not the cask on hand the box would not cost half as mucb 
to make as the tub. Another tub or yat must be set in the 

fround, under the generator or in a cellar as the case may be to 
old all the yin^;ar yon wish to make at one time ; from which, it 
Is to be carried up in buckets, or a wooden pump haying a leathet 
Bucker is ąuicker and easier to raise it to the top of the genera- 
.tor untll it becomes g'Ood yinegar, which it will do in the tim 
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menticined at the head of tliis recipe, if paseed throiigh the gen- 
erator BTery 12 hours whioh it must bo. Much heat h genera!- 
tcd by the osj/dation of the vinegar fiaid passing oyer the shft- 
yinga in coutact with the air which comas in through the hoka 
jnade for that puTpi>se. Tlie false top is supported in its place bj 
nailing a hoop on the inside of the tub for that purpoae ; it will 
łlso be packed tight around the edgo, with cottoii or strips of 
cloth to make the fluid all run down through tbe holes, and tliUH 
spread out over the shavings for its better aerificatioii. These 
shaTings had better be well wet, when put in, to aid the Tinegar 
ia spreading orei- tSie wbole swr&oe. 

When ail is ready aa aboye directed, take a sufBoient ąiiantity 
of good vinegar to aaturate tbem thoroi^hly and rnn it tlirougtt 
the shavinga seTeral times bo tbat they become ■well soured or 
acetified, wlnch helps to start the new yinegar being madę— and 
when OEOe pat into operation it should be kept agoing aa long ai 
desiredfbr that season without intiymiBsion. 

"When all is tbua ready, take any of thestrengthof fluidanien- 
tioned in the foregomg Tinegar recipea, and i'im it through the 
tub until ButBoiently aour to satisfy you ; or in.a'mifactvir»-& gene- 
rally use highwinea 30 to 40 per cent. aboye proof, 1 gal. ; water, 
11 gala. ; but persona iiving great distances from market will iind 
adteaperptam by naing 98 per cent. alcohol, 1 gal.; water, 15 
gala. ; either of which make good yinegar, using ycast. of course, 
with either article from 1 pt. to 1 qt. to each baiTel bóing madę, 
A loose top is thrown oyer to protect it from the fliea and dirt 
aa well as to belp keep up the temperatnre in the tub. 

Some wili haye no other Yinegar but tliat madę frora apple oi- 
der; then put in one-third water and it makea yinegar as ttrong 
ss any one ought to iise it ; and if thay will haye-it of fiiU 
Btrei^th make it ao, only it reąnirea a litde lonjter time to make. 

Tho3e whohaye cider, which has becm standing a long time 
Mid doea not become vinegar, will reduce it one-third with wa- 
ter, and put it throngh tbis machinę and grind ont Sret ratę vin- 
egar in one or two days time. Sonr beer or ale, the artificial ci- 
der also, if it geta sour, make good vin^af whtsn mixed witli 
Bome other yjnegar in making. Smail beer, also drippinga ft'om 
sugar hogaheads in place of molasses, &c. &c Nothing baying 
Bi^t or alcohol in it should be thrown away, as a!l will make 
good yinegar, which is as good as cash, and ought to ba savcd, if 
for no other purpose, only to haye the morę to giye the worthy 

It waa at fipst, thought to be absolutely reeesKiry to make tha 
Tinegar fluid of about 75 degrees of heat, and aiao keep tlie rooia 
of the~ same temperaturę ; bnt it has been found tbat by keeping 
the beat in the tub by the fiilse top and the loose coyer, that in 
warm weather it doea yery well withont heating up the fluid, 
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although it would make a litlle quicker with it ; and if deeiretf 
to make in old weather you must heat the fluid and keep the 

Families can make all tliey will nsed in a Iceg not iai^er than 
a. coramon chiim, whilst whoJeBalers will uss tubs as tali as 
tbeir roomB will admit. 

The flrst merchant to whom I sold tliia reeipe, inade all tka 
Tinegarlie could retail, by placing strips of board acrosa tlie cen- 
trę of a whisky barrel whieh suppoited tlie skayiiigs in the upper 
half only, allowing the yinegar to stand in the lowev half ; as his 
o Iow, he ci>uld only use the one bairel and a, wash-tub

ciit j it took him only a week t 
the YŻnegar over a year. 

Tliestrength of fluid he nsed was good ctanmon wliisky, 1 gal,; 
water, 4 gals. So it will be seen thafc all kinds of Epirit, or arti- 
cles containing spirit can he madę into Tin«gnr. 

Rmaark, that if yon wish to make sugar into Tinegar, do not 
attempt to run it through the g&terdtor as it forms mother in that 
way and soon fiiia the little holes ; frW inake it by siajidĄiig iai m 
ban-el as mentioned wicler (Łoi fcjarf. Agnin, 

7. Viiieffarf giwci proceas, 1>y Btandmg upon skamugs. — Mr. 
.IsLCkaoa, of Jackson, Mich. has been njaking TinegBr seTCral 3'eara 
by taking 4 or 5 lai^e hogaheada, or casks, and flliing them with 
eliayings, madę &s deacrihed ahoTe, tlien pntting some tiirninĘ 
ahayings oyer the top of them, whiet he sayH helpa to keep in 
the beat. He stands tlio?e tiibs side by sidej and soiirs the sha- 
Tings mth liis best vinegar, by throwing it on the ^shayinga and 
letting it stand haJf a day or bo, then drawing oiF by a faueet at 
the bottom and throwmg it on again, adding a ąuart of highwines 
to each barrel oach time he dniirs it off a» the shayinjre abgorb 
the acid and tlie yinegar would become flat, but by adding tho 
spirit the sLayings "bccorae soured or acetifled, and the Tinegar 

Sets hetter atao. When the Bliavings are right, then ha takea 
ighwines 30 to 40 per et. aboTS proof, 1 gal. ; molaases, 1 qt. ; 
soft water, 14 galu, ; (riyeror well water will dobnt noteogood 
for any yinegar,) he usea aiso sour ale, rinsings of sn^r hc^s- 
heada or the drippings, and throws tliis fluid on the shaylnga and 
draws off, and retnms from one to fbree times each day until Bof- 
ficiently sour to barrel up, which only reąnirea a few drawings ; 
then he fllls liis bnrrels only two-tliirds fiill and leayes the bung* 
out Bummer and winter, and if he flnds a barrel is getting weak 
In strength, he pnts in a qitart of highwinee wliieh reoi^uita tŁ» 
strength, or gives it tnork again, which asi remarked befora, if 
you give him Hock to irork «^, be labors, withont, be dies : bear 
thiB in miiid and yonr yinegar wiil imnrove all the time, no mat^ 
tor how, or from what it iB mado. Ho fllls the tuta only ouft- 
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third or one-half fuli wŁen making, doesnotheat, but uses jeagt, 
and oniy works them iii waiin weather, and in wiiiter flils tlie 
tubs witŁ good Tinegar and lets tliem stand ovet uniil spring, 
wljen they are ready for work agaiu. 

This man with these 5 caalta tliua maw^d, has sold ovei; 300 
barrela of Vinegar in one year. 

It might not be atuiee in closing my remarks on this long anb- 
ject of -YhiegaT, ta say tliat when jou liaye no vinegar to begin 
witli, m iUher uf tlie pi-ocesies, thafc if yoa commenced 'with tlie 
Auid quite weak al flrat, it be^ns to eout ąnicker tbau if begaa 
witb. at fuli etrengtU, tlien aa it begins to bocomo Eoiiradd moro 
of tbe spirit, cidor, sugar, -or molasaes, &c. until yon.getthedesi- 
red point of Btrength : eo you might go on . until a swallow of it 
would strangle a man, to doath, and renioTe every particie of sliin 
from kia throat. 

8. Piekłeś, lopiii iip, Kkkh 9'e(am ihe fiawr of tJie ciiamiJier. — 
"When your cncnmbers liave gromu to a proper size for pickllng, 
Bay 3 to 5 inobea in leugth, pick and riB.-*o tliem,' tliwi put tliem 
iuto brine for 24 kours only, and rinae ofi' again and put tliem in- 
to Tinegitr, and aa aoon aiS tlie water is irell out of tlie pickles 
wliich you will know by tke weakneas of tbe viriegar, tkeii pour 
it off nnd put on new of tba same kind, and you will ]iave piek- 
łeś wliiiib are nioe and brittle, wbile tbose kept all tbe feU iu 
brin°, then soaked and acalded, will not digest any morę easily 
than a bit of India- riibber, and 'one is as fit to eat aa tbe other. 
And if it waa generally known tliat the p^eemiess of pickles was 
cansed by the action of the yinegar on the copper kettle, prodn- 
cing a piiisi»i, Tirdigris, in wliicli tliey are directed to be fcalded, 
I think no one would wisk to haye a nice looking piekle at the 
espeose of ńiiiii/t y if they do, theycan continue the'bad practice 
of tbUs scalding, if not, jnst put your ■yinegar on cold and add 
your red peppera, orcayennea, cloves, and other spices as desired ; 
Lut the yinegar must be changed onoe as tbe lai^e amount of 
water in the cnoumber reduces the viuegar so mucli that thiB 
ciiange is absolut ely neceaaary, and if they sbould seem to loose 
their sharp taste again, just add a little molasses, or spirit, and 
all will be right 

9. Potter, to •peesernt any Imgtli of time. — nrst — work out all 
tbe buttermilk. Second — ose rock aalt. Third— pack in aii^ 
tight jara or cans. Foorth— keep iu a cool place, and you will 
luive nice butter for yeara, if desired to keep eo long. A short 
recipe, but it raakes lone butter, 

Merchanta, who take m morę butter than they can sell duriug 
the warm monWis can put it into jars and coyer the jar with 
about half an inch of lai-d oirer the top of tke butter and place in 
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tho cellar, or they can put about an indi or two of brine in place 
of the krd and hare it do well, flrst presaing out all tlie builer- 
■mUk whicli may remaia wheu łiought in. It woiild be well for 
them to hare tlieir regular ouatomers to ftimiah tliem butter, to 
wiiom they furnisli the riglit kind of salt, as the rock Balt or 
crjstal salt does not t^ontain limę, from. the fact. that limę does 
not crystalize with the salt, heiice thia salt is fi'ee from it ; let 
BUgar and 'saltpeter and iill other jie(«'s alonCj if you wisk good 
butter, either for p^vsent itse or iong keepmg. 

Batler Makers, or Dairj' men, will flnd that if they will put 1 
qt. of cold spring water to each 3 qts. of milk, putting the water 
into the pan before striuning tho milk, and skimming every 12 
houra, that their butter will be free from all strong taste arising 
from eating leftves or coarse pastnrage. It is a fact also that poor 
land makes better butter tlian wben the cows anj kept on rieb 
bottom pasturage. Of course, for fiimily use, set what milk yoii 
need witbout water. 

10. Apples, Peachea, Lemons, Orangen, lomaios.^c. to keep in 

tkeir ^alwral state Tnke Kosin, lOlbsl; Lard, 10 oz. ; Tallow, 

10 oz. ; Beeswas, 10 oz. ; melt tliem and stir well togetber, Rnb 
the fruit over with some fine whiting, which preyentB the mii- 
ture from adheping to the fruit and allowa it to be broken off 
wheu you wish to use the fruit, s&Ting the coating for use ngain, 
then dip the fruit into the miiture when in a fluid state and 
rather warm, but not boiling, raise it out of the misture, i;olding 
it a moment until cool, and you liaye your frnit aa safe aa it 
■would be in an air-tigbt cnn, and even morę so, for not a particie 
of air is about it. Thia is applicable to Apples, Peachea, Pears, 
Lemons, Oranges, Tomatos, Melons, and I hftve no daitbt Grapes, 
if first wrapp^ in Tissue paper ; Applea and Pears can be dipped 
by the atema or a little stjck in place of tbe stem. Oranges and 
Lemons can haye a sliTer stnck into tŁe peel aide-waya, not to 
penetrate the pnlp, then out off with apairof sheara, but Peaeh- 
ea and Tomatos muat haTe a thread looped over them, AUof 
the hard fruits, aucŁ aa Applea and Pears, can be packed away in 
boxea or barrels, but tjie softer Idnda mnst be laid on shelvea or 
bosea with sheives in them to prevent smashing down, and tbns 
loose them. This composition makes just aa good a preparntion 
as can be madę to seat up air-tight cans or hotciea, pouring it 
around the can and dipping the neofc of the bottle into it. A 
patent has been aeoured for a cpmposition for thia purpose, but 
of diffei^ent proportions, but the agent, at the Ohio State Fair in 
'59, had such poor snccess in selling rigiita »t $3, that he reduced 



patented proportions are, rosin, 5 Iba. ; lard or tallow, 8 
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beeswas, 4 oł ; but I do not think them as good as the one first 
ćiYen its hiscracka Off too freely. The patentee, ia John Ii. Jea- 
kins, oi Wyoming, Pa. aod the patent was issued Dec. 8, '58. 

11. Egga, to preseree. — For every 3 galloiis of water, put in 1 
pt, of fresli slacked limę, and common salt 1 gili, mix well, and 
let the barrel be about half fuli of thia fluid, then with a dish !et 
down your fresh e^;s into it, tipping the dish after it filia with 
the water so they roli out without cracking the shell, for if the 
ehell 13 cracked tiie egg will spoil. 

If fresh e^ ore put in, ffeah eggawill comeout, asIiiaTescen 
men who haye kept them 2 and even 4 years at sea. A piece of 
board may be laid across the top or on top of the eggs and a lit- 
tle limę and salt kept upon it will make a eurcr thing whera 
peraons are putting up eggs to a considerable estent. Thia wiit 
not foil you. They must always be kept covcred with the brine. 
Familiea in towna and citiea by this plan ean have eggs for Win- 
ter iise at summer prices. I haTe put np 40 dozen per year for 
fiimily use with ontire euccesis. 

1'he plan of preaerying eggs bas nndoubteitly come from a pa- 
tent secured by a gentleman in England in 1791 , Jajnes of Shef- 
field, Yorkshire, wMch reada aa foliowa : " Put into a tub one 
bushel, Winchester meaaure, of ąuick linie, (which ia ires]i slack- 
ed iime,) salt, 32 oz. j icream-of-tartar, 8 oa. Use as much water 
as will give that consistency to tho composition as to canae an 
egg to swim with its top juat abuve the liąnid. Then put and 
keep thsegga therainwliichwiilpreserre tkemperfectiy soundat 
least 2 years." 

Peraons who think it morę safe can follow this plan. I desiro 
in all cases to gire all the infomiation I iiase on eacb Biibject, 

2d. Tke S^titliern, Hommtcad baa the foHowing oa the pi'ei.erva- 
tion of eggs: ""We haye recently read anew, and perhapaagood 
recipe, for preserring e^p at ieaat two yeare, ko that at tbe end 
of that time they will be fit for eitlier hatcbing or eating pui-po- 
ses. Skeptical as your liumble serraoit has heretofore been on 
that aubject, he vanat confesa that it looks reasonable. It ia pub- 
lished in a work on Gamo Fowls by J. W. Cooper, M. D. Coo- 
per & Yernon, iVIedia, Delaware Co. Pa. 

" Dissolye some gum sheUao in a snfSoient ąuantity of aleohol 
to make a thin yarniah, giye each ^g a eoat, and after they be- 
comc thoronghly dry, pack tliem in bran or saw-dust, with their 
pointa downwafda, in sueh a manner that they cannot sliift abont, 
After you have kept them as !ong as you desire, wash the yar- 
niah carefo I ly off, and fhey will be in thesamestateaathey wcro 
bofore packing, rendy for eating or hatching." 

This is from good authority, as the author of the G'ims F(ndt 
has beeu engaged for the laat 30 yenra in raising nothiug but tho 
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best gamę fowls, and he has freąuently iiaported eggs. Ile in- 
variably dii^ected them to be packed as abj5ve, and alwajs had 
good Bucceaa witb them notwithtrtandijig tke time and distance 
of the jonmey. Dr. Coopei^s gamo cbitkeii at Media, is of itseif 
t, great curiosity, a credit to aiiy poulf ry raiser," 

Thi3 laat planwould be a little morę troublesome, biit"Btill 
would not be vefu much to prepare all tliat families would wiab 
to use through Łue wmter, or even for tbe retailer; as the con- 
Tenieace of IwiTing thera in a coodition to sliip would be one in- 
ducement to iise the last methoil, for with. tbe flrst they mus.t b« 
taken out and padced in oałsor eomething of that sort tt> shipj 
with the last they are always ready ; and weatber permitting, 
about Ohristmas or Kew-'Sfear's, frech or good egga in ciities, al- 
ways deiuand sufBeient price to pay for nil trouble and exponse 
in tbe preaeryation and shipment.

3d. " Hg»9 & EoGS. — For seyeral y«ara past I baTe 6pent a few 
w-eeks of the lattei- part of Ai^ist on the Kennebec lliTer, in 
Maine. The iady, with whoin I hare atopped, is a highly accom- 
pjished and intelligent Łouse-wife. Slie supports a 'b-ecnery' and 
froni her I dei-iTed my infoi^mation in the matter. She told ma 
that for many years sbe liad been in tlie babit of atlministering 
to her hens, with tbeir common food, at tli'e ratę of a teaspoon- 
ful of Cayenne pepper, -eaoli altetnate day, to a doaen fowla. 
Last season, when I was witb her,«ach mbniing she bi'oiight in 
from twe!ve to fmirteen eggs, łiaTing but sixteeu hena In all. Slie 
■again and again experimented in the matter by omitting tofeed 
with tbe Cayenne for two orthree days, The consefiu^ice in- 
Tariably was, tbat the product o£ eggs fell oif flye or six per day.

Tbese proportions make the best burning fluid whicb can be 
«ombiiied. Many put in caniphor gum, alum, &c. the flrst to ira- 
proTe its burning qualities, tbe !ast to preyent expiosion, but 
they are perfectly naeleaa for either from the fect that camphbr 
ad da to the smoking propertiea, and nothing ean prevent the gas 
arising from any fluid that will bm^n, from esploaion if the tire 
gets to it wben it is conflned, then the only aafety is in flliing 
Iwnps in day time, or far from fire or lights; and aiso to haT« 
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Iftuips wLich are perftct in their constructioii, ho that no gae may 
leak out aJong tlie tiihe, or at the top of the kmp; tŁen let Wlio 
will say he o»ii sell yo« a reoipe for noii-esplosiTe gas nr fluid, 

C)u may set him down atonce fora Uumbug, ignoramas,or knaye. 
et yoH may aet flre to tbis fluid if not contiiied, and it wili not 
esplode, but will eontlnue to bum until all is conEumed. Fnm- 
i!ie3 cannot nrnke fluid any cheaper thnn to buy it, as the profit 
charged on the aleoliol is usually niore tkań that charged on 
fluid ; but tliey will have a better article by this reoipe tlian tbey 
can buy, unleaa it is madę haui the same, and it is best for any

19. IndelibU InŁ — Take nitrate of silver, ,11 grs.; dissolye it 
in 30 grs. {or about a teaspoonful) of water of ammonia ; in'8S 
grs. (ov21-3teaapooiifuls)of rain water, dissolye 20 gTs. ofgum 
arabie. When the gum ia diasolved, put into the same Tial aleo 
22 gr«, of carbonate of soda (eal soda.) AThen aJl is well dissol- 
Ted, mix both yials, or their contonts, and place the Tia! contaitt- 
ing the misture into a basin of waterj and boil for seyera! min- 
utes, OF until a black compound is tbe result. When cold it Ib 
ready for use. lla,\e łjie lineu or other goods starcbed and per— 
fectly dry, and writo with a quill pen, Every piece of wbito 
goods in the house shouid be marked.

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20, O^a Homtj. — Good brown sugar 10 Ibs. ; water 1 qt. ; old 
bee-bread hoiiey in the comb, 2 Ibs. ; cream-of-tartar, 1 teaspoon- 
fiil; gum ai-abic, 1 oz. ; oil of peppermint, 3 dropa; oi! of rosę, 2 
drops. Mix and boil 2 or 3 minutea and have ready 1 ąt. morę 
of water in wliich an egg in put well beat up, pour it in, and a« 
it begini to boil, skim well, remoTe from the tire, and when a 
little cool, odd 2 Ibs. of nice bees honey and etrain the wiiole, 
.and you will haye not only iw article wnieh looksand tastesliko 
honey, but wliich poasatses all its medical properties.

— To 10 Ibs. cpffee augar add 3 łba. water 
and stip it weil, tben put on the flro,' and when it ia luke-warm, 
add 2 oz. oream-of-tartar and 2 tabler-spoonfuls of strong Tin^ar, 
stir it a little then add the white of an egg well beaten, do thiti 
when luke-warm ; when the sugar is neariy melted, add 1-2 Ib.

If you desire ft 
better article, u.'se white sngar and 1-2 pt. less water and 1-2 Ib. 
morę honey. ,If it ia desired to give it the ropy appearance of 
bees honey put into the water 1-4 oz. of alum. 

23. Preminm Honej;.— Tako 4 Ibs. aupr and 1 pt water, and 
let them come to a boil ; then skim it and add 1-4 oz. pulyeriied

27. ArHJtciM Older, or (Mer icitliout Apphu. — To each galion of 
eold water, ptit 1 Ib. dark brown sugar, 1-2 oz. tartario acid, 'A 
table-apoonfuls of yeaat, ahake weil, make in tbe eyenińg, and it 
will be fit for use next day. I mak^ ia a. keg a few gallons at a 
time, leasing a few qiiarts to make i nf o nest time — not nsing 
yeasi ag''in until the keg needs Tinaing. If it gets a little aour 
make niore into it. In bot weather draw in a pitcher with ioe; 
or if yoar aales are slow, bottle it and keep in a cool cellar accoi^ 
ding to the nest recipe. 

28. Cider. to BoltU.—lt it ia deaired to bottle this cidor by 
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man^acturers o/ sutaU cirtnA-s, yoa will proceed as follows; Put 
inabarrel 5 gallonsof hot water, 30 Ibs. brtiwn sujcar, 3-4 Ib, 
tartaric acid, 25 gailons cold water, 3 pints of hop or brewei^B 
yeast, worked into a paate with 3-4 Ib. flour, put altogether in a 
barrel which it will fili, and let it work 24 to 48 hoitrs or until 
the yeast is done worlcing out at the bung, by hnving put in a 
little Bweetened water oocasionally to keeptlie barrel ftill. Then 
bottle, puttmg in 2 or 3 broken raisinato eacbbottJe, and Uwili 
nearly eąual Ohampagne. Let thu bottles lay in a cool place on 
tlie eide. But if it is only for your owm retail trade you can 
make as follows, in the iiest recipe, and liaTe it keep until n bar- 
rel ia retailed. The flrst recipe will only last 3 or 4 days in hot 
weather, and about 2 weeks in winter. 

29. Cid^, ire harreU for Irnig keepmg. — For 20 gailons of ■watef 
put 15 Ibs. of browTt sugar nnd 1-2 Ib. tartarlc acid and no yeaet, 
as tbia will keep for any length of tilne in kegs or bairels. If 
madę in this way I would boil 2 Ibs. of diied applca and add the 
juice to tbis amount of cider. Tlie darker the sugar tlie morę 
natijral will be the color of the cider. Dr. O. '&. Reed, witb 
whom I read medicine, drank of this cider freely while aiek witb 
billioua fever, knowing its composition, and i-ecommended it to 
liis patienta as soon aa ha got out amongat tliera ap;ain, as a drink 
that would allay tbirst, with the least aniount of fluid, of any 
tbing with which he was acąńainted. 

2d, Profesaor Huji!a}id's drink for ferer patients is as follows : 
Boil l-2aiioz. ofeream-of-tartar in 3 ąuarts of water until all is 
dissoIved^ — after taking it from tbo fire odd a sliced orange 
with from 1 1-2 to 3 oz. of white sugar, according to tlie desire 
of the patient, bottle and keep cool, and use for a cbmmon diink 
in feyers of all grades, and at any tirae when a large amount of 
drink ia ćrmed by the iwBoUd. Keither is theie aiiy bad taste 
to it for those in health. 

30, Apple Cider, to k^ep sicect mSioat eayense.—Whsn your cider 
hss worked so aa to baye letthepomaeesink,,orjust to suit your 
taste, rack it off and rinse tbe barre!; (dnless you baTe plenty of 
barrela,) and return 3 gailons of tbe cider into thebarrel. Now 
tako a strip of cotton cloth 2 by fi inches, which bas boen dipped 
in melted sulphur and driedj flre one end of this strip and intro- 
duce it into tbe bung-hole, and hołd it by means ol the bung, 
giving Łt air sufBcient to let it bum, keeping the emoke in aa it 
bums, wben you will push tbe bung in tight and shake the bar- 
rel until the aulphur gas is absorbed into tbe cider j then return 
the balance of the cider into the barrei free fi-om sediment, shake 
all together, and it is complete for any length of time. Three or 
four days will be found safBciently lon^ for cider to settle and

Wlea cider is drawn off and 
Iłottled, it sliould not be corked nntil tlie next day after filliug 
the botties, or maiiy of tliem will biirst. 

S. I am assured by a gentleman of Bucyrus, O., who lias tried 
Jt, that to take cider directly firom the press, place it in barrela 
Btanding on tlie end with the head ont, put 3 pts; of bickoiy 
»8hes, (tlie alkalye of the ashes neutralizes much of the acid, and 
giyea it a richj mellow taste,) mised in 1 pt. of milk, to each bar- 
rel, will canse all tlie pomace to rise aad form a hard cnist on' 
the top, and wten done sparkling as you draw a glass from a 
ifauoet below, that you cari draw it off and fllter through inch 
layera of cotton batting and flne cŁarcoal placed in a keg to half 
iill it only, tŁen barreled and bottled, that it will make a splec- 
■did champagne cider, aud fit for making irines &c. without faff- 
"ther troubie or espense. I am satiafled that it Trill perform as 
spoken of. I tliink proridence would not proride such things 

Ibr us orily for oar iwe, and if used properly fund not abftsed, co 
liarm will artse, I ahould recommend, łiowever, to pnt 1 gal, of 
alcobol to eaoh barrel, in wliich 1 oz. each, of aUspice anddnna^ 
mon; 1-2 oz. eacli, of cIoTea and nntmegs Lad been Btandmgwhile 
the cider was undei^oiag the al}ove preparation, to be strained 
vliieii added. 

81. ader, iDpcgjara/m- MediciiW.—Toeach barrel of cider just 
preased fi-om ripe, sour apples, not watered, take mnstard seed, 1 
Ib. ; isinglass, 1 oz. ; aluni pulTerized, ł oz.; put all into the bar- 
rel, leaye the biing out, and shake or stir ouce a day for 4 days, 
then take new milkj 1 qt, and Łalf a doaen eg^, beat well tff- 
gether and put them into the cider and stir or shake well again, 
as before, for 2 days, lat settle now for 34 or 36 houra and draw 
off into dean barrela, sulphured as mentioned in the recipe " for 
keeping cider sweet," bung it, or bottle it up, and the older it 
gets the niore it will be like splendid winę, 

32. Sj/TUps, to laake tlie v<wioiis Colors. — Take powdered cochi- 
neal, 1 oz. ; soft water, 1 pt. ; boil the cochineal in the water for 
a few minutea, usii^ a coppar kettle ; while boiling, add 30 prs. 
of powdered alum, and 1 dr. of cream of tartar; when the colorii^ 
matter is al! out of the eocbineal, remove it from the fire and 
whenalittle eool, strain, bottle and set aside for use. Thisgiyea 
a beantiful red, and is nsed in the strawberry Syrups only. OoJ- 
ored rather deep in shade. Pine apple is lefŁ without colo^, 
3 — Copy-riyJit sccured. 
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Wintergreen is colored with tincture of camwood. Not deep, 
Lemon and Ginger, with Curouraa Longa, morę eominoiily ealled 
Turoieric, eitlier tlie tincture or s. decoction may be used ; 1o 
make ike tinctures, t&ke 1 oz. of the root to 6 oz. of proof spirits, 
the docoction byiising 12 oz. of soft water, tlie tinctures are tbe 
best, xa& the proof spirit ia madę by using 98 per cent. alcohol 
and soft water equal parta. Tlie two last nanied Syrups are not 
colored higli, but only a few drops to a bottle of Syrup.

«pi(Łot*i ii^ fnm; BmctimiB aiso io uee the Jii4t. — The grownd 
work of all Syruns are imifomily the same, i, e., Simpfe Sijrup; to- 
make it, take 2 1-2 Iba. of the b^Cofee Sugar, which iefound 
not to orystalize, and water 1 pt., or wbat is tbe same, 60 Iba. 
si^ar, water, 3 ga5s. Dissolve the sogar in the water by heat, 
reraOTing any seum whicli forms upon it, and strain whiie hot. 
This onn be kept iii a barrel or keg, and ia always ready to- make 
any flaTor, aa desired. ' 

2. Maspberr^, artiflciaJjflaTOria madę as foliowa: Take Oia^ia root 
bruised any ąoantity, say 1'4 Ib., and just handsomely corer it 
■wili the dilute alcohol or proof spirit, so that it cannot be madę 
strongcr of tlie root. Thia ia called the "Saturated Tincture;"

34 Slrawberri/, aitiflcial, take of the saturated Tinct. of Orris, 
ss ftboye, 2 oz.; Acetic Ether, 2 dr.; mis and uee sufficient to giye 
the desired flavor, a Tery little only is reąuired, in either case. 

35. Pine Apple źlaTor is madę by nsing, to suit the taste, of 
Butyric Bther, If persona bare any doubtof tbesefacta,Bmiply, 
try them, Some thiiilc Syrups even for fountains, charćfid with 
Carbonio Acid gas, that it is beat to nse about 3-4 oz. of Tartaric 
Acid to ea«b galion, but I prefer nonę unless the fountajn is 
chaiged with the Supercarbonatą of Soda, in whicli caae it is 
neoessary to use about 3-4 oz. of the acid to each Ib. of sugar.. 
iS^ Soda Syntps. 

This, above pla«i, for making Simple Syrup, is the true way of 
jnaking all Syrups; but some peopie think they muat use mora- 
water, that tlie Syrup may be cheaper; but I cannot see any 
propriety in it, as if twice the water was used, twiee the Sjrrup 
would be needed ; theu the only adtantage to the buyer is, twica 
the eśpense for IJottlea to hołd it. Others will object to using 
artificial flavors. Oh! tlieysay: I buy the "genuine article." 
Theu, just allow me to say, don't buy the Symps nor the ex- 
tracts, for niiiety-nine hnndreths of them all are not madę from 
the furit, but are artificial; but ™ofe your own as given under 
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the heaJ of Fimit Jama and iyuii E^tracis. And Pot tLe morę 
Watery Syrups, See Soda Syraps, wiih ot mthout Foa^taias. 

3Ł SarsaparUla Syrup ia Tery nice as foliowa : Tak& the Sira- 
|rle Syrup, as aboTe, ojid nice Gulden Syrup, whicŁ sells at about 
Cll per galion, equal quantities of eitcli, and mix well, then use a 
few drops eaeii, of tlie oils of Wintei^eeii aiid Sassafras to 
eacłi quart being madę. Tlie amounts for tlie dmredfiavorB ean- 
not be gi¥en esactly to suit mitry one, but all will wisli dif- 
ferent fiawre'; in some towns, iising Tory high flaTor, aud in otŁ- 
era Birffojient to perceive it, raerely, All will soon get a plan 
of their own, and like it better tkań that of otliers. This mis- 
ture of GoHeu Syi up makes tlie Sarsaparilla a beautifiil dark eol- 
OF without oOter coloring. 

37. Lemoa Symp, coimnim, — Was forroerly madę by dissoiring 4 
Ibs, (rfcruslied sugariu 1 ot. of water, by boiling, and adding 3 
oz. of Tartario Acid and navoi'ing witk the oil of Lemoa ; but, it 
is best madę as follows . Coffee Sugar, 3 Ibs. ; water 1 1-2 pts. 
diasolTC by gentle heat, and add Citric Acid, 3 oz., and flaTor 
with eil or estract óf Lemon. See Fhdi Estrada. 

2. Or a Tery nioe Lemou Sgmp ia madę aa foliowa : Take Citric 
Acid, in powder, 1-4 oz. ; Oi! of Lemon, 4 drojs; Smplf Sj/n^, 
I qt. Rab the Acid and Oil in 3 (ht 4 spoonftila of tlia Sjrup, 
tken add the misture to the remaindei of the Syrup, and diasolye 
■with gentle keat. CitHc Acid is not as likely to causs inilama- 
tion of the stomach as the Tartaric, hence, its better adaption to 
Syrnpa caleulated for drinks, and espedaUy m disease. 

38. Lemon Sgrtip to save losa of Lemwm. — Where you Lave lem- 
mona that are spoiling o» drying up, take the iusideB which are 
yet sound, sąueeze out the juice, and to each pint put 1 1-2 Ibs. 
wbite augar, and a littfa of the peel, boli a few minutea, strain 
and cork for use. Thia will not reąuire any acid, and 1-2 tea- 
HpoonM of aoda to 3-4 of a glass of water with 2 or 3 table-spoon- 
fuls of syrup. If water is added the syrup will not keepaswell, 
and tak«s morę of it. 

39. Soda Syrups, mth w wtikoat \Fott!!iains.— Loaf or crushed 
sugar 8 Ibs. ; pure water 1 gal. ; gum arabie 2 oz. ; mix in a brass 
or ao^sr kettle; boil untit the gnm ia dissolyed, then skim and 
straitt through white flannel, after which add tartarie acid 5 1-2 
oz. (liasolyed Lu hot water ; to fiaTor, nae estract of lemon, or- 
a;iffie, roae, pine apple, peach, sarsaparilia, strawberry, ko., one- 
half oz. to each bottle, or to your taate. Kow uae 2 or 3 table- 
apconfula of the syrup, to 3-4 of a tumbler of water and 1-2 tea- 
spoonfiil of super carbonate of soda madę fine ; stir woli and be 
ready to drink, or use the soda in water as mentioned in the "Im- 
perial Creaui Xc!ctar;" the gum arabie, howeve)', holdsthecar- 
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bonie acid so it will not fly <rfF as nipidly as conunoa suAi. Foy 
soda fountains 1 oz. of super carbonate of soda is usedto 1 gal. of 
wator. For chai^ged fomitains no acids are needed in the syrupa. 

40. Oretart Sodas, ttsing Cotos' i>reain,foT Fouittams. — Łoaf sngar^ 
10 Ibs., water 3 plh, warm gradually so as not to bum ; good 
ricb cream, 2 qts. ; estract of yaniJla 1 1-2 oz., and estraet nnt- 
meg 1-2 oz. Just brii^ to a boiling lieat, for if you cook it auy 
length of time it will crystalize ; «se 4 or 5 spoonfuls of tliis syr' 
up instead of tliree as in otlier syrups. If used without a foun- 
tain Tartaric acid 1-4 Ib. ia added. 

41. Ezixl3ior Oreaia Soda, iciSioKt a Fotmiatn — Take nice Coffee- 
BKgar, 4 Ibs. : water, 3 pts. ; aiutniegs grated, 3 in number : whites 
of 10 eg^ wśll beaten ; gum arabie, 1 oz. ; oil of lemon, 20 drops ; 
or extract to equal tbat amouat. Mis iJl and place OTer a gen- 
tle lirę andstirwell about 30 minutes; remoye mim tbe lirę, and 
Btrwn. divide into 2 partsj into onę-lmlf add super carbonate of 
soda, B oz.; and into tlie otlier haif put 6 ob. of tartaric acid ; słiaka 
well and wben cold tŁey are ready to use, bj powring tliree or 
four spoonfiils, into separate glasses which are one-tlnrd fuli rf" 
cool water; stir eacli and pour together and you bave as nice a 
glaas of cream soda as was erer draiJt, wbich can also be drank at 
your l^sure, na tlie gum and ^gs bold the gas. 

42. Sośa Water io hoide, młhmt a MirMne. — ^In eacb galion of 
water to be uaed, carefiilly diasolye 1-2 Ib. of crusbed sngar, and 
1 oz. of super cai-bonate of soda; tŁon fili 1-2 pt. botties with 
this water, h»Te your corks ready, now drop into each bottle 1-2 
dr. of Oitric aoid in crystala and iinmediately cork and tie down. 
Tliese botties must bo bandled earefully witliont sliaking, until 
needed ; a little morę or less siigar can be iKed, to suit tbe tast* 
of different persona. 

43. OygteT Soup. — To eack dozen or diab of Oysters, put 1-2 
pt. water, milk, 1 ^11; butter 1-2 ok., pounded crackers tothick- 
en. Bring tke oyatera and water to a boil, tben add tbe 
otlier ingredients preTiously mixed togetker, and boil from S 
to 5 minutes, only. Eacb one will ckoose to add salt, pepper, &e. 
to their own taste. 

44. Tr^ie, to prepare and Piekle. — Pirst sew it up, after it is 
tamed inaide out ; be careful to sew it up tigkt tkat no limę gets 
into it, now b&ye & tub of limę water, the consfatence of good 
tkieJc wbite-wask; let it i^eniain in from 10 to 20 minutes, or un- 
til wken you take kold of it, tke darie outside skin will com© 
off; tben nut it tuto olean water, changing tliree or fonr times to 
weaken tke lima that the honds be not injured by it ; tiien with 
a duli Jtjjife scrape off all of tke dark surtace, and contimi* to 
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sciA and Bcrape seyeral timee, wliicli removes all ofFensiTe sub- 
atances and smeil. Aftei' this, )et :t soak 20 or 30 minutes in 2 
fjt 3 Iłot watera, ecraping oyer ea«h time ; theii piclde in salt and 
■water 12 houra and it ie ready for cooking ; boil from 3 to 4 lioursj 
out in strips to suit and put into niee yinegar witŁ tlie Tarious 
spicas as desired ; renew the yinegar once at tlie expiratioD of 1 
weok is .all that will be reijuired further. 

NothingwaseTer madę in vain, and tlie limę procesa saves8ev- 
eral daye in time. 

45. Molassea Candy. — Take eąual quantities of lirown sngar, 
Aod moloeses tutd put them into a suitable kettle, copper is tłio 
beat, aud when it begins to boil, skim it well, and strain it, or 
sŁse pour it througli a flne wire sieye to free it of sliyers and 
stień, then retom it to the kettle and continue to boil until 
wken you haTe dipped yonr band in cold water and passed one 
OT two flngere throogb tlie boiling candy and immediately back 
to the cold water what adberes, wben cold in the water wiU 
ornsh like dry egg ahells, and does not adhere to the teeth when 
bitten ; now pour it on a stone or plattei" wbich kas been greased 
imd as it gets cool begin to tbrow upthe edges and work it by 
pnlling on s. hook or b j tlie hanU, until biiglit and glietening like 
gold, the hands will have a Httle flour on them . oconsionaUy ; 
now keep th« mass by a warai stoye, (if mttch is madę at one 
time,) aud draw it into atiek size, ocoasionally rolling them to 
keepriDund, unti! all is pulM out and cold, then witli skears elip 
a little iipoB the eticks and they will snap ąuickly wbiJe yet the 
atiok will bend; no color, no butter, no lard or flayor is iised or 
aaed be, yet any oil ean be ased fbr . flaTor if desired whea pour- 
ed out to cool. Sngar left in molassea barrela works Tery nicely 
in thia pi^epaj-ation. Pulyerized wliite sugar amongst this will 
preyent it from sticking togetber. 

2. " Aation of Sugar cił the Teeth. — M. Larez, of France, in the 
conrae of his inycatigations on the teeth, bas arriyed at the fol- 
lowing concluflions : Ist, Tkat refined sugar, from eitker cane or 
beeta, is icjuriong to healtky teeth, either by immediate contaet 
witk these organs or by tke gaa deyeloped, owing to its stoppage 
in the stomach. 2d, 'Ihat if a tootk ia macerated in a saturated 
solution of sugar, it is ao much altored in tke oŁemical eomposi- 
■łaon that it becomes gelatinous, and its enamal opaąne, apongy 
and easily broken, thia modiflcation is dae not to free aćid, b«t 
to a tendency of sugar to combine with tke calcerous basis of the 
tooth." 
What say our Candy-eating gentry to the abore 1 
4fi. Portable ifiinonnrfe.— Take loaf RUgar 1 Ib., riib it down 
finely in a, mortar, and add; citrie acid 1-2 oa. {tartaric acid will 
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do,) and lemon essence 1-2 oł, and continue the tritnration until 
all ia mtimately.misedjAud bottte for uee ; a TOundlug table- 
apoonful can be dono up in a paper-and iCiwried coiiTeniently ia 
tbe pocket when persona are going inte out-of-the-way piaces, 
and added to balf pint of water wfiwi all the beauties of a lem- 
onade wiil stand before you waiting to be drank, not costing a, 
penny a glasa. ThiB cmi be madę sweeiber or morę sour if desir- 
ed. If any lioweyer should prefer an efferyescing drink tliey cbb 
follow the direetiona giyen in tbe nestreoipe. 

47. Persian Sherbet—Take pnlTerizEd augar, 1 !b., snper car- 
bouate of soda, 4 oz., tartaric acid, 3 m.; put a!l tbe ai-ticlsa into 
tbe atove oven whea moderately warm, being separate, upon 
paper or plates, let them remain sufScieatly long to dry out :all 
dampnesa ttbsorbed frtmt tbe ajr, tbenmb ftbout40 dropa of lem- 
on oil, (or if preferred any other flayored oU,) tboronghly witli 
tbe 3ugar in a mortar, wedge-wood ia the best, thea add the so- 
da and acid, and oontinue flie rulibing imtil sil are tboroughly 
mixed. Bottle a^ cork tiglit for if any degree of moistnre is 
permitted to reach it, the acid and soda nentralize each otber and 
the yirtue ia thus destroyed. A middling sized table-s^ónfiil 
or two tea-Bpoonfiila of thia put into a 1-2 pint glasa and uearly 
fllled with water and qiiickly drank. makes an agreeable Hiinmer 
beyerage; and if 3 or 4 gJasses of it are taken witliin & short 
■time, aay an hour or two, it haa the effect of a gentle cathartic. 
Lence for those liisbitualiy costiye it would be found neariy or 
ąnite equal to the aeidlitz powder, and for cŁildren it wodld be 
the pleasantest of the two.

łiirdock, yellow dook, Earsaparilla, daiidelion and apikenard 
i-oots, of each, 1-2 07,., bmiaed, boil about 20 niinutes and strain, 
while hot add nbout 8 or 10 drops of oils of spiiice and saaaafras 
mixed m equal proportiona ; when cool enough not to scald yonr 
band, put ia two or threo table-apoonfuls of yeast, molaases 2-3 
of a pint, or white augar 1-2 ib^ giyes it abont the right sweet- 
neas. Keep these proportioES tor as many gallona aa you wiah to 
make. You can uae niore or lesa of the roota to suit your taste 
aftertrying it; it ia besttoget the dry roots, or dig tbem and 
let them get dry, and of course you can add any other raot 
known to poaseM medioinal properties desired in tbe beer. After 
all ia mixod lot it stand in & jar with a cloth thrown oyer it, to 
work about two boura, tbea bottle and aet ia a eool place. This 
ia anice way to take Alieratises, witbout taking Medicine. 

40. Sprtice or Arosialic Beer. — Taka 3 giiL water, 1 quart and 
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1-2 piat mulasses, 3 eggs well beat, 1 gili yeast; into 2 ąunrts of 
the water tioiling hot, put 50 drops of any oil you wisli tlie fla- 
yor of ; or mix 1 oz. each, oils Sasafl^as, Spruce jind "Wintergreeu, 
then use 50 drops of the mised oils, mis allaadstrain;letit stand 

2 Łoui-s, then bottle, bearing in mind that yeast ruiist not Łe put 
in wliea the fluid would scald tlie liaad. Boiling water cuts oils 
for Beers, eciiial to alcohol. 

50. Lemon Bm\ — To make 30 gallons, boi! 6 oa. of Gingei- 
root bruised, 1-4 Ib. cream of tartarfor 2Ó or 30 minutes in 2 oi- 

3 gals. of the water, This will be strained into 13 Ibs. of coffee 
«ugar, on which you haTe put 1 oz. oil of lemon, or 1-2 oz. oil of 
lemon and 6 good lemona all agTieezed np together, huTU^ warm 
water enough to make the whoie 30 gallons just ao you caa hołd 
your hand i» it without bmiiii^, or about 70 deg. of heat, put 
in 1 1-2 pt. of hop or brewer'3 yeast worked into pastę ; aa for 
the cider, with. 5 or 6 oz. of flour. Let it work over night, 
skimmii^ off the yeast, or letting it work orer ae for the cider, 
then straitt and bottle for use. This will Łcep 15 or 20 daye. 

2. PhUadelpMa Betr. — Take 30 gallons of water ; brown sngnr

tla alcohol i whites of 10 egge well beat; Hops 2 oz.; jeaet 1 
ąuai-t. The ginger root and hops shoald be boiled 20 or 30 min- 
utea in enougli of the water to make all milk warra, then

51. Pateni Gas Beer. — Take 2 oa. ground ginger; 1 oz, all- 
spice; 1-2 oz. cinnamon ; l-4oz. cloTOS; aJ! hriiised or gi'oimd, 
hoil a few minutes iu 2 ąnarta of molasBOS, strain into your keg 
and add 7 1-2 gals. cold wster and 1 pfc. of good yeast ; shake it 
well together aud bung down, make oyer night and it will bo 
ready for use the next day. There ought to be a little space in 
the k^ not fllled with the beer. Thialieer is ahead of all the 
pops and minerał waters of the day, for flavor, health, or spnrk- 
ling ijualities, or speed in making. Be carefnl you do not burst 
the keg. In Łot weather, draw in a pitcher with ice. 

52. Com Beer, withmit FecwŁ— Take cold water, 5 gal.; sound 
nice com, 1 qt.; molassea, 2 gts.; put all into a ke^ of this size ; 
shake well and in 2 to 3 days a fennentation will hare been 
broi^ht on aa nicely as with yeaat. Keep it bnuged tight. It 
may be flavored with oila of Spruce or Lemon, if desired, by 
pouring on to the oils, 1 or 2 qts. of the water boUing hot. The 
corn will last flve or six makings. If it geta too sour add morę 
molftsaes and water in the same proportions. It is cheap, 
healthy, and no bother with yeasL 
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53. Imprwed EliigUsIi Strong Beer. — If you]iaTB'inalt use it; if 
not take 1 peck of barley, (oata will do, but not so good) and 
put into an oren after tŁe bread is drawa, or into a Btovo oren 
and steara the moistui-e from them. Giind ooarsely (not flne,); 
and poiu' into them 3 1-2 gals. wat«r at 170 or 72 degreea. (IŚ 
you use malt it does not need quite so mucli wuter aa it does not 
absorb so much as tLe other. The tnb should liare a ialse bot- 
tom with inan^ gimblet lioles to keep back tlie grain.) Stir tliem 
■well and iet it fjtand three honrs and draw oft'; put in 7 gallons- 
morę of water at 180 to 82, degreea; atir it weLl and Iet it stand 
two haars and drawitoff. Then put onagaLor two of oold 
■srater, stir it well and draw it off; you sliould hayę about 5 or 6 
gals. Mis 6 Iba. of coarss brown. sugar in an. eąual amocnt of w&~ 
ter ; mii witli the wort, and boil 1 1-2 to 2 liours with 4 oz. good 
bops ; you Bbonld haTe 8 gallona wbea boiled; when coole<i 
to 80 degs^ put in a tea-oupful of good y«iflt, and Iet it work 18 
or 20 liours, coTered witb a sack ; use sound iron hooped kegs or 
porter bottlea, bung or cork tight and in two weeks it will bo 
good eound beer, nearly eąual in strengtb to London Porter, or 
good aJe, and will keepa long time ; and for persona of a wenk 
habit of body, and especially females, 1 glass of tliis with th,eir 
meals is lar better than tea or coffee, or all the ardent spirits in 

■ the uniYerse, If moro malt is uaed not esceeding 1-2 a buHbel, 
the beer of courBe would haye morę spirit, but tkis strength is 
Eufflcient toe the tise of fiimilies or inyalids. 

54. Ale, Hom&^ewed, liow it is madę. — The following formulaL 
for the mamdacture of a famoua home-brewed ale of the Eng- 
Jish yeomanry will convey a very elear idea of the components, 
and mixtui'e of ordinary aleś, which are, howeyer, much morę 
perfectiy prepared under the elabornto system pnrsued m our 
exten3ive and well appointed breweries. It is taken from Ho- 
nian's Cyclopedia of Commeroe; 

" Home-brewed Ale as brewed by the middle classes of Eng- 
land, is uauaUy madę in fLuanties of tVFO bairels, i. e^ seyenty- 
tiro gaUons. Jor thia pnrpose a c[uarter of malt, obtained at 
the malt hoiise— or, if wished to be estra stfong, nine busliela 
of malt, — are taken, with twelye pounds of hops. The malt, 
being crushed or ground, ia mixed with seventy-two gallons of 
water ąt the temperaturę of 160 degrees, and coyered up for 
threc hours, when 40 gallons are drawn off, into which the 
12 pounds of hopsareputandlefttoinfHBe. Sisty gallons of water 
at a temperaturę of 170 degrees are then added to the malt in 
the mash tub, and well mixed, and after standingtwo hours, six- 
ty gallons are .drawn off. The wort frora'theae two mashes is 
boiled with the hops for 2 hours, and, tifler beiiig cooled dowu ta 
G5 degreea, is stroined through a flaunel bag into a fermenting 
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tub, wbere it ia mised witt 1 1-4 gallons of yeast, and left to 
work for twenty-four or thirty lioura. It is then nm iiito bar- 
rola to cleanse, a few gallons beiog reserred for filling np tbe 
casks as tbe yeast works oyer." 

Of coiirse irlien tka yeast is worked out it miist be bunged. 
If 1-2 a pt. of this i™s taken ivitb eacb meal by men, a»d kalf 
that anioant by femnles, and no othtr gpirita, tea nor coffee, diirmg 
Ste day, I beeitate not in saying that I firńily belieye it irould 
oonduce to beitltli. I kuow tłiat tbis wkicb a man makes him- 
self, or some of tbe wines mentioned in this wort, 
are aJl that any person oingbt to allow themselTes t( 
daya wben doUars <md ceaU are tlie gOTerning ir" 
wno deal ia s«oA artides. 

2. Siek peesons w^bo are recommended to use Alt or Porter or 
Winę, and can only taJce a smali glass at a time, ńeaj^lj always 
flud the last of iŁe bottle fiat or stale: to preTeut tliis put ia 
tbe cork flrmly, aud tura tbe cork end downwards, in a large 
tumbler, or other Yesselaeariy filled witli water, wbicli preyents 
comniTiaicatioii between. tbe internal and esternal oh. 

55. Imperial Cream Nsctar. — Part first. Take 1 gall»n of wn- 
ter ; 8 Ibs. loaf sugnr ; 8 oz. tartarie acid ; gum. arabie, 1 oż. ; — 
Part second. 4 tea-apoonfula of flour ; the -whites ot 4 e^e j 
beat tlie flour and eggs finely ti^ther, then add half a pint of 
water ; wben the firat is blood 'warm put in tlie second and boil 
t minutes and it is doae. Direotions: 3 table-spoonsftd of the 
syrup to a glass half or two-thirda fuli of water, and add one- 
tliird tea-Bpoonful of super carbonate of soda madę flne ; stir well 
and drink at your leiaui^e, 

l^g* Iq gettiug up any of tbe seda drinks whicb are apoken 
of, it will be found preferable to put about 8 oz. of carbonate, 
Bometimes calJed super-carbonate of soda, into one pint of water 
in a bottle and abake wben you wiah to malce a glaaa of soda and 
ponr.of this iuto the glass until it foams well, instead of uaing 
tbe dry aoda as directed.

.67. Spamsh Gingerette. — To eacb gal. of water, put 1 Ib. of 
TFłite Bugar, 1-2 oz. best, bruised, gingcr root, 1-4 oz. of cream- 
tartar and 2 lemona Eliced. Biiections : In making 5 gala. boi) 
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■the pnger anddemoas ten rainutes ia two gala. of tbe irater,tlie 
sugaT and cream-tartar to be di6soIved m tlie coid water, and 
3!iix all, and add one-half pint of ^pod yeaat ; Set it ferment oyer 
flight, strain and bottle m the morning. This is a yaluabte rec- 
ipe.for a cooling and refrefiliingbeyerage; compbunded of ingre- 
dients Mglily calculated to assiat tlie stomacb, and is recommen- 
ded to persons sufferii^ with. dyspepsia or sick head aclie. It is 
mwich nsed in Buropean countriss, and persons haTing onće test- 
cd ita Tirtues, will constantly nse it as a commOH ćtrink. Aad 
&!■ saloons, orgroceriea, no temperanoebeTerage, willset itaajde. 

58. Sliam Champagtic.-Tek.e one good aized Lemou, sliced, Tar- 
tario Acid,l table-spoonfulj Ginger-root, ŁruiEed, 1 oz.; ■wbite Su- 
gar 1 1-2 Ib.; pour upon them 2 1-2 gals, boiling water, let stand 
until cooled to blood beat and add a gili of good joast and let it 
stand in the sun ithrongh the day, at niglit bottle, tieiiig the 
<;orks and in 2 days it will be flt to use. Mfs: Beedim: Be surę 
and not di'iiik orer 3 or 4 bottles atioue time. 

5'J. Jfoji Yeast, — Take a good single handftil of hops. and boil 
for 20 minutes.in. 3 pinta of water, strain, stir in a tea-cnp of 
flour, a table-spoonfiil of eugar and a teaspoonftil of salt; when a 
iittle cool put.in 1 gili of brewer's Stock, or bakei^s yeast ; and 
after 4 or 5 hours, coyer up, and stand in ft cool place fov nse. 

Tke above makes a good family yeast, but the following is the 
regular Baker's Yeast aa they always keep the malt on band;

'Cnrrant, Oheiry, Baapberry, Elderbeny, Strawberry, either one 
can be used aloiie, or a combinatioa ofseTCrBl of the diiferent 
kinds, to make a yariety of flayors, or suit pereons wŁo hare 
aome and not the other kinds of ftuits. '.To eyery galion of ex- 
pEeseeS juice obtained, take an e^udamoimt of boiling walef 
nmdpouron the pressedfiTiit,let stand 2 honra, Bqueeze ont as 
imuch as there ia of juice, and niix, then add 4 Ibs, of brown su- 
gar to each galion ; let stand imtil worked, or 3 or 4 weelcs with- 
■out a bung in the keg or bnrre!, ainiply putting a piece of gauze 
OTer the bung holej to keep out the tiies ; wheu it ia done work- 
ing, bung it up ; a cellar is tho beat place for kwptng wijies, as 
they must be kept where they will not itreeze. Some personB 
uae ouly one-fourtb juice, in making fruit winea, aaid tliree-fourths 

. water, bilt you will bear innriind Mat the winę will be good or 
bad, just in proportion t« the water and eogar used. If any 
icare is uaed whenyeupressiout the.iuaceto preyent the pulp. ainŚ 
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seeda from enterlng or remaining in the juice no other straining 
er racking will be needed. Most persoiis also recommend putting 
in Brandy, but if any spirits ia used at nil, let it be pure AIcoLol 
from 1 gili to 1-2 pt. onlj, to a galion, but the atreiigtli of juice 
1 recommend and the amount of sugar removes all ^teceasUy for 
any additión of spirit whateyer. Bear in mind that all fruit 
(rfwliidi you are to make winę ouglit to be perfeetly ripe, and 
then make it as soon aa posaible thereafter, not letting the juice 
ferment before the additión of the si^ar.

3. So^ne personę giye Mv. Oahoon, of Kenc«Iia, "Wis., the credit 
of originatingPie-plant winę, bnt that is ti miatnke, it has !ong 
been madę inEngland, and bas BTen been paten todin that eouiitiy, 
They flrst madę it by the foUowing directions, which aJso makes 
a very nice article : 

For erery 4 Ibs., of the staiks cut fina, ponr on 1 gal. of boil- 
ing water, adding 4 Ibs. brown sugar; let atand coyered 24 liours, 
liaTingalso addedalittle cinnamon, allspice, cloYes andnutmegs, 
bniised, as may be deaired for flaToring; then strain and let it 
work a few days or weeks, and settle witt isinglass. Bottle or 
bung tight, and the longer kept the better it will bo for medi- 
ciiie, or for drink. Where winę or any drink is bottled, nlways 
lay theia on the aide, which upon the principia of keeping air 
from fruits, preTents the entrance of air through the Cork ; then 
upon tho same principje if you haTe drank, or nsed, part of a 
bottle of winę, and wish to keep the balance Irosh, cork it tight 
«nd turn the neck of the bottle into sonie di-ih which will keep 
it upright, then put in water enfBoient to covor the neck of the 
bottle as reooiiimendod with Ale or Porter in the "Ale Recipe;" 
withont thia precaution it soon becomea ilat, or stale, when it is 
oniy fit for Tiuegar. 

84. Tjtnato Winę. — Take eieaii ripe tomatooa and ejtpress the 
juice, and with each gal. put 4 Ibs. of brown sugar ; ra ix them 
before the juice begin* to ferment, thi* should be obseryod in 
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making any fruit winę, nnd especiaJly with blaekberries ; Btane- 
thing of the character of & cheese presa, hoop and cloth, is the 
best plan to squeeze out the juice of tomatoes or other frnits, 

I put minę tbis yenr immediately into bottlea, but I tliink 
from the eediment depoaited upon their sidea, 1 eliall try next 
time to keep it in a keg or barrel for 2 or 3 months, tben draw 
off into bottlea, as at this time it needg racking even if in bot^ 
tlea, by whicŁ time yoa liave e, most deligktfiil winę, baTing all 
the beautiea of flaTor belonging to tlie tomato, and I hjive no 
doubt all its medical properties aiso, either, aa a tonie in diECB^e, 
or aaabeTerage for tkoaewlio are in tbe habit of TiBingiatosica- 
ting beyerages, and if soch persona wonld baTe tbe good sense 1» 
make some wineof tJiis kind anduse it instead of rei-iTBiwbiafey 
there wouid not be one-hundretb part of the "sjiakes m the hoor 
tliat Eow curse our land. 

JTWh winę muist be tasted before one can appreciate its beauty 
and palatablenesś. 

2. TM Workmg Fa/rmer says of the tomato plant, "that it bearo 
eiglity per cent. of ita fruit witliin eigteen inches of tbe ground, 
while morę than ha!f tbe plant is abore tbat part, When tbe 
branciies are cut they do not bleed," and tbey may tlierefore be 
shortened immediately above thelai-ge, or aarly setting fruit. Tbe 
remoral of the smali fruit on the enda of thenrimcOLes ie no 1o3e, 
■for the lower fruit will swellto an uiuiatura! aize by trimming, 
and botli a groater weight and measure of fruit will be tlie con- 
seoTOnoe, besidea obtaining a large portion five to flfteen. dnyi 
eariier. Tbe trimming should be done 80 aa to leaTe a few 
leaves beyond tbe fniit, to ensiire perfect ripening, The impor- 
tance of early maauring is too eTiifent to need commeot. Tbe 
buryii^ of the removedleaves immediately around tbe plant is 
a good practice, botk by ensuring iiall disturbance of tlie soil, and 
by tlis presenting of a fertilizer progreased precisely to the point 
of fruit making. The portions buried dccay iupidly, and ate 
rapidly asaimilated."

SsoDiuŻ, that a chemical extvaot will be obtajnod 
from it that will sapercede the use of calomel in the cure of die- 
ease, Third, that he haa succeapfully treated dlaryhea with this 
article alone. FuiirUi-, that when used aa an article of diet it is 
an almoat aoyereign remedy for rfj«pyifffaand mdigettion, F^ih, 
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tliat ife slKHiłd be constantl y used for daily footf sitlior cooked or" 
raw, OT in tlie form of catsup ; it is- tŁe most Lealtliy artiele now 
in uae." 

Knowit^ personaUy, tte Talue of the tomatO' in distase, for" 
food and wiji«, I freely give all the information regardingitwiiieh 
I can, that otherainay make as frea use of it, as 7(^0^1 and eeonomy 
demand, conseąueatly, I give yott the next itero, wliich I boye 
learned, jiiat as the, typa were heiiig set, upon thla subjeet. 

4. Tomatota, o» CattU Food. — 5Ir. Dstis, the editor of the' 
"Michigan State Newa," Ann Axbor, Mich., says, "that he has 
fed his cow, tMs season, at Jeaat iO bushels oE lomatoeB." HiS' 
plaa is to mis a little bcaji with tbem (say 3 qta, to a half biisbel)i 
wben fed, tbey cause an excellent flow ot rioh and delicious miik.. 
He did not think of it until aiter the iroata, wheo obserring thcm 
going to waste, he thought to see if ehe woold eat tbem, wbicb 
ehe did frecly Erom the commencement. Shonld it proye thafc 
cattle would eat thera geuerally, tbey would prove a very cheap- 
imd eas-S,y raised food. 

65. Wine,feam łf7wfeCuiy(inis.—Takeanyquantityofripe ■wbitą 
cuirants and sgiieeKe bnt the juiec, then put on ■wfi.ter to get out 
as much morę as tbere is of tlie juice and m!X the two, and to- 
oaoli galloa put 3 1-2 IfcB. of sugar, let it work witiout boŁling 
or skimming for 2 or 3 montlia, tlien rack off or bottle. The

66. Ginger Wme. — Take 1. qt. of 95 per cent, AlcoŁol, and put 
into it 1 oz. of thebest gingeproot, (bruised, notground) Sgrs. oi' 
capsicum and 1 dr. of tartaricaoid. Let stand i wcek and fllter, 
or draw off by faucetabova'thesediment. Nowaddl gai. of w»-- 
ter, in wbich 1 Ib. of crushed sugar has been boiled. Mix wbeft 
cola. To make tbe ooloi^ boil one-half oe. of cochineal, 3-4 oz.- 
cream-of-tartar, one-half oz., saleratus, and one-balf oz. of alumi 
in a pint of water until you get a bright red color ; and uae a- 
proper amoimt of this to'bring the winę to the desired color:

any bad effeotą of it in one case out of a hnndred. Lndies er 
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children ironld take lesa iu proportion to i^aaid strei^Ui.. Te- 
males in a wealdy couditioo, with little or no-appetite lund spare 
in flesli, from food not property digosting, but not yet i-i^eneA into 
actwA MM%e»iwi will hnd almcet eatire relief by talting about 
half IŁ wjue-glass of this winę 20 mjnuteś before raeals and foUow- 
ing it np a month or two, according to tlieir improTed condition. 
For family nse it is just as good not to use tlie coloring m this 
winę at all. 

67. Blackbeny JTwi*.^-" Tbere is no winę eąual to iUablacli- 
berry winę wŁen properly madę, either, in flayor, or for medioi- 
nal purpoaea, and all persons who can conyeniently do so, sliouid 
manufacture enougt. ioe tlaeir own nse every year, as it is in\"alH- 
able in sickneas as a tonie, and notliing (s better. for. bowel 
diaease. I tlierefore gi?e the recipe of making it, and haTing 
tried it myself I spaak advisodly,on the Bnbject; measnre yon 
berries iiiid bruise them.; to eyery galion adding l.qt. of boiling 
wftter, let the mistune stand 24 hours, stirring oocaaionally ; tben 
strain all the liąuor. into a caak, to erery galion adding 3 Ibs. of 
sngar ; eork tigbt, and let it stand nntil lie following October, 
and you will hare winę flt for use, without furtbcc straining or 
boiling, tliat will make lips smack.is tbey neyer smacked under. 

I feel assuied that ■where this Ccuit is plenty, tbat tbis wina- 
sliould take the pkce of all othci'. wines, unlessa person raisea- 
tlie grapę, whicbby tbe way, are yery scarce inithe morę North- 
ern States. This is the original recipe aa published in the " Dol- 
lar Timea," of Cincinnati, O. ; but I find with 1 pt. of beat rye 
whisky, or 1-2 pint of best ^coho", to each galion, wi)l make a 
surer tbing, as in aome ciises it baa soured, but neyer with the- 
epirits. Obserye in making tbis wiae toihaTe the fniit ripe, and 
then make it befca;e the frnit or jiHsse hegjna to sour. 

Thia ia ons of six onLy, of recipes which I have found good as 
published in Nmspapm-s, by oyer 20 years esperimenting with 
such as tbey are conatantly tbeowing upon the public without 
iestiag one in a thoua.and, if aperaon ia tojudge by iiian geJie^-al 
faiiure. And yet I follow this with Newapaper remarks, hoping, 
tbat good will be the result. 

2. An Editor of Ooldwater, Mich., says of the Lajcton Blach- 

'Thia fruit, where it iabeetknown is one of the most popular 
amall frnifcs that has ererbeen cultiyated. Ithasbeenknown to 
produceoyer 1,000 fuli grown ripe berriesin one season on a single 
Btock ; tbe ayer^e siae of fruit being from three-ąuartera to one 
and a half inchea indiameter; ąoality exc«llent, very juicy, 
eeeda yery smali, and few in nurober. Fiye quarts of berries 
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will make one galion of juice, whioŁ mised with 2 gallona of wa- 
ter and 9 pouBds of reflned sugar, will make 3 gallons of winę, 
©ąually in C[Uality to the lieat grapa winę. Professor Mapes 
ajid many others, who liave teated tlie ąualities of tlie same aa a 
winę fruit, speak of it ia ternis of the higliest praise." 

68. Port Wim. — Take wildgrapes, wLen fnlly ripe,21)ns]]els; 
uiash tliem without breaŁing the seed and put tliem into a liar- 
rel, adding 3 gala. of best Alcohol ; tben fili the barrel witli rain 
■watcr and let it lie a few weeka in the sun, or if tbe weatber hns 
become cold, in a warm place, then in the oellar until Spring, 
when, rafik offandbottle or place in perfectly clean kegs orbar- 
rels nnd you hoTe a better artide than nine-tenths of what is 
repreeented os imported Port. 

09. CldcT Wme.--~Fii^. Horsford, acelebrated ehemist, eom- 
mnnioated the) foUowing i-ecipe to the Horticultural Society of 
Massachusetts, and i^ecommenda it for generał trial, and I Haue 
mtich conlidence in the success being satisfiictoiy. " Let tbe 
new cider from sour appks, (ripe, śound fhiŁt prefeired,) ferment 
froml to 3 weekB,'Bśfiie weatheriswarmorcool. "Whenithas 
attained to a IJTely fermentation, add to each g?,lIon, accordiag 
to its acidity, irom 1-2 a Ib. to 2 Jbs, of wbita orusbed sugar, and 
let thewhole ferment nntil it poBseases precisely tbe tnate which 
it is desired Bbould be permanout. In this condition ponr out a 
qaarfc of the ci^er and add for each galion 1-4 of an oz. of sulphiie 
of limę, not sulpbate; Stir tlio powder and cider nntil jntimate- 
ly mised and retum the cmulsion to the fei-menting liąuid, Ag- 
itate briskly and thorougbly for a few moments, and then let tjw 
rader aettle. Tbe fermentation will cease at once. When, after. 
a few days, nay 2 or 3 weeks, the cidśr haa become elear, draw 
off and bottl« carefully, or remoTe the sediment and return to tbe 
originaj Teasel. If loosely corked, wbicŁ ia better, it will [be- 
come a aparkling cider winę, and may be kept inflnitely long."

— Taka 20 Ibs. of ripe, fresbly picked, and ee- 
lected, tome grapes, put them into a stone Jar and pour oVer 
thenf 3 guarts of boiling soft water, when BufBciently cool to aJ- 
low it, yoii will Bqueeze them thoroughiy witb tbe liand ; after 
which allow them to stand 3 days ón the pomace with a cloth 
thrown ov6r the jar, thea sqaeeze out the juice and add 10 Iba, 
of nico cruahed sugar and let it remain a week louger in the jar ; 
then take off the senni, strcun and bottle, leasing a Tent, until 
doae fermenting, when,6train'8feain and bottle tight and lay tho 
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fcottles on tŁe eide in a cool .pJaoe. TMb winę is tlio same as 
wsed by Key. Orrin Whitmore of Salinę, Mieli, for sacramentnl 
giurposes, I havc tasted it myself and would prefer it for medio- 
inal uses to nine-tenths of the winę sold in this coimtry. Witli 

I am of tlie opinion tliat it miglit just .13 well reroain in tlie 
Jar until it is desired to bottle, aad thus.saTe tlie trouble of tlie 
estra straining. For I ha^e now wilie in my cellar madę in 
ETansTille, Ind., from tlie grapo, whicŁ was madę witiiout tlie 
addition of any particie of matter w!iatever, Simply, tlie .iiike 
prassed out, hauled in from the Tinery, put iiito Tery large casks in 
a cool cellar, not eren rackod off again, under one year bom tbe 
time of making, It tastes esactly like the grapę itself ; tliis you 
will perceiTe sbtos much trouble in racking, stniiniog, kc. I sm 
told by other winę mtdiera also, tliat if care is obeeiTed wheii 
tbe juice is pressed out to keep_ elear of tbe pomace, tliat winę 
is better to stand without rackii^ or straining, nnd tnat notliiiig 
is>found in tlie barrels, afrer the flrst year, saTe the cmde tartar 
■or wine-stono, aa some cali it, wbidi all giape wice dcposits npon 
.tlie Bides of the cask. 

These wines are every way appropriate for sacramental or me- 
dicinal purposea and far morę pure than oan be purchased once 
in a hundl^ed timca, aad if one makes their own tliey lia^e tlie 
■satisfaction of iiiownff tkat their wines are not madę of wliat is 
iou'gMi!/ yefc tmly called rot-gut whisk>/. 

71. Cdloi-ing for Wmes. — Take any amoant of wMte sugaff de- 
sired, pnt it into an iron kettle, moisten a littie, let boil and 
bum to a red black, nnd thick ; remoye from the fire and add » 
littie bot water to keep it from iiardening as it cools ; botUe fiMr 
use, and color yonr wines w^ith thia to auy desired tint you wlsh. 

72. Sto7naeh'Bitters,e(pialto Hostetter'sJm- one-fourilt itscosł,miA

fleed, 1-2 oz.; cardamon seed,.l-8 oz.; unground Penman bark,

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I woułd give an introductory word of catWUin iu tliia depart- 

WheneTer yon buy an article of medicine, whicli is not regu- 
larly kibeled by tlia Druggiat, liaye him, in all casea, wriie 
ilie name itpcm it. In this way you will not ouly saye inon^ but 
perliapSi U/e. Arsmio, phospltorus, landanum, &,o., sLould always 
be pat where childreaiMnraof get at them. 

It will be di90overed that I liave introduced scTeral recipea, or 
methods of making or doing, different tbings ia a uumber of the 
items in ihis department as in tlie otliers. 

Tbe reason for it is, that I haTe beoome acciuainted witŁ them 
in my journejinga, and sucli os I liave Ład <ippin'tvmńMtt for łeat- 
ing hftTing proyed so successfnl, and knowing that sonie of the 
thlngs siw be got iu some places, wliile oihere caaimotj as also that 
one preperatiott is hetter for wim, ttau for oGier perswis ; tker^ore 
I.gim the vamiif, thal all way be hemfited, as maeh as possible. 

73. Alcohol iii Medicmes, in preference to Bramdy, Rum or Gin. — 
There is no one thiii^ doing bo much to boister up the tottering, 
yet stroi^ tower of mtem/pera/ifce as the old Pogy PhyBioiaaiSj wŁo 
are constantly prescribing these articles to iŁeir patienta^ and 
one-half the reason for it is to coBer the fiiults of their own con- 
stant use of theae beTerages. This mmecessary cali for these ar- 
ticles thus used as medicine, keepe up a large demand ; and when 
■we take into cousideration the almost mpossiMlUy of obtaining 
a genuine article, the sin of prescribing them becomea so much 
tlie greater, when it is also known by all really śclentiflc men 
that with alcobol, (whicU is pure) and tbe iiatiTe iruit wines, ci- 
■der, and cider wines, (which eyery one can make fortbemselvea, 
and can thus know their purity,) that al! the indications desired 
tobefuIfiIledinc™'M!7diseasccrŁn be accomplished without their 

JEhen, wlien it is deemed adrisable to use spirits to pfseiTe. 
any bitters or syrups from aouring, wistead of brandy, rum oi' gin, 
1 quart, use alcohol two-thirda of a pint und water to make a 
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ouart, with about 2 ov 3 ozs. of crushed si^ar for this amoust, 
moreasing or lesseoing, according to the amount desired, in 
tiiese proportions, If a dAuretie eifect is desired, which is colcu- 
lated to arise where pn is pi-escribed, pnt 1 drachm of oil of ju- 
Tiiper into tlie nlooliol before reduciwg with the water ; or if the 
preparation admits of it yoa may put in from 1 to 2 ozs. of juni- 
per berriea instead of the oil. If the mtringent effect is desired, 
as froEi brandy, use, say 1-4 oz. of gum kino or catechu, either, or 
a haif of each may be used. If the sioeaHng or opening proper- 
ties are reąuired as indioated by the prescription of nim, sweetu 
en with icoJaases in place of the sugar, and use 1 drachm of oil of 
carawaj, or 1 to 2 ozs. of the seed fot the abOTB amoimt, as the 
juniper berries fiir gin. 

If the strength of winę only is desired, Tjse the ginger winę, 
or if that flaror is not fiincied, asc anyother of the winesas pre- 
fered by the patieot, 

It sliould be known,however,that sugar will keep snch medioijieB 
(of the syrup kind) if used iu proportion of abontllb. toapintof 
the fluid, or even molaaaea naed piat for piat, and not put in un- 
til they ate perfeotly cool, just as well as alcohol, if the stimula- 
ting eitecta of the alcohol is not desired. 

And no' one ahonld use any of the descriptiona of alcohol aa a 
constant bererage, eyen ia medicine, unless adyised to do so by 
ft physician v)ho is not Mntselfa toper. 

If fiuniliea will follow the directiona aboTe giyen, and use prop- 
er care in making some of the Tarious fruit wines as given in this 
book for medical use, prepsring cider, &e., which is often nsed in 
prescriptions, they would-aeldom, if eyer^ be obliged to cali for 
the preletuied pure brandies, riims, gins, &c. of commerce, and in- 
tempermice woald dk a. natwroi death/or want of support. 

And you will please allow mo here ttf correct a common error, 
with regard to the preseuce of alcoho! in winea. It ia generaliy 
•iipposed tlmt winę madę from fruit without putting some kind 
■H Epirits into it, does not contain any alcohol ; but a ^;eater 
wistake does not exist in the world. Any fruifc the juioe of 
wuich will not pass into the yinous ferraeatation by which aloo- 
aol is produced, will not make winę at all : distillation will pro- 
unce brandy or alcohol from any of these lermented liąuors. 

There is no winę, of any notę, eontaining less than 10 parta of 
Klcohol to 100 parts of the winę ; and fi-om that amount up to 2S 
and 1-2 parts ; currant 20 and 1-2 ; goosberry II and 'i-i ; cider 
&om 5 to 9 parts ; porter 4 and 1-2 ; — e7en amall beer 1 and 1-4- 
parts or ąuarts to 100 ąuarts. So it will be sean that erery 
qnart of fruit winę not madę for medicine, or sacramental pur- 
poses, helpa to build up the cause (intomperanee,) we all somuch 
desire not to eiicoiirage. And for those who take any kind of^ffi/- 
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ttó for tho sake of the Spirit itself, let me giye you the follewing :

74. Kriedtr's Ague PUls — Take 20 grs. guinine, 10 grs. DoTer'B 

powdera, 10 grs, aub-oarbonate of iron ; mix with molasses or 

mueilage of gum arabie, and diTide into 2W pills. 

i)o5e— Two each hour, commencing fiv« hours before the chill 

should Bet IB, Then take one, night and momit^, uatil all ara 

If a liqutd is prefered, put the powdei-s into 1 pt. of gin, pott 
winę, or my substitute, and 1 pt. of water. 

Dose— A winę giass aa aboTe imtH broken, tlien two or three 
times a day nntil a!l is used. 

Poramall childron notliing is betterthan flve or sis graiiis of 
oainine in a 2 oz. vial witli 1 table-spoDnful of Tvhite sugar, then 

flll with water. 
Dose — A tea-«poonful, as aboye. 

2. Agve Mm^tb. — Qninine, 40 ^s.; Capsioum, 20 ^s.; Clove?, 
14 oz.; Cream of Tartar, 1 oz.; Whieky, 1 pt Mis. 

Doa»—l to 2 table-spoonsfiil eyery 2 hours, beginning 8 hours be- 
fore the chiJl comes on, and 3 times, daiiy for eeyeral daya. Or, 
if prefered, without spirits. Ttie the 

3. Ag^.ie Poiader as foliowa : Qninine, 10 gra, ; Oapsicum, 4 grs. ; . 
Mix and divide into 3 powders, imd take one 4 hours before the 
chill, one 2hourB, and the tbird, liour before the cliill shoidd 
coramence, and it will a^y seldom eommence again. Or, 

4. Take Q,mnme, 15 grs.; Muriatio Acid, 1-2 dr.; Eas. of Tan- 
UJ, 1-2 oł; Whislcy, 1-2 oz. Mix. 

Dose — 1 dr., or a laidling Bized tea-spoonfiil eyery hour diir- 
ing intermiasion, commencing 12 to 15 hours before the chill. 
This will be found good in cold, ov night sweats, also. 

5. Dt. TńmMe, of Cosfioaton, O., says lie has «ured many pa- 
tients of Ague with the preperation following; 

Take Jaiap, 4 table-spoonaful ; Ipecae, and Capsicum, 1-2 
table-Bpoonful, each--aU pulverized and mixed. 

J)ase — Fi7e gra. eyery 2 hours, until 12 to 15 doses ar« taken, 
Aud Uf to 20 dOEKis in malignaut (bad) cases. 
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If thla workB fta Ke says it will, it is the best thiog I ever 
heard of for Ague — unless it sliould be his prescriptioii folJow- 
ing — neitlier of whidi caai harm a faUrgro^ćji person, and cliildren 
will of oonrae, take less, according to age ; 

6. Take Laudtmt^i, 1 tear-spoonfui, juatas tlie ague is fairly 
commenced, stoppiiig it in a few minutes. He haa giyen it eyen 
tosraall childi-en. Keep in mind, liowerer, that -m-y yoimg cliil- 
dren caimot bear mucii opium in any form ; many little ones have 
lost their lives by oyer dosea. 

7. It hnabeen diecorered that nitricaddisofgreatYalueintŁe 
treatment of intennittent feyer or agne. A ph3fsieian adminis- 
tered the article in twenty-three cases of sucb ferer, and it was 
auceeBSful in aJl but one, ia interrupting the parosysm, and — 
what cannot be bmA of gmmwe or arE&aie — there oceorred ao re- 
l&pse. In the majority of casea, flTe or six drops of tbe concen- 
trated acid ia mlicilaga, givea eyery two hours, until sisty drops 
liad been taken, were foiind sufBcient to break the feTer, and re- 
store the patient to liealth. 

8. SSeflioweonfirmstliefollowiiig: Tatę muriatie acid, & laud- 
anum, 1-2 oz,, cacii; ąuinine, 40 grs.; put mto. a TJal with 4 ozs, of 
brandy, & take 1 teaspoonfu), 9, 6, & 3 lioura before the ehill, uq- 
łal broken ; thon 7, 14, & 21 days after take 3 doses, & you will 
haTe no relapse. 

75. Fibr^age Wme. — Quinine, 25 grs, ; water, 1 pt. ; sulphuric 
aeid, 15 drops ; epsom eaJts, 2 oz. ; brandy, 1 gili ; leaf sugar, 3 
ozs.; color witli tincture of red saadere. 

Dose — A winę glass 3 timss per day. 

This is highly recommended by a reguiar practicing phyBician, 
in one of theagueliolea(Sa^naw) of tke "West. This, of course, 
can be taken without any preTiotu! preperation of the system. 

76. Tonie Wilie Tincktre. — A positive cure for ague withont 
quiniiie. PeruYian bark, 2 ozs., wild cherry tree barii, 1 oz., oin- 
namon 1 draehni, capsicum 1 tea-spoonftil, sulphiir, 1 oz., port 
winę 2 ąts. Let stand a week, shakingoecasionally.. Ali the 
articles ara to be pnlverized. ' Always biiy yonr 'Peruyian bark 
and pulYerize it yonrself, as most of tte pulverized article is 
greatly adulterated. This is the reason why morę oures are not 
performed by it. 

Dose — A winę glass fuli every two or three hours throngb the 
day until broken, then two or three times per day until aJI is 
nsed, This misture will be found an infallible cnre for inter- 
mittent feyer and feyer and ague. It removea the disease when 
all other means liiJI. It shouid be used by aJl who dlslik qiHnine, 
and the other nosljiniis of the day. 

2. LaxaHve Toiik, if desired at any time, take Brandy, 1 qt.; 
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Dose — From 1 to 3 table-spoonsful 

77. Fevcrs, gmieral impi^o^ed Treatment, froTa over25 years cxpefi- 
esice. — "Take carboaato of Ammonia, 2 drs.; palyerized Alum, 1 
dr,; Capsdciim, Geutian Root, OoloniboEoot, and Pruaiateof Iron, 
all pulferized, of eiieb, 1-2 dr.; Mis all and put into a bottle and 
add 4 oz. or 30 tea^spoonfula of eold water. 

Dose — .A tea-spooDful to a grown person, erery 2 hours in com- 
inoii cases of fever, It may be sweetened with white sugai', if 
prefered. Shake weli before ^viDg, and keep tŁo bottle tiglitly 
■eorked. 

The plulosopliy of tliis treatment is, the carbonata of ammo- 
laia aeutralizes the acidity of tbe Btomucłi and determinea to, and 
oi'ekxes tŁe surfiice ; and witb the oapmoum. ia a iiundred per 
cent. morę efHoieiit. The Alum constriagee, sootbe, and aids in 
rrelieTing tbe irritated and engoi^d mucous membranę of the 
stomsch, and flnaJly operates as a gentle lasatiye. Tbe eolombo 
-and gentian are gently astringentond stbnnlatii^i butchiefly 
tonie; and tbe pmsiate of iron ia tonie ; and in their combination 
■aro (as esperience will and has proTed) tbe most efflcient and 

.safa febrifuge, in aU forms and gradeB of fevBc, yet known. We 

therefore wish to state tŁat, after 25 years esperience in tbe 
treatment of disease, we bare not been able to obtain a knowledge 
■of any course of treatment that will begin to compare with tbat 
■giveii alioYe for tlie eeptaJn, speedy, aiid effectual cure, of a!I 
forma ef feyer ; and wben it ia remembered that feyer is a Tery 
materiał feature, and ^Tea its imprez on almost all forma of dia- 
■ease, tłie importance of tbia subjeet will be morę readily appre- 
.■Łended ; and aU tbat is recjnisite, is, to baTc sufSdent confidence 
in tbe courae of treatment recommended ; to use it from 3 to 5 
and in extreme ensea, 7 daya as directed, and tbat confidence 
will be inapired in all wbo nse it, whether pbyaician, (if unpreju- 
diCed) orpatient, or tlie beads of familiea; rememberall pi-oces5- 
es ia naturę reąuire time for tbeir accomplishment. 

After tbe patient bas been 24 bours witbout ferer, or if the 
patient be pale; blanobed, with a oool surfiwe and feeble pulse, at 
tbe commencement of fever 

TąkeTirginia snake root (Serpentaria,) Talerian root, of eacb, 
2 dra,; boiling water, 1 pt. Pour the boiling water on the roots 
»nd eteep 1-2 nn honr, and give a tea-spoonful of the febrifuge 
■and a table-spoonfnl of tbe tea together, every 2 bonrs, and after 
be bas l)een 24 boura withont fe^er, gire it OTery 3 or 4 bonrs, 
until tbe patient bas good appetite and digeetion, tben 3 timea 
■daily, jiiat oefore meals, iiatil tbe patient Sas gained considera- 
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ble Btrength, wlien it may be, entirely, discontinued ;: or he may 
contimie the simple infusion to aid digestion.. A'stroag tea, or 
Wild CheiTy bark will aoawer Tery well in, place of tlie snake 
root tea, after tke ferer is subdued; and if he has been subjeot- 
ed to Mercuiial treatment, it hadbetterbe-nsed until tbe pa- 
tient is entirely KecoTered; 

" Childrea wiH use tlio medicine in all respects as directed for 
grown personSj giTing to a child one year otó, a fourth of a tea- 
spoonfiii, orflfteen drops; if underaye.irold a little less, (we 
have fre<piently nrrested Cholera Ii^ntum, with tlie febriftige, 
in childpen under eis manths old, and in stanę instances under a 
moatli old,)iaiid inoreasethe dose in proportion to the ageabove 
a year o!d, giTing bolf a teaspconful to' a cJiild from three fo eis^ 
and three-fouftlis of a teaapoonful from six to ten yeara old, and 
so oa; and be surę to ofibr oliildren some fbod sereral timos a 
day, tbe beat of whicb is bimled smoked liam, good staie wheat 
bread boiled in good rick milk,, muek and milk, botled rice, etc.^ 
but animal diet agrees best, and especially in casra of Siunmer 
Complaint, or Obolera Infaatum, tke diet had better be almost 
exolu3iTely animal. It will be difScult to use the iufuaion of 
snake root with obildren. tliat ai'e too young to obey the mandate- 
of tke parente, and tke febrifiige may be madę sweet, with white 
or loaf SHgarj for young cUildren, so aa to coTar ita taste as muek. 
8S poasible, but cJder ckildren will be benefitted rery muck by 
the Tiae of tke infusion of snake root aaid yalerian, aad should 
take it as presoribed for adult«, of course ndapting tke dose to 
the age of the patient. 

NoTE. — Tke above treatment, if perserered in for ashort timej 
is efieotwal in airesting Diartkcea, Summer Complaint, Okolera ■ 
Infantum, and. all focms of feTcc, in ckildren. Giye it eTery two 
hours, OE if the jatient be very feoble and oorpse-like ^Te it eT- 
ery kour untiLthere ia reactioniandthengiTeit erery two houra^ 
aa preacribed for ferer in generał, and you will be satisfied witk 
the result after a shoirt time, 

A patient uaing this treatment, if bilious, may vomit bile 
a few times, or if tliere is congestion of tke słomach, he will 
probably Tomit occasionally for ft few kours,but it willsoon sub- 
sido. This treatmaat will not pnrge, escept a patient be vety 
bilious, in wbick oase tbere will probably be two or tliree bili- 
ous discharges; but it gires so muck tonę to tke action of the 
stomack and bowels aa to secure regular operattons ; but if the 
bowela are costiTe at the attaok of feyer, no puFgatiTO whaterer 
should be giTsn, and it may be two oi- tkree days before th» 
bowels are moved, but no purgatiye whaterer skould be giyen j 
and if tke bowels skould not be moTed in two or three daySy 
giTe an injection of waan watec, or warm water with a litila ta~ 
ble saJt in it 
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Giye the patient all the pkiyi, wholeBonie diet, of any kind, he 
■will take, eapecially broiled ham, niusli and ricli milk, boiled 
rice, milk or dry toast, hot mealy potatoes, Iwiled or roasted, 
witli good ft-esii butter, etc., etc; and gCM)d, pure, cold watei'. or 
tea and coffee, seasoned to the taste, as drinks, and keep tbe per- 
son and bed olean, and room quiet and undisturbed by converEa- 
tjon, or any otber noiee, and aee that it is well tentilated.. 

Patients, in the flrst few dajs of feTer, frequently hare ex- 
treme paiiK in their liead dnring the parosjsms of feyer, oi" when 
the fever is at its bighest, as alao j^ceat pain in theiB baek or 
loins, and fteąuently there is delirium at nighta, with intoler- 
ance of liglit and noise ; in siicb cases, in addition to keeping tb» 
TÓora cool, dack and quiet, and giving the febrifuge regulariy, a* 
above directed. 

Take snlphnric fether, aqua ammonia, one oimee ftacb; muriato' 
ammonia, one dram. 

Mix, and ahake tbe bottle, then wet tbe scalp and .temples 
■with it, every two or three hours, or oftenen, until the pain 
abatesf tbe same application may be madę to IJia back or loins, 
or to any otber part affeeted with Eevere pain ;. and after the ap- 
plication of the llniraent, fold a muślin doth four or iive tbick- 
nessea, dip it in eold water, and appiy it to tbe liead, or any part 
afl'ected with se^ere pain ; or to tbe pit of the stomach, if tliero 
be much Yomiting ; and it may be renewed eyeiy tliree or four 

If the skin be hot and diy, dip a tgwel in cold water, and mb 
the patient off briskly aad thorougŁly, and be carefal to wipe 
perfeody dry, with a oleari, bot and dry towel ; this may be i'e- 
peated erery three or four houcs, if the skin be veiy bot and <hy, 
but if the surihce be pale, ceol, moist, liTid, or lead colored, omit 
the generał sponging; but tbe face, neck andhands may be wasb- 
ed occasionally, but be suce to wipe perfectly dry, with a clean, 
bot and dry toweJ. 

If the patient be paJe and blanched, Trith a cool or cold suriace, 
or haye a white cirele arsnnd bis mouth and nose, or be coTered 
with a cold, clammy peispii^ation, gire a teaspoonfu! of the febri- 
fage eyery hour, untO the above symptoms disappear ; then give 
as aboTe directed, and.give the patient bot coffee, or tOŁ or sagę 
balm, or mint tea, as hot as he can sup them, and aa freely as 
possible, and make bot applicittionB to bis person, and put a bot- 
tle of bot water to the solea of bis feet.' 

If the patient be typhoid, that is, if his tongue be brown or 
black; and dry in the centre, with glosay red edges ; if Jie bayo' 
diarrheea, with thin, watery, or muddy stools, and a tnmid or 
ewoUes bellji, he will pa^otwibly haye a rapid, or frequent, and 
Bniallpttlsai.aijd.t)e delirioua.audreat but Httle at nigbt ; undei-

tliese ciroiimstaiioes (we do net pretead to g^^e -all the aymp- 
■toras of any form of teyer, but tuose only that are most apparent 
to the senaea,) giye a teaspoonfu! of tSe febcifuge, in a tatle- 
spoonful of the anake root and yaleriaa tea, eveiy two liours, 
and the followiug : 

Take gam camphor, ttirty grains j balsam i^aifea, sweet epir- 
its of nitre, oompound apirits of larender, of eacli half an ounoe. 

Sliake the yial, and gire forty di-ops ©Tery four Łonre, in with 
the otiier raediciiie,.«iitil tli« tongite becomes moist, and the 
Diarrhsea is ptetty well snhdued, when yoa wiU diacontinue thia 
preparation, and continue the fehrifuge Md snake root tesj as 
^ireeted for forer ia generał. 

NoTE, — Wedonotbelieye that onecaseoffererinathoiisand 
will deyelope Typhoid symptomsj unless sach caaei liaTe been in- 
jured in the treatmeiit of the first stage, by a reduoing conrse of 
medicine, aa bleeding, vomitiiBg, especially emetic tartar, put^ 
Ing, eapeciaOy with calomel, and compound estract of eolocynth, 
■or oi], salta, or infiiBionof aenaa, and the common cooling pow- 
der, which is oompoaed -of aalt petre, or nitre, and tartar emetic, 
OT ipecac all of which irritato the mucous membranę of the 
stomach aad boweJs, aad conaeąuently, prodnce determination of 
Wood to these pEivte, that reaulta in irritatiori, ei^orgemeut, oonł- 
E^tion, inflammation, aiid cimBoąnently Tjptoid Feyer. 

If the patient haye what ia called Lung Fever, that ia, besidea 
the generał aymptoms of fever, if he haye » cough, and raises 
mucus, 01- phlegm, that is either ropy, like tho white of an e^, 
■oriaropy and flUed with airbublea, or is streaked with blood, 
andraised with greatdifflcidty, or apita up almoat elear blood, 
or raiaes creamy, yellowish, wMte matter (the latter ia general- 
ly raieed with comparatiye eaae,) add one dwichra of white snake 
root to the formnla for preparing snake root and ylaerian tea, 
and give as direoted imder the Sead of Typhoid F-eyer, unlesa 
the breathing ia vęry much. oppreased, and it ia Tery ditticult for 
the patient to raise anytWng ; in which case ^ve a teaspoeninl 
■ofthe fobiifuge in a tableapoonful of the teaeyei^twoliouTS, 
■and forty drops of the componnd of balaam, preaeribed ia the 
treatment of T^hoid Feyer, inwŁth each dosenntil the patient 
■can raise freely, when the preparation of balaam. had better be 
giyen eyery other time of gifii^ the other medicine, or eyery 
four Łonra, and as aoon aa the tongue becomea pretty clenn and 
raoist, the balsam had better be disosntinued, For the pain and 
atitching in the chest, in thia form of feyer, appiy equal parta of 
sulphoric (ether and aqiia ammonia, each two oimces, and one 
drachm of muriate of ammonia, to the painful part, then dip a 
mualin cloth, folded three or four thickneaaea, iato cold water 
andapply it asseon as possible afiter the liniment, and oorer the 
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łrhole witli soTeral thicknessea of muślin so as to promote pers- 
piratioa in tlie parts, and keep tlie patient dry, or a, mustard 
jilaster, ov any active, stiraulating liniment may te used belbr& 
the muślin dipped inoold water is applied, Tf tlie aboTe topical 
apfrfioationB do not subdue tLe pain (whicli they generally do) a 
bliater Ład better be applied, and after the feTor, oougli, and 
otbfT Tirgent Bymptoms are aubdued, and sppetite and digestion. 
are beginning to return, use the medicine less freąnently, ańd 
paraue tbe coiwse recommended iii tlie treatment of fevei; in gen- 

If feyer is atteniled witli the Dysentery, or Bloody Flus, it 
slioiild be treat«d in tbe same manner preoisely os Typlioid Te- 
ver, as it ia nothing but TypŁoid Peyer with inflammation of fhe 
large, and somctimes smoli bowela. The treatment giyen for 
Tjphoid Ferer above, will cure all fonns of dysentery as it does 
feyer, but tbe bloody and slimy dischai^es wili continne for two 
orthree days aftfir thefeyer is eubdued, andtheappetiteand di- 
gestion ore restorcd, and at tiniea, especially if łhe patient dis- 
charee bile, which will be green, there willbea good deal of pain 
at afool, tfnicb., liowever, wili soon subside, 

Wierę there ia no fever and tliere is appetite and toierable 
■digeation, as is freąiiently tlie caae in mild attacks of the Uys- 
enterr, no treatnieiit is nece^ary, as it is inerely a local iiTita- 
tion of the bowels, and any inteferenee would be just as likely 
to do barm as good. 

If you have Scaflet Perer, treat it in all reKpects as ferer in 
generał, and if tbe patienfa throat skonld show any indications of 
Bwelling, apply the liniment recommended for stitoh in the side 
in the treatment of Lung Fever, and make the application of 
cold water in the same manner as there directed ; but it liad bet- 



a, dry flannel one ; but if the patient'8 throat should nlcer- 
ate, giye a few dropB of the febrifuge every half honr, or liour, 
until the dark slougha seporate and tlie throat looks red and 
elean, when you need enly give the medicine at regulnr inter- 
Tals, as recommended for fever in generał. If tbis treatment be 
pursued at tbe onset, the throat will seldom if eyer ulcerate. 

If the patient haTe Oongestiye, or Sinking CMII, giTe tbe feb- 
rifi^ as directed for fever in generał ; but if tbe patient be in- 
sible and eoid,or drencbed in a cold perspiration, giye tbe febri- 
fuge in a tablespoonfal of tbte Biiake root and Talerinn tea eyery 
Jiour until the patient becomea warm, and tken give it every two 
hours to within twelve bouvs of the time he onticipates aiiother 
ebili, wben you will giye the foJlowing ; 

Take sulphate of ąninino, twenty grains ; pnlrerized capsicum. 
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thirty graius ; pulverized carbonate of ammoiiia, ninety gnuns. 

Mix, and put in a bottle, or any vesaei that can be coYered, and 
add fifteen teaspoonsful of cold water, and gwe a tenspconful, 
together witU » teaspoonful of the febrifuge, eyery hour, either 
alnne. or what is better, in a teaspoonfiil of the snake root and 
Talerian ten, for fifteen lioura. The patient ahould iie in bed and 
drink freely of bot coffee, or any Lot tea, and aft.er tbe time has 
elapsed for the cbill, give the same as fou feyer in generał, until 
the patient is entirely reeoyered. Tlie above treatment wUl ag- 
rest any form of Agiie, and the after treatment will, witli 
any degree of care, preyent its return. Or the Ague may be ar- 
rested most speedily, by taking one grwu of qiiinine in a tea- 
apoonful of the febpifuge eyery hour for ssx hours, precdeding a 
paroxysm. and tben pursue the aboye tonie course, or ten drops 
of Powierza arsenical solution, taksa in a teaspoonful of thefebri- 
fi^e eyery two hours, until the patient miases one parosysm, and 
then use as above direetod for recoyeiy from feyer in generał. 
There is great prejndioo in the minds of most people againat ta- 
king arsenie, but it ehould be yemembered that all wbo use any 
of the popular nostrunos for the cure of Ague, use arsenie in this 
form combined with some yegetable bittera, which, in fect, is not 
arsenie anymore than table salt is muiiatie add, and mnriatie ae- 
io is as poisonous as arBfenious acid. (oe araenic,) yct tabi.8 salt ia 
the niuriate of soda, and rowler's arscnical solution is tbe ar- 
seniate of potash, both acida being robbed of tbeir (lauBtic and 
poisonous ąualities, by being combined with an alkali, and both 
will prodnee nausea imd Tomiting and other Tiolent Bymptoms, 
when taken in too large doses, or iDJadiciously." Taken łrom

7i). Dyspepsia. — The subject of Dyspepaia has been the cause, 
perhaps, of morę writing, — laore uneasiness, — morę pam, and — 
morę eapense than any other disease with which tlie numan fain- 
ily are afflict«d. Yet it is one of the moRt strupie and easiest cur- 
od of any Disease, and its amse onlp, need be stated to suggest 

I am aware that with some, these remarks will lead them to 
suppose me ufool/ to sueh lonly say /oKoro me througb, then fol- 
low my treatmeat, and if in the Mzrf you cali me fool, I will say 
iceicome the epitbet. 

First, Then let me say, I speak ikim eaiperieace, as well aa flx)ia 
2iraitice, and I haye foiuid by inąuiry tliat the history of mj) onm 
case, IB thp history of moet oasea. 

Not, that most persons have been in the grooery business, like 
luyself, and in tliat way brought it upon them, bat that the same 
w^«' ińduLgsitce at meali and betteeert meals, has accoraplished it 
sooner or later. 

From my earliest recollection I always had a craring appetite, 
which was alivavs indnJged at the tanie, and eyenings and be- 
tween meals with apples, cakes, candies, &c., itc; but from my 
vfr)/ robust health, had I continued at oat-door labor, this never 
would have ripened into aotual Dy^epńa ; yet fixim embarking 
in the bnsineas of a Grocer, where fJl sorts of edibles were con- 
stantly being weighedj or measued out, the temptation, (for tbe 
want of knowledge as to the result of such a eonrse) was indnlg- 
ed ; an apple eaten, raisons, candy, cheese, craokers, pie, smali 
beer, cider, &c„ &c., alwaya tasted, or taken freely, nearly every 
time these things passed througb my hands, from morning until 
noon, and from noon until night, and tbe same tbrough the eV6- 
ning agaiUj with Oysters, in winter, and Icea, in snmmer, and 
thia followed up for yeara ohliged me to leare the business, and 
induced me to study Medioine that I might try toflnd something 
to cun myaelf; for no medicine I could get would do an^ good, 
only for a few days, at most. Of conrae, during all my bfe, w*- 
ter, tea, or eoffee Ład been nsed yery freely, for the atomach that 
is over-fed becomosfeyeriahand cries n^oHti for drink, wlichmust 
1)0 answered with a plentiful sitpply. With all this indulgence 
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lietween. meals, tlien & great Tariety of food at table, sucŁ t» 
sauces, to sliarpen the appetite, pickles, &c., tben puddiiigs, piea 
cakea and jellies, who, let rae ask would not expect to hare his 
macliinery weiir out tiefore he had lired hal/Mu days? Butter, 
at meals I alwaye eat yery freely, aleo. Being an Łoneat maJi, 
CTCJi after I had graduated as a phyaieian, I would not go into 
practice unless I conld ewe myself, conseąuently I tried evt!i'y- 
tMitg, aa ia uauaJly reinarked, wittoiit beneflt. 

I also, obtained the prescriptioua of a nmnber of the Profes- 
aore while ia tbecollegea, but tbey also IWled, aa did eyery otber 
plan. Then I began to traiiel, ra Bellii^ recipes, aa many sald 
travel would care me, but 2 yeara constant trayel cared me not, 
"Wbat sbould I do ? Suffer on and die aa I desBi-vćd, or miy other 
pei'son ougM to, wlu) ■aoald onati, catd tftm eo long iiiM.ge, a ińeloua- 
appetite. 

Enting gaye me the most intolerable suffering, a feelii^ almost 
impossible to deseribe, first a feeling of gonmens or want of snp- 
port ftt the atomach, beat, Ias6itud6j and flnally paMi nntil a ihm- 
iwnd deaths woiiid bave been a 'great relief; .drink was cntved, 
and tbe more I d^■o!tA^ the mOre intolerable the anffering, apple 
cider, Tinegar and water madę palatable witb sugar escept- 
©d. It migbt be asked at thia point, what dld I do? I would 

ask, -what oouldido? Eat, I eould not, drinki conld not; tbem 
■what else was to be done, only, to do withoat either. What, 
starte'? No, you cannot 'stai-v& oat Dyepepsia, neither ean yow 
kill hini out by mt takinginaici-, or other fluids, into the stomach. 
Then, what can be done f I hare said Dyspepsia conld be wsUy 
cwed; but ftow I am going to take a jiuri of tbat 6«cA, for the dnmk- 
<wd sajB it ia ftord to pye fip bis cups, ao the Dyspeptic will find 
it i>en/ kard to give up his owr-eatiag, and oiw di^i/itkiiig of water, 
tea, coffee, cider, winę, beer, ale, &c. &c., which be must do, or 
ie will die a dyspeptic. 

If a flre ia kindled, then fed with fuel, it can be inci-eased to. 
any reaaonable estent of beat or size, and if at anj time it ia de- 
sired to atop the heat, of couree, jou put on no niore fuel, or juat 
enough to obtiin the desired amount of heat ; juat as easily can 
ińis diseaae be eontrolled, unless the system haa loat all recuper- 
a,tive powers. TMs leads ns to tbe 

Treatm^tt. — Take, — no, jiist stop taking. "Throw all medicine 
to the doga," yes, and food also. Wbat, starre ? No, bot aimp- 
)y get ]ivm,gry; whoever beard of a dyspeptic being hiuigryl At 
least, those wbb eat tiiree meals a day, they śat because tlie vict- 
uala taste good, mouth hunger, oniy. 

The last year or two pf my dyapeptjo !ifo, I only eat becauae 
it was ealAng tme, and aupposed I mas! eat w, die, when I only 
diedfcrrt;/ deatJis, by eating. 
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a I haye read, aad ali whose prescrip- 
tionB I hiŁTĘobtained, say: "Eat a little ond ą/Jen; drink a little' 
and oflai." I B&y eat a. little and at the Mjfei time, tliat is, when 
liTingry at &e stomach ; drink a little and at the Hght tme, tLat 
is, after digeation, and it is of juet as iniich importance to eat and 
drink the ^■ighi itói?, aa at the right time. 

Persona haye been eo Iow tn dyspepsia, that eren D»*et§aspoon- 
ful of food on the stomach would not reat ; in such cases, let 
nothiug lie taken by -nimitlt, for seTeral daysj but ii»^'eet, gniel,. 
rice watef , rich broths, &c.; but these cases occur yery- eeldom. 

Mret Then with ordinary cases, if there is much heat, of the- 
atomaou, at bed time, wet a towel in cold water, wringiog it out 
tbat it may not drip, and lay it OTcr tlie stomach, haricg a pieo& 
of flannel over it to preyent wettiog the clothes. This will soon 
allay the heat, but keep it on during the night and at any subse- 
quent time as may be needed. 

Sesortd, In the moming, if you haye been in the habit of eating 
about twolai^e potatoes, two pieees of steak, two slicesof bread, 
or frorn fo\ir to ais hot pancakes, or two to four hot biscuita, and 
drinking one, to threo ciips of tea or ooffee, — hołd, hołd, you ery;; 
no, 3et me go on. I haye many times seen all these eat«n, witU 
bidler, honey, or molasses, too lapge in amonnt to be mentioiied, 
■with a taste of eKer^/ other thing on tlie table, sueli as cucuinberB,, 

tomatfles, &c, &c., and all by d-yspeptics; bnt 

You will stop iMs moming on balf of one potatoe, two iuchea 
sąuare of steak and half of one eiice, of cold, wheat bread— or I 
prefer, if it will agree witli you, that you use the "Sankee Brown 
Bread," only the same guantitjjeni veryglim,cliemperfecdyfineand 
swailmu U iciffluajl mifer, tea, or co^; neitliermnstyou drink any, 
not a drop, iintil one hour before meal-time again, then as little 
aapossibk, bo aa you tbink not qvMe to choke to death, 

Tlih-d, The question now to be eettled ia, did you mffer from 
the dbundamce of your breakfiist or from the Mnd of food taken ? 
If you did, take Uss nest time, or change the Mnd, and so con- 
tinne to fessfflj the ąnantity, or change the Mnd, until you paas 
eomfortt^l^, orer this Sea of suffering aiter meals. 

Lastly, Tou now haye the whole secret of curing the iDorsł oase 
ofJ}.y»pqMd. m the WorlŁ You will, howeyer, bear in mind that 
years baTO beea apent in i/adulgetace; do not therefore espect to 



ofthe stomach at a ChrisMas pućMitg vi\\l set you back again for 
months. Make up youi' mind to eat oniy simpU food, and that,. 
in smaU ąuantities, notwithstanding an oyer anxious icife, or otli- 
er friend will say, now do try a litUe of this nice pie, pudding, or 
other disb, no matter what it may be. Ohl now do hare & cup 
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i©f tUis nice ooffee, they will often ask ; bat mo, ko. must be the 
iiivariftble answer or you we again a "gone-er." For tŁere is Lardly 
any disease eąually liable tardapse, es dyspepeJa ; and indulgence 
Ul a varieiy of food or over eating any one kind, or eyeii watery 
Tegetables or fiitit, will be ahnost certain to make tlie patient pay 
dear for tlie w/sisWe. 

Then you most eat otiip such food as you know to t^ree with 
jou, and in just as eraiM ąuantitiea as will keep you ui liealth. 
Driiik no fluids until digestion is over, or about four koara after 
eatir^, until tlie etomaoli hiis become a little strong, or toned up 
to bear it, then a little cold water may be taken, arter you are 
done eatiug, aud no drink ia equal to cold watar, for any pereon, 
■either sick or well, for a common beTerage. Ir the aaliya and 
gastrio jtdoe are diluted with any fluid, they never bare tke same 
properties to aid, or carry on digestion wkich tkey had before 
dilution ; tben tke only hope of the dyspeptic is to use no fluid 
witk his food, nor, until digestion haa had her iierfect work. 

Caution, I may be allowed to give a word of caution to Math- 
«TB, as well as to ali otkers. One plate of food is eaough for 
health, tao, and even tór«e, are often eaten. Most persons kave 
heard of ttie Lady, who did not want a " Oart Load," but when 

■bIib got to eating, it all disnppeared, and tke retort, "Back up 

your cart, and I will load it again," was jnst wŁat I wonld have 
erpected to hear if tke load liad been ^ven to a dynpiptic, which 
it no doubt was ; then learn tke proper ammmt of food, neceKary 

for hedtk, and wlien that is eaten, Ły yowself, or chUd, stop. If 

pudding is on the Łabłe and you ckoose to Lave a little of it, it 
is all rigkt, liave sorae pudding, if pie, kaye a piece of pie, or 
cake, liaye a piece of oake, bift do not haye ati, and that after 
yoii kave eaten tTciee as much meat-yiotuala as keaJth reąuires.' 
If apptes, melons. raiains, or nuts are on the table and you 
wiak some of tkem, eat them before rneal and neyer after it ; if 
sui^rise is manifested around you, say you eat to Im, not Hys 
to eat. Are you a Grocer and constantly nibbling at raisins, 
candy, ekeese, apples, and eyery other edible? Stop, until just 
before raeal, uien eat whatyoalike, go to your meal and return, 
not toueking again until meal time and you are safe ; continuc 
tlie ii^ldmg and you do it at the sacriflce of frdwe healtk ; have 
you ckiJdren or other youug persons under your care 1 See that 
tkoy eat oiUn a reasonable ąuantity at meals, and not anything 
between tkem ; do tim; and I am willing to be called a/ooi, by 
tke youi^er ones, wkick I am surę to be, but do U not, andift* 
/ool will suffer for his foUy. 

As to tke kinds of food wkich skould be discarded, I kave only 
A word to sny, and that is. Butler will be found the most hiM- 
'gesiMe; Beete, and raw Apples are also to be ayoided, muck morę 
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so than pwfc wUicli is bo much ahused, aa not fit to eat. Ko also- 
lutt rule can he giyen which will work in aJl cases, onl^ t/tis, 
wliatever is found not to agree with the stomach, Mnst be aban- 
doned ; and tliat whicli does agree, musi only te eaten in EmalL 
m Dery moderate ąuantities. No food is so guickly digeated aa 

In recent caaes, and in cases brouglit on by over induJgence at 
aome eitra ricli meal, you will find the tea madę from "Thomp- 
80ii'b Composition," wUlbeallsufflcient, aaspokenof under tliat 
bead, iCli&li See. 

80. Laryngitis ot Liflam/maUon, ofthe Tla-oat. — This complaint, 
ia tbe chronić form, has become Terj' proyalent, and is a disease 
-which is a^raTated hy eyery chai^ of weather, morę especial- 
ly in the fell md Winter montha. It ieconaidered,aad that jnat- 
ly, a yery hard disease to cure, but witŁ oaution, time, ajid a eon- 
«derable suffering, and a moderate erpeuae, it can be enied. 

Take the comp. tinctiire of pei-uYian fcark, 6 ozb.; fluid estract 
of aarsaparilla, 1 Ib.j estract of conimn, 1-2 oz.; iodide of potapli, 
(often called hydriodate), 1-2 oz.; iodine, 1-2 dr. Diasolve the 
ex. of .conium and the powdera in a little of the fluid 'and mis 
all. 

Bose — Two teaapooosfai, three timea daily, befere menls until 
all ia taken. Shake the bottle before poaring out the medieiDe. 

If tbere are gr^mlationa in the thioat, go to a physician and 
haye himtake a pieoe of lunar caastic, make it fast in a guill aud 
apply to tlie grauulations (oi raised lumps) uutil tliey are de- 
etroyed to a leyel with the generał surface. 

Take alao, croton oilj 1-3 dr.; oliTe oil, 1-2 dr.; mix. Eaoh 
moming, rub one drop of the niised 0))s, or just what will ad- 
fiere to the fli^r by applying it twice to the vial, upon the out 
side of the throat, from the point known as "Adam'a apple" to 
■die jaw, on one side only; do this upon that side until it is so 
Bore tliat you oannot atand to make it morę so, aud then do the 
Bame upon the othor side and so ehanging from side to side for 6 
weeka to 2 montha or until the iuaide is well. It will be well, 
ako, to gargie the throat twice a w«ek with nitrate of ailirer 2 
grs. to the oz. of soft water. 

Tho croton oill prefer toany other irritantin this disease, he- 
cause it can be controlledatonespłeasure; but do not ezpect to 
get dear of itehing and uneasiness, the greatent you ever esperi- 
enoed, and do not gire it up because unpleaaant, for persen^- 
ofwd only will be orowned with Bucoess. Four weeks' use of it 
ffave tonę to my voice, that I could smg, what I had hardly done 
for oyer a year before, yet I continued it another month to 
make a perfect cure.

Do not shaTe oEf the wlii^ers, as you cannot share during the

3. Dr. S. S. Fitch's Treaimmt of Throat Diaease is aumed up 
aa foliowa;; "Wear but Uttle elothing aromad the neck,-.r-chew 
often a little nut-gall and swallow tne juice^-wear a wet cloth 
about the throat at night, hayiijg a dty towel OTer it^bathe fteely 
a!l OTcr as in consumptiou, and eapecially bathe the throat with 
eold water ąyeiy inomiog, aleo waeh out tlie ioside of the throat 
with cold water^^-aTojd ero.wded rooms— ^aigle witli a wrj/ 
weak solution, of nitrate of silTer— ^hewing gold-thread and 
swallowing the saliva and juice from it^borax and honey occa- 
sionally and gum Arabie isater, if much itritation — use the yoics 
■gg little as possifclfi «»tii weB, also, often using a liniment si- 
iMroaUy." 
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He EajB "it IB a «kin disease and tliat purifying medicinea are 
necessary t« cleanae the blood — taking iong, fiiU breaths," &o. 
This is ceftairily good ^ense. 

4. Iliaoe lUso found good results froia gai^ling three timea 
daily with brandy having all the salt dissolyed in it whieli it 
will take up ; when used, take 1 spoonful of the brandy aiid put 
3 HpooDsful of boiling water with it; and «se as hot as the tliroat 
will bear it. If a little of it should flnd its way down the throat 
lio harm wiU arise from it ; yet I ain aware Jn that case, laany 
would prefer to cliftiige the salt for sugar. This is good also, 
for estemal and internal inflamroationa, using mUmóH.y tho same 
amouut, and with the hot water also, aa aboTe mentioned, exiei'- 
•naliy, used by washing, or laying on cloths wet with it, aiśo hot. 



81. Canoer, to Citre, S)r. LandolpMs European Metkod, and tiev- 

ertU succes^ul A'>>terican Meihods The principle upon which the 

treatment is based, connists, in transforming a tumoF of a malig- 
nant charaoter, by conferring upon it a character of benignity, 
which admits ofcure;, this transfonoatioii is effected hy cauter- 
isn*MHi with an agent looked npon as tt epeciflc, tIb : ehloride of 

bromine, combinedi or not, with other subatancea, which have 
already been tried, but haye bitherto been employed separatcly, 
the intemal treatment . is merely ausiliary. The formulas foif 
the caustics are wili- the esception of a few cases, the following:. 
Equal parts of the chlorides of ainc, gold, and smtiniony, mixed 
with a aufficient ąuantityof fionr to form a Tisdd paate. 

At Tienna, he used a misture of the same subatances in differ- 
ent proportions;. ehloride of bromine, 3 parta, ohioride of zinc, 2. 
parts, ehloride of gold, and antimony, each, 1 part, madę into 
a thick. paate with powdered liąuorice root. Thia preparation. 
ahould be madę in an.open place on account of the gaaea, which 



The essential element is the chlonde of bromine, which haa 
often been employed. alone; thus, ehloride of bromine from 2 1-2. 
to 4 drs. and put liąuorice root aa much aa eufflcient. TJie ehlo- 
ride of zincis indiapenaable in ulcerated cancers, in which it acts 
m a hemaatatic, (atopping blood.) The ehloride of gold is oniy 
uaeful in cases of encephaloid, (brain like) cancera, in which it 
eserciaes a apecial if not a epecilic action. Cancers of the skin, 
(epitheIioraa's,V lupua, and amall cystosaiieoma's, (watery or- 
Woody tumors); are treated with bromine^ miaed with basilioon, 
ointment in the proportion of one part ofbromine, to 8 of the oiDt- 
B»ent ; theapplication ahould not eitend' to the healthy parts, itsi 
aetion being ofCen propi^ted tbrougb.a epoce of one or.two linea.. 
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The pastę ia now allowed to remain on only about 24 houi-s ; on re^ 
moTii^ the dressing a linę of demarcation is aJmost niwaya found 
separating the healthy from the morbid patts. The tumor is itseif 
itt part whitish and part reddiah, or marbled witli yeliow and 
blue. The caustic is replaced with the poultice, or ■with compress- 
es smeared with basilicon ointment only, which are to be removed 
eyery 3 houra until the scar is detached ; the patn progreasiyely 
dirainishinc in proportion as the mortification adyacces, the linę 
of demarcatioBj dailj", becomes morę eyident, about the fourth ar 
fifth day the cauterized portion begins to nse, and from the eighth 
to the fifteenth day it becomea detached, or can be remored 
with forceps, and without pain, expoBing a suppuratiug snriace, 
secreting pus of good qaality and corered with healthy granula- 
tions, If any points remain of less satisfactory appearauce, or 
present traces of morbid growth, a little of the paate is to be 
agiun applied, then dress the sore aa you would a aimple oker ; 
ifthe suppuration proceeds too siowly, dresa it With lint dipped 
in the following solution ; chloride ot bromine, 20 or 30 drops ; 
Goulards estract, from 1 to 2 drs.; distilled witter, 16 ozs. In 
the majority of eases healing takes ptace rapidly, cicatrization 
progr^ses from the eiroumference to the center, no complications 
auperyene and the cioatrii (scar) resemblea that left by a cut- 
tii^ instrument. His intemal remedy to preTent relapse is 
chloride of bromine, 2 drops, powder of the seeda of water fen- 
nel, 23 gra., extract of hemlock, 12 grs.; mix and dicide into 20 
pills ; oae to be taken dailj for 2 msmths ; and after that, 2 pills 
daily, for a month or two longer. 

82. Di: H O. JitdkiTis* Method.—Thh gentleman of Malaga, 
Monroe Co., O., takes chloride of ztnc the size of a hazel nut, and 
puts enO(^h water with it to make a thin pastę, then mlsea with 
it eąaal parta of floup, and flnelj- pulTerized charcoal, sufficient 
to form a tólerable stiiF paate, and spreads, on a soft piece oS 
aheep akin, sufflciently iarge to cotcf the tomor, and applies ev- 
ery 2 daya until it is detached, then dresses it with Judkina' 
ointment, WMch see. AgaiD, 

83. i. S. HodgMm', Method. — This gentleman is a Merchant, of 
Eeding, Mich. The method is not original with him, but be our- 
ed his wife with it, of cancer of the breast, after having been 

EroDonnced incnrable. See his ceiHJkate. Some would use it 
ECauso it contiuna eoioTosl, otherS would not lase it for tbe same 
reason ; I ^Te it »n insertion from the fact that I am well satis- 
fied that it has ewred the diaease, and from ita migidaHty : 

Toke a white oak root, and borę out the heart and bum the 
chips to get the aahcs, 1 4 oz.; lnu ar caustic, 1-4 oz.\ calomel, 1-4 
OK.; salts of niter (salt petre) 1-4 oz,; the body of a thaneand Icg- 
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ged worm, dried and pu)veriKed, 1-4 of the powder of tbe worm, 
^1 to be mada flne and mised witli 1^ Ib. of lard ; spread tliin 
upon Boft leather ajid appiy to the cancer, changing twioe a day ; 
thia will kill tbe tumor in 3 or 4 days, wliicli you wil! know by 
the generał appearance; then apply a poultice o{ Soaked Figs un- 
til it comes out, fibers and all — heal with a plaster madę by 
boiling red beach leaTes in water, atraining and boiling tbick, 
then lais with. beeswas and mutton tallow to form a salye of 
proper conaistency.

3. P<mWjies of scraped earrots, aud of yellow dock root, Iiłts 
both cui'ed cancer. '' 

4. A geiiUmMn in Oliio curea tbem by making a t^ea of the 
yellow dock root, and driuking of ii freely, washiiig tbe Eoi^e 
Ultb the same seTeral times diuJy for seTeral days, then poultift- 
jiig witli tlie root, maated and applied twic« daily, erem on the 
tongue. 

5. 'Extract of common eIover has cured and may cure many, 

6. Arseitic and polce root, pulTerized, eąnal ąuantitiea; aprink- 
Jed upon a bread and milk poultiee and renewed eyery 36 houra 
has deatroyed every fiher. This of course conld not be applied 
about, or in the mouth, from the fact of poisonii^ the sa!iva and 
thus destroyrag the person aa well as tbe cancer. 

7. Rev- C. C. Cuylei; of Ponghkeepsie, N. Y., says he has known 
BeTeral cases cured as follows: 

Take the aarrow leased dock-r«)t, and tooil it in soft water 
until Yery strong. wash the uicer with this strong decoction three 
times in the 24 houra, flU the cayity also with the same 2 min- 
wtes, each time, then bruise the root, mid lay it on gauze, and lay 
the gauze nest to the uicer, and wet iinen cloths in the decoc- 
tion and lay OYertbe poultice; and each time let the patient 
drink a winę glaas of the atrong tea of the eame root with oue- 
third glass of Port winę sweetened with lioney. 

8. Br. Bnckwn's work on Medicine, giyes the case of a person 
who had cancer of the tongue, cured in 14 days, as follows: 

Take dilute nitric scid, 1 oz.; honej, 2 ozb.j pure water, 2 pts.; 
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mij.-. Bose — Three tablespoonsful, freqnently, to bo sucked 
past the teeth, through a quill or tubę. 

Opium was giTen at nigłitj simply to keep down pain. 

84. Hit Oreat Eiiglish Remedy, bj which a brotlier of LowoU 
Mason, was cured, is as follows : 

Take chloride of zinc, blood-root, pulyerized, and flour, egual 
guantities of each, worked into a pastę and applied until the 
mass eomes out, then poultice and treat as a simple sore. ■■ 

Tlie Rani New Yorker in reporting thia caae says, in appljing 
it, "first spread a amimon slickimg jilaster, mitch lai^er tbun tlie 
caacer, cutting a circular piece from the center of it a lUih larg- 
er than the cancer, flppiying it, whicii esposes a nairow rim of 
Łealthy skin; tlien apply the cancer piasta ftnd keep it on 24 
houre. On remo»ing it tlie cancer will be fouad to be buriied 
into and nppears of flie color of an old sboe sole, and the rim out- 
side will appear white and parboiled as if burned by steam. 

Dress with slippery-eim poultice until Huppuration takes place, 
tlien heal with any common salTe." 

2. Frof. Calkms, of Philadelphia, prefers a pastę madę from 
yellow-dock, red-cloyer and poke-root, using the lea-jes oiilj/, of 
fflthar article, in eąual ąuantities ; boiling, straiiiing, and sim- 
meriiig to a pastę, applying from time to time, to cnncerons 
growths or tumors, untO the entire mass is destroyed, then poul- 
tice and heal as usnal, 

85. Pro/. S. S. Newton, of Oincinnati, uses the ehloi-ide of zinc, 
a saturated aolntion, (as atwiig as can be madę), or makes the 
chloiide into a pastę, with thiok gum solution. And the proba- 
bility is that eo Physician in the U. S. has treated as many cases 
with as great eucoess. In cases of lai^e tumore ho often remoyes 
the bulk of them witli the knife, then applies the solution, or 
pastę, as be thinks bast, to destroy any remaining roots which 
haye been seyered by the knife, 

2. Bf. Beach, of N. T., who is a man of łnaoA agwWeflM, in cancers, 
says beware of the foi^e, or ajtj plaster which deetror/s the cancer 
ortumor; but flrst use disciitieats, (medicines which haye a 
teadency to diive away swellings), nnJ^s already alcevated 
then, mild poultices to keep up a discharge from the wker, witli 
alteratiyes, long continued, keeping the bowels regular, Sc. &c. 
The Vienna physiciBiia, as well as Dr. Beach, allow the inhala- 
tion of a few drops of chloroform where the pain is excruoiating. 
Aud I would sny, apply a little eitenmlly, also. 

3. Oarrot poultices not onty oleanse the soro, but remoye the 
very offensiye smelJ, which is charaeteristic of cancers. 

86. Castiv(-ness^to mire. — Costire habits aie often brought on

by n^Iecting to go to atooJ at tlie usual time, for most persons 
łiaTe a regular deuly pass^ige, and thu most umtal time is at rising 
in tlie morning, or immediateiy atter breakfast : but hurry, or 
negligence, for tlie want of an understanding of tne siM ariBing 
from putting it off, these eallą of natiire are suppressed-but 
let it be iinderatood, naturę, like a good workman «r student, 
haa a, tkae fóc each duty ; then not only let hep work at het omt 
time, but if tardy go at tlm time and aot only md but solicit her 
cali. 

TŁis, witŁ atteution to diet, nsing milk, roasted apples, and if 
not dyspeptic, uncooked apples, pears, peaches &c., at meal time, 
"Yankee Brown Bread," ov bread madę of unbolted wheat, if 
prafered, and aToidiug a meat diet, wili in most caaes soon rem- 
8dj the difflcuity. HoweTer: 

2. In Yery Obstinate oams, Take estract of lienbane, 1-2 dr.; 
estract of colocynth, 1-3 dr.; estract of nus-Tomica, 3 gra,; care- 
fuUy work łnto pili mass, and form into 15 pills — taŁe one night 
and morning uatil the difticulty ia oyercome, at the same time, 
foUowii^ the prerions directiona, Ikithfully. With many per- 
sons, the following will be found a!l aufBcient : 

3. Stóa^rand;/, l-2pt.;aiidput iotoitrbenbarb-root, bruised, 
1 dr.; biera-piora, 1 oz.; and feiuiel seed, 1-3 oz. Ańer it bas 
stood for seyeral days, take a table apoonfiil, 8 timea daily, before 
eating, until it -operates, then lialf the ąuantity, or a little less, 
jnst suffioient to eatabli&h. a daily action of the bowels, until all 
18 taken. Or, 

4. T/ts secondpUl under the head of Eelectia Liver Pili may be 
taken aa an alterative to bring about the action of the livei; 
which is, of course, morę or less inactive in most oaaes of long 
continued costiveuess. 

87. Chrmńc Gmii. — Take hot Tihegar,' and put into it all the 
table aait which it will diesolTe, and bathe the parta affected 
with a soft piece of flannel. Bub in with the hMid, and dry the 
foot, &o., by the fire. Eepeat tbis operation four times in the 
2-i hours, 15 rainntes each time, for four days; then twice a day 
for the same period; then once ; and foJlow this rule wheneyei; 
the syniptoms show themaelyea at any flitnre time. The phi- 
losophy, and chemistry of the above formuła is as foliowa : — 
Chronić gont proeeeda from the obstruction of the free circula' 
tion of the blowl (in the parts aJfected) by the deposit of a chalky 
Bubstance, wbioh ia generally understood to be a carbonate nnrt 
phosphateof limę. ymegar and aaltdiaBolre these; andtheold 
chronić eompound is broken up. The carbonate of limę, &c., 
become acetate and muńate, and theae being aoluble, are taken 
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lip by the eirculating Bjstem, and diBcharged by BCCretion. This 
fflot will be seen by the gonty joints beooming less and leas in 
bulli unti] they aasiune tbeir natural size. During this pi^ocess, 
tlie Btomacb and bowels ehould be occasionally regulated by a 
gentle purgative. 

Bvery one knows tlie importance, (in this disease, whicb is 
brought on by over indulgence) of abstjnence from spiritona 
libations; esercise in tbe open air, and especialiy in tbe morn- 
ing; freely batliing the whole surface; eatiug only the plainest 
food( and occupyiug tbe time by study, or useful employment, 
that the former indulgenceB may not occupy the mind, nor cause 
it nnuecessary imeasiness. 

88. Paralysis, If Seeeiit, To Om-e. — When paislj^is, (numb 
palsy) hae e2ist«d for a gi^eat length of time, but httle beneflt 
can be espected frocn any trentment ■ but if ceoent, Tery muob 
good, if not a perfeot cura will be the result of faithfully goT- 
eming yourself by the tollowing directions : 

Take aulphnrio etber, 6 ozs.) aJcohol, 2 oz.; laudajnim, 1 oa,; oil 
of layender, 1 oz.; mis, aud it is ready to use. 

In a recent.caae of paralysis, let the whoie eztent of the miJiA 
iwface be, thoroughly, bathed, and rubbed, using the hand, for 
seTeral rainute^ with this p^eparation, at leaft, 3 timee duły, 
at tbe same tjme take, interhally also, a teaspoonful of tJie 
Bome, in a little water or tea, usiog si^ar if desirad. It may be 
waed in old oaaes, wid, in many of them, will nndoubtedly do much 
good j but I do not like to promise what there is no reasonabU 
chance to perform. It is well in Tery recent cases to keep the 
parts coTered with flannels, with a large amount of friction bj 
the hand; also, electrioity scientińcally applied, that is by a 
Phyaieian or some one who bas stiidied the naturę and opera- 
tions of the eleotrical machinę. 

Tliia liniment shouH be applied so freely, that about an ounce 
a day will bd consumed, on an arm or leg, and if a whole side is 
palsied, proportionally morę. In eases of pp,ins in the stomach 
or side a t«a5poonflal will be taken with unusnal sucoess ; or for 
pain in the head, apply to the surface, always bearing in mind 
that some shonld be taken intemally wheneyer an estemal ap- 
plioation ismade. In sprainsand bmises where the surface is not 
broken it will be found Tery efBeaoious. It may be, successful- 
ly, rubed oyer the seat of any internal disease accompanied with 
pain, remembering to take a little at the same time. 

89. Erdarged TwisUs, to Oiire. — Where the tonsils ara enlarg-, 
ed from colds, oę from epidemie sore throat — Take No. 6, 1 oz. 
molasses, 2 ozs.; and hot water, 4 ozs.; mis and sip a little into 
ttie throat often, awallowing a littte aWi ; it keepa up a discbargł 
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of utlWa from those parts and thus reljeTes their swoUen condi- 
tioDj and atimulatea to renewed healthy action. It haa proTed 
TBry efBoacioua in the above epidemie oases, whioh leaTe the ton- 
sils muak iiidurated (hardened), as well as swollen, witli a Un- 
denoy to chronić inflammation of tlie włiole Jarym. 

If tbere sliould be Httle ulcers, put 10 grs, of nitrate of silTer 
to 1 oz. of water witŁ 3 or 4 dropa of ereosote, and swab the 
throat with it also, and lay a flajinel wet witb turpentine upon 
the outside ; and the worat cases wili shortly yield to this mild 
treatment. Should there, howeyer, be a disposition to teyer, you 
laight also put the feet into hot water 15 or 20 minutes, with 
occasionally sponging the whole surface. 

90. Siole Head-Aehe, To eure. — Sick-head-ache, projwr, ariees 
from aoidity, or over loading the stomach ; when it is not from 
over pating, ali that is neeessary, is to soalt the feet in bot water 
ftboat 20 minutes, ćbinking at the aame time some of the herb- 
teas, suoh aa catnip, pennyroyal or mint, &c., tlien get into bed, 
ooyer up warm and keep up a swaating process for aboat ao hour, 
by which time relief will liare been obtained, 

But when food bas been taken which remains in the stomach, 
it is much the beat way to take aai emetic, compoiied of lobelia, 
and ipecaeuanha, egual parts, aad blood-root hfdf as much as of 
either of the others, each pulyerized separately, and mis tbor- 
oiighly. 

Doae — .Half of a common teaspoonful eyery 15 or 20 minutes 
in some of the warm teas, for instance, camomile-ilowei's, penny- 
royal, OT boueset— drinking freely between doses of the same 
tea m which you take it, oontinue until you get a free and fuli 
eTaouation of the contenta of the stomach. 

After the operation, and when the atomach becomes a little 
settled, some nouińshment will be desired, when any of the mild 
broths, or gruel, should be taken, in smali quaiitities, without 
fear of increasing the difficulty. 

There is, probaUy, no emetic surpassing tbis, eitber in effleacy 
of aciion, or efflćiency in breakingup morhid, unhealthj conditions 
of the system generally; and ssciting 7i«tZf% aetion. It is ex- 
cellent in, croup, chronić affections of the liyer or stomach, &c,,. 
and in fact, when and wherever an emetic is needed. 

2. Jkere is anothm- kind of Bii:l-headr<tche which I wish to speak 
of aiso ; and give a remedy for. Some persons haye, oneo in 
about 2 or 3 months, the disease, lasting 2 or 3 days, accompani- 
ed with nausea, and occaaionally with Tomiting. In these cases 
after using tbe emeUe to reliefe the present attack ; take "Beo,di's 
Elixir Sakitis," one tablespoonful, once a day, or less often if 
the bowels become too looae, up to the next period when it 
might haTe been espected and it will iio( be forthcoming ; th^; 
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preparation 13 madę as foliowa: "Taka senna, loz.; jalap^l-ScŁ; 
fonnel seed 1-2 oz,; proof spirit,(ff best brandy, 1 qt." — Isay, al- 
cohol, 1 pt.; soft water, 1 pt., — "let Bt*nd a, week to 10 doys and 
Btrain, or pour off as taken." If it ebould ca\iae gripii^ in Miy 
case, iucrease the quaiitity of fennel seed. 

Thia is a mild purgatiTe, and especially pleasant if a little 
white augar is put in aa taken. Most persons, after a trial of it, 
will adopt itfor their generał eathartio, and particularlj for chil- 

3. If the diaeaseis pnrely nerrous orsympathetiet 

Tako castor, agarie, aad gentian, 1-4 oz., eack ; gum camphor, 
1-2 oz.; opium, 1 dr.; alcoliol, ł ąt.; put alt into a bottle and let 
stand, about, 10 days and add suiphuric ether, 2 ozs. 

Dose — Ajteaspoonfiil aa often aa i-eij^uired, or 2 or 3 times daily. 

4. Femalea of a hysterical tendency, or iiwjf nerTous, will iiss 
— laudanum, 1 oz.; sulphuric etiier, 1-2 oz.; tincture of yalarian, 
1-2 oa.; tincture of aaidietida, 1-2 dr!; mix. 

-Dos^From 1-2 to 1 teaspoonful and repeat once or twice dai- 
ly, if neaessary. 

5. For Head-aches, of Tery long standing, takeblood-root, 1 oz.; 
gin, 1 pt. 

ttase — A teaspoonful before eating, eTory morning until rem- 

6. A NUea' paper giyea one wliict. is so easily tried ; I giye it as 
follows : 

■" Odee for Si(;k Head&che.— It is stated that two teaspoons- 
fai of finely powdered cliarcoal, drank in Lalf a tumbler of wa- 
ter, will, in less than^ fifteeu lainuteSj give relief to tbe aiek 
headache, wben caused, aa in most cases it is, by superabundance 
of acid on tbe stflmacl\. We ^are tried tliis remedy tjme and 
again, and its efflcacy in eyery uiatance has been signally satistóio- 

91. Belmim Tt-enims, to obtain Sleep.—liie jwl Physician, of ■ 
Obicia, reports 36 fe,vorable cases, treated as follows ; First, 
Qive an emetio of ipecacuanba, then gire 15 to 18 grs. eyery 2 
lioars, usiug the shower batb, and giying all the beef-tea the pa- 
tient desirea. In Boston, at " The House of Oorrection" the 
danger arising from tbe sudden loss flf their accustomed sitma- 
ta according to pttritamc eeonamy, is overcome by administer- 
ii^, freely, a strong decoction of wormwood. 

92. Ti/phus Fem-, to premif In/eci«™.— Take niter, (salt-petre,) 
pulverized, 3-4 oa.; oil of yitiiol, 3-4 oa.; put the niter ihtfl a te»r- 
cup and set it on a red hot shoyel, adding the Titriol one-aiith 
at a time, stiring it with a pipę stem ; ayoiding the fumes as they 
rise from the cup ; no danger, however, in breathing the air of 
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tliB .reom. Tliis amoimt ia sufflcient for a room 12 by 16 feet, 
and less or morę acoording to the siae of other rooms. Dr. J. O. 
Smith, of London, h said to haye reoeiTed from Parliament, 
£50IX( for maldng thia recOpe pubUc. 

2, Topwi/D the air from noxious leffluyia iii sick-rooms, not of 
a contagious character, simply slice 3 or 4 onions, place liem on 
a plate upou the floor, ohanging them 3 oi; 4 timea m the 24 lioura. 

93. Disinfectimtffor Roome^ Meal, and MsL — Hotwithstanding 
^ much was paid ftir the "Smith Disenfectant," the following 
wM be ibund, no doubt, Bąually good :

Por the want 
of a morę estended trial of it, the Association- thought beat not 
to publish his paper, but referred it buick. to him, and to the 
conBJderation of tlie otliec members toc furthai" test. 

Amei^t tbose. merabers ia Dk: A. B. Palmer, of this city, 
one of the acting Vice Presidenta of the Assoeiation, and Profes- 
Bor of " Practice, Materia Modica^" &e., &c., in the ITuiTersity of 
Ifichigan, Ana Arbor; by the way, a gentleman and a scholar 
alao, hayli^ had much exporience in iffantice, he Baw flt to giTe- 
it a tnsU. He has used it. in abóut thiity eases, and with a sin- 
gle CKception, witb marked success ;. and in tbat ense tbere was 
at flrst much improTement, but the person was a Germitn who 
docB iiot understand our language very well, and from this tact 
■when he found that itcauaed a heat or buming sensatiou in the 
atomach, instead of going to the Profeasor ajid haring the qnan- 
tity lessened; he abandoned it altogether. But through Prof. 
Palmer'B kindness I haTe been permitted to refer to other cases 
wbereayery marked amelióration has faken plaee; 

One of th«se, a married lady, althoiigb ber limga were fuli of 
tubercles, witb much coughing, soreness of the lungs, with sharp 
pains upon fliU breaths being taken, ic, flnda her cough looae, 
BOreneas all gone, and that fuli breaths ean be taken without 
pain, (or stitching, as ooramoniy called,)' and fully belieyes that 
if she had haye liad tliia preacription early la the disease, she.* 
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■would now haye been well ; yet derires and still hopes to derire 
much benelit and relief from its use. 

Another lady bas been using it only a few months and finds 
that her symptflms are all Yery much relieyed, and she lias 
gained 17 pounds in fleah. 

The Professor aasures me that in tbe flrat few cases where lie 
presoribed the cblorate, that tbe benelits were so marked, it was 
really astenisbing ; wbich, of coTirae, caused him to go on io' its 
use, unti!, as before remarked, about 30 cases baTe been morę or 
lesB benetited by its use.

Łe trayeled during the past sammer, that not one, well autbenti- 
cated, case of cisie by them can be produced. But he feels much 
encouraged to hope that the chlorate will proTe itself wortby of 
great confldeuce. 

Phyaicians, at least, ougM to giye tiiis preparatiori a fair trial, 
and otherB wlio talie the liberty of praacribiug for themselyes 
alao, as tlie Professor says it improres the generał symptoms, les- 
Benii^ the pulso, itc,, whilat tbe cod-liTer oil bas ueyer done 
anything mora than to beneflt merely as food ; and from its 
greatly disgUBting smeli and taste, and the almost impossibility 
of keeping it upon the stomach, I greatly prefer the freab sweet 
cream mentioned aboTe. 

If in any case the chlorate should catise a beat or buraing sen- 
Bation at the stomach, lessen the quantity, and uniess this does 
occur, no apprehensions need be felt in using it. 

108. Ointmerd f<yt 013. &res.— .Take red precipitate, 1-2 ob.; 
Bugar of lead, 1-2 oz.; bumt aium, 1 oz.; white yitriel, 1-4 oł, 
or a little less ; al! to be yery iinely pulyerized ; haye mutten 
tallow madę warm, 1-2 Ib.; stir all in, and stir until cool. 

Mr. Brownel) of Dowagiac, Mich., tbinks there is no oŁntment 
oqual to thia for feyer or any other old sores, from actual trial, 
as much so as Mr. Loomia does of bis liniment. 

2. Aiiothee pkm is to use eulphurie ether, 3 ok.; water 4 ok.; 
mix : waah with this twe or three times daily, and fili the ulceni 
■with. dry lint. If the bonę is affected, wbich niay be usually 
known by the eyerted edges and proud-flesh in the ulcers, bum 
off the proud-flesh twice a week with caustic ; and keep on the 
gore, cloths wet in the foUowing Eolution ; — take sulphate of ziuc, 
1 oz.; crocas martis, (a preparatios of iron) 2 oz; water, 1 pt.; 
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Łf thiś is too Btrong reduoe witli water, 2 or 3 pints, as maj be 
needod ; whenevor droased, eleanae with Oastile soap. Sorae of 
Glie blood purifiers ouglit to be used with auy of these piana. If 
ćhe bonę is not affeoted, noao of the cnustics need be used. 

109. ifsadh SoTKreign Ointment. — Dr. Cliase ; Having learned 
tliat yow are about publishing auotlier editioa of yoiir book of 
recipes, I am Tery ansious tnat tbe recipe for ointment for tbe 
eui!6 of aalt-rheum heretoappended should fiad a plac« therein; 

Take aąaafortis, 1 oz.; ąuickailyer, 1 oz.; good bard soap dis- 
solved BO as to mis readily, 1 oz.; preuared cbalk, 1 oz., ini^ed 
witk 1 Ib. iard ; incorporate tbe aboye by putting the aąuafortiB 
and quiekailver into an earthen Tessel, and wlian done efferreB- 
cing, mix with the other ingrodients, putting the chalk in last, 
and add a, little spirits of turpentine, aay 1-2 a tablespoonful. 

In 1840 1 had an eruption on my face like a riog-worm, whick 
eontinued to spread, and beeame Tery tronblesome, esteiiding to 
my head, ankles, and Ysrious parta of my body. I tried ayery 
reraedy I eould hear of, suoh as San-Ps Reraedy, QridUy's Omtmertt, 
(Simon SdlvB, fyam Gemva, and yarioiis other meana, but all to no 
purpose, for over ten yeara, when, by merę aceident, I came

I fonnd 
t\b old feilow again, and procured this recipe, and compounded 
the ointment myself; sińce which time I bave been entirely 
free from the compkint — liave ginęli away & great number of 
fooxes of the ointment, and nerer knew it fail of a oomplete cure. 
I haye no donbt this ia a aoyereign remedy in reality as well ag

Ton will aee, by i-eferenco to łlr. Heaney^a oertificate, tbat it 
haa been tried eince its inserfcion in the seyenth edition of this 
work, — a proof of my judgment in aelecting recipes which do not 
admit of la-iai untit you flad a patient affliuted with the disease 
to wbich it is applicable. 

Some physieiaiie tbink that if nitric acid, 1 oz. and 3 dr,, was 
put npon the ąnicksiWer, and out oi" dissolyed by gentle heat, that 
it would be a better way to prepare it ; but I neyer wish to ckange 
when an artiele works as well as this does. 

2. Dr. Gibson,^ of Jameskiwn, Pa., aays he has never failed in 
auring aalf^rheum, or leprouay, (meani^ very bad skin diseases) 
with the fallowing : 
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Firstj waali tlio part with Ooati!e soap and Trater, dry with a 
soft cloth, tlien wet the part erupted with the tincture of 
iodine, and after tbis gets dry, anoint with citron ohitment. 
Wlien the eruption esists about parts not coyered with clotbing, 
use the foUowii^ wash alternatelj with the tincture :— corro- 
siye sublimate 1 dr.; sugar of lead, 3 oz.; white yitriol, 2 scru- 
ples; sal-ammoiuac, 3 dr.; oommon salt 2 dr.; soft water, 1 pŁ; 

He had a case, — a young gentleman who was engaged to be 
married, but tlie lady would not maiiry him until cured, from tbe 
faot that a sore of a leprous or obatinate ^iliaracter surrounded 
bis head where the hat came in contact with it. But patienco 
and niiM flWMiifts persewra^ce remoTed tbe scai from bis croym and 
eromied him with a help-meet. 

Let me berę say, that in any disease of long standing use some 
ofthe (ifó«!'o2t™ medicines to cleanse the blood, wMle ueing the 
outward applications. Cream of tartar and Eulpbur are good in 
tliese skin diseases, and sbould be continued some time, even if 
you are not ansiooa to get married. 

3. WMte Lead in sweet oii, nsed as an ointment, cured a lady 
in Lafayette, Ind., of a bad oaae of salt-rbemn. 

110. Dr. Peabody') Cmefor Jmirndiceinits Woi'st Forms, — ^Take 
red ipdide of mereury, 7 grs.; iodide of potassiimij 9 gra.; aqna 
dis., (distilied water) 1 oz.; mis. Commenoe by giving 6 di-ops 
3 or 4 times a day, increasing 1 drop a day nntil 12 or 15 ara 
taken at a dose. Gire tu a little water immediately afier meala. 
If it giyes a griping sensation in the bowela, and fulineBs in the 
bead when yoii get up to 12 or 15 drops, go back to 6 drops, and 
up a^iu aa before. 

This Dr. Peabody is a practiciiig pbysician of the '' OM school," 
between St. OlŁiir and Kewporf, on tbe St. Clair riTer, Micb., 
and one of the moat successftil of tliat school with wliom I hare 
6Ter been aequnint«d. He used thia preacription on b, gentleman 
who iooked morę like a well-tanned and buffed deer skin, than 
like a human being, yefc notwithatanding all tłiat another pby- 
sician of the aame school conld do, he would seon haye died; 
tbis, bowerer, set him on bis feet again ; and as I was readine 
medictne in tbe place where the gentieman ]ived, at the time, I 
obtained tbe prescription and now giye it to the public, that all 
who wish may haye the opportunity of trying it. I should have 
leaa objections to these eombinations of mereury than to many 
others, although I am aware that jacmy persona and amongst 
them physicians, will not uae them from the fact that mereury 
enters into the comhination, but I have myself deriyeH a beneht 
from taking mlermUy, corrosive sublimate, the ireosi poisonoue of 
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ftl! mercurial preparatioiiH — theii tlioae wlio only act from pr^'u- 
cUce I aiH perfectly wOling ta let go. 

111. Cćlelirated PUe Oinlmeat. — Tatę carbonate of lead, 1-2 oz.; 
aulphate of morpliia, 16 gi-.; strainoniiim ointment, I oz.; oiiTe 
oil, 20 drops. Mix, and apply three tiHi«s a day, or as occasion 
and pain may reąuire. It will grre great relief. Piles haye 
been cured with lamp oil applied to the parts 2 or 3 timps a day. 
Even tallow, or any simple ointment is good for dry piles, that 
U, for paiii iii tliose parts, coraing on often in tlie dead of niglit, 
witlioiit apjarent canse. 

2. For Entmyial PUes, the following ia Tery liiglily spoken of : 
Take oyster ahella, waah and htaa theta, tben fiiiely pidvei'i7.e 
and rub np with freah lard ; anoint with this, and take internally 
Hulphur, 1 oz., mised with 3 oz. of pnlyeriaed rosln; take njght 
and morning wiat will lay on a fivfi cent piece. Take every 
day for tlie first week, then every 3 or 4 cbye, until weli, con- 
tinuing the ointmeat. 

3. Mrs. Monltead, of DanySlle, Ind., cured berself of Piles by 
aimply sitting in a hip-bath of iBarm water, erery time the paina 
would come on, after stoola, or any other time, remaining in the 
bath until the paina lefb hec. Her husband cnred himself by 
sitting in cold water, and using upon tbe parts an ointnient 
madę by stirring celendiue ia freah lard. 1 giye tbese varioii,s 
plans, HO that if one feils, a remedy miy oertaMy be foimd 
amongst the mamy giyen. 

4. G. P. Rogtrs, of Iranton, 0., lias tsown casea cured by uaing 
tho follfiwing ointment ;^ — powdered opium and powdered roain, 
1 OZ. each, mized with 1 oz. of taJlow, ajid anoint as ri^ąuired. 

5. Dr. B. W. Raymond, of Conneaiit, O., says : — eąual weighta 
*)f glycerine and tannin will cure pilea, by ainointingwith it, and 
that Tery speedily ; also cures soro or craobed nipples in 24 hours, 
and is remarkably good for any exooriation or sore of the skin. 
I know that simple tallow introduceS iirto the rectum ia esceed- 
4ngly benefioial in piles, whieh satjsfles me that any preparation. 
cootaining oil or any kind of grease is good. 

6. I haw foimd aUo in a scra^ of an old nauspaper, the follow- 
ing, and it ia so eaaily tried and speaks -with so much certamty 
that, were I afSicted with the dieease, it would be the ftrst thing 
I would use, and "if that failed, I would try Dr. Harriman's treat- 
ment nest following, escept, perhaps, the glycerine: 

"Cwe/or PSeSi— Mix one tablespoonful of sulphur withhalf a 
pint of milk, to 1)6 taken eyery day imtil fiiTca-able symptoms 
appear, and then occasionally, as the case may reąuire.

mised with simplo syriip or molasses, 2 oz. 

Dose.—Oue teaspoonful three times daUy. He hastalten it 
much oftener without harm. until the bowels mored fwely, and 
thus cured himself in two or three day's time, when one knee 
was neariy as large as Ina body, whicli is not Bmall, so be cobM 
attend to the duties of liis Łouse, (tJie Niagara HoteJ, Toledo, 
Ohio,) where from hia introduction of it, it haa beeome Tery 
popnlar in the treatment of this diseaso.

4. Baiiid Momy, of GreenTille, Ohio, sajs yeilow poplar, dog- 
wood, priokly-aah, wild cherry, and white-ash, barks of the trees, 
eqiial qusntities of eacli, ^ good boudful, boited m 2 gal]ons of 
water, to Ij and add 1 gallcu of geod old Bye, will, if taken free- 
ly, 3 timea daily, cure the worat " inflaoBimtory rbeiiniatisiw-^' 
in the wurld. 

Tbei-e ia no ąuestion but what both of these preparations aro 
good if raade sufficientlj' stjiing with. the bnrks. But I should 
consider them much morę applicable in dhrmiic cos^of rheuma- 
ti3m oilong staoding; and lu tbese cases very applicable indeed. 

6, Chronić Rlieumatism, bas been cured by taki ng the bark of a 
bearing crab-apple tree and puttiug a sufHcient ainonnt of it into 
whisky to make it 'oery strong, tben taking a wine-glass 3 timea 
daily, untfl a galion was used.

2. A Lady d Ydlow Sptimgs, O., teils me that she cured her- 
aslf of asthma, by using, foi- her caramon dmk,ateamadeofth« 
]eaves of the oommon olieatnitt which had lii!l«i from the treein 
autumn ; sweeten well, and continuę its uae for a month OT two. 
She used it for a roonth at flrst, and it retumed, wbes ehe con- 
tinued its use for two nionths ; and ten years hare elapsed with- 
out its return.

3. TlmfoUowing is said to be a certnin cure : — In any ąunntity, 
say a pint of apple brandy, put as muoh common salt as will dis- 
aolve, When this is done it is ready for use.

Takc 1-3 oz. and put it into a 
Ytal and add 32 teaspoonsfiil of water, — then 1 teaspooDful of Jt 
will contaitt tlie 5 gr., which put into l->2 gili morp water aod 
drink before meala. 

115. "Dc. TkortipsorCs Cd^rcUed Com^ńtion Powder. — Talce 
bayberiy bark, 2 Ibs.; liemlock bark, 1 Ib.; ginger root, 1 Ib;: 
Cayenne pepper, 2 oz.; cloTes, 2 oz.; ałl finely piilverized and 
Weil mixed. 

Doee. — Take one-balf of a teaspoonifiil of it, and b spoonful 
ofsugar, and put them into a tea^ciip, and pour it half ftiU of 
boiliag water ; let it stand a&w minutea and flll'the cupwitk 
milk and drink freely. If no milk is to be obtained, flll up the 
cup with hot watar.

FoUow this up foithftilly two 
or tnree times dajly, or wheneyer the craving begias for thu 
aceustomed stimiUus, for a few daya or loeeAs, if iiecea8aTy,,and it 
wiU be found that the cayenne, which. is the purest Btimulant 
in the wliole materia mediea, with its aesiatant, the baybeny, 
which atimulate iHthoat <m after proBtraMoji, haye gradually «fwi- 
piśed rand mtisfied the preyious false appetite or crayings of the 
stomaoh; whilst the oombination has ioned -ap the atomach tcf- 
gether with the whole system, and asain you pikd yowiiself a 
MAN. But remember, oh, remember '. pow oidy safety is in ieep- 
iag eitUrdy rmay ffoiti places where ii is kepi w gold!

117, Vd^abls Slmidaitt in Low Fev»ra (md ąfter Ulmite Hemor- 
rhar/es.-^^MMiimi SpiHiits imii GalMei) — Take beat brandy, and 
cinnamón water, of each, 4 fluid oz.; the yolks of 2 eggs, weli 
beaten; loaf sugar, 1-3 oz..- oil cinmuoon, 2 drops — mix. This. 
mixtiire is an imitation of the well-known componnd tenned 
" egg-flip." It is an exoeedingIy yaluable stinmlant and restora- 
tiye, and is employed in the Jatter stages of low feyers, and in 
eKtreme esbanstion from uterine hemon'hages. 

JJose— Fi-om l-2t(. 1 (fluid) ca.; aa often aa remiired. Tbis 
makes both «(U and (Irink. Of course, any other Bayoring oili 
ean be used, if prefeired, in plac© of tlie oinnainon. 

117. AlUrativs Symp or Blood Ptirijki: — Take beat Honduras, 
sorsaparillsi, 12 oz.; guaiacum sbavJDga, € oz.;, wiutergreen leaf, 
4 oa.; sassafraa root barii, 4 oz.i elder flowers, 4 oz.; jellow or 
■water docli:, 3 oz,; bardook root, 4 oz.; dandelion root, 6 oz.;, 
bittersweet roofc, 2 oz.j all bruised. Place theae ingredients in 
& suitable yessel and add alcoliol and water, eqaal ąuantities,, 
sulfioient to coyer iiandsomely, set them ia a moderately warm 
place for a weelt, pouroff the liijuor and set it astde. Mow add 
water to the ingjedients and boil to obtain the stwsigth, poui- 
ofE and add morę water and hoU again, tben boil the two watera 
down to two quart3.; atrain, and add the liquor first poured off, 
and add two and e. haif Itia. oruehed or ooffee augar, and aimmer^ 
to fofm a, sypup ; when cool, bottle and seal np for use. If th« 
condition of the patien,t is such that alcoht^ is not admtsaible, 
you will boil the liąugr with the> rest down to about 3 qts., by- 
whioh nieana ths spirita evaporate, but it is neoessary to uae St 
toi get some of the propeijties of the roots, and ip the last caae & 
Ibs. of augar will bo needed to pceaerye it. 

Dose — From half to a wine-glass fuli, according to the a^e and 
etrength of the patient, 1-2 hour before meala and at bed time;, 
fallowod up for weel«i. or laontte, aocordii^ to., the diseaae ioĘ- 
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whicli it ia preecribed, as acrofula, and for ererj disease depend- 
ing upon an impure Mndition of the biood. Tery great confi- 
dence may be placed in this Sjrup. It ahould be used iii ai»e 
eyes, of long staading, old ulcers. salt-rheum, i^c, i^c.

118. Siiiretics. — Take oil of cubebs, 1-2 oz.; sweet Epirits of 
nitre, 1-2 oz.; balsam of copaiba, 1 oz.; Harlera oil, 1 bottle ; oil 
of laifender, 20 drops ; spirits of turpentine, 20 drop&— mis. 

Dose — For an adult 10 to 25 drops three timea daily, or aa oo- 
casion may require, Or perhaps an article madę as follows can 
be talcen easier; 

2. SfMdiJied Copaiba, 2 paiis; alcoholic estract of cubeba, 1 
part; fonned into pillś witb a little oil of juniper. 

t)ose — One or two common siaed pills, 3 or I fcimes dail j. 

3. For CMldren, simple spirits of uitre — a few drops m a little 
ipearmint tea — ia all-aufBcient, Por very young cliildren pump-

119. Irritatimg Pl/ister, E^tensi^ely Ueed by Etettcs.— Take tar 
1 Ib.; Burgaiidy pitoh, 1-3 oz.; wbite pine turpentine, 1 oz.; 
rosin, 2 oz. Boil the tar, rosin and gum, tc^ther a sbott time, 
remoye from the fire, aad atir in Snelj pulyerized mandrake 
root, blood root, poke root, ftud Indian turnip, of each 1 oz. ThiB 
plaster ia used esteneiYely io all casea wbere conntet-initation 
or reTulsiTes are iudicated; as in rheuniatismi neuralgia, and 
chronić affections of tlie liver and .lunga, or diaeaaed joints, &c. 
BclecticH uae tbis in many caaes where bliatera are used by the 
"Old ecbool physioiana," and ejcperience baa proyed it to be a 
good article. It is applied by apreading it on oloth and applying 
oyer the seat of pain, renewing it every day, wiping off auy 
matter which may be on it, and also wiping the sore produced 
by it witb a dry cloth and re-apply the plaster, newly spread, 
until relief is obtained, or as long as the patient can bear it. 
Alwaja aroid- wetting the sore or you will cauae inflammation, 
and be obJiged to heal it up immediately, instead of which tbe 
design is to keep a running sore as long as may be necesaary, 
naing at tbe same time constitutional remedies as tbe case may 
require. 

120. Edeetic Liwr Pili — Take podophyllin, lOgr.; leptandrin, 
20 gr.; sanguinarin, 10 gr.; eitract of dandelion, 20 gr.; fonned 
into 20 pills, by beii^ moiatened a little with aome eseential oil, 
łks cinnamon or peppermiut, &c. 

Daee — In chronić diseasea of tbe liyer, take one pili nigbt and 
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moming for seyeral (teys, wearii^ the irritating pTastor oveF thG 
region of the Iwer, washing the whole body daily, by raeana of 
towela, anU rubbiug dry, being careful aot to wet the Bore caused 
by the plaster ; as aa ftctiye- cathartic from 2 to 3 pills may be 
taken in all oases where adomel or bhue piMs are considered ap- 
plicable- by " 01 d Bchool phjsiciiaiB." 

2. But I Prefer the foUowing pili, and I speak from experience : 
Take podophyUiu aiad cayenne, 1-2 dr each ; sanguinarin and 
ipecac, 15 gr. eoch; see that all are palverized and well mised ; 
then form into pill-maaa, by using 1-2 dr. of the soft estract of 
mandrake and a few drops ofaniae oil, then roli out into 48 pills. 

Doae — From 2 to 4 pills as an actire cathartic, whilat one pili 
every night on retiring, will be found the best correciive of the 
tiveT of anj/thing nmj) iw «se. 

121. Remedy for Sore Throai. — Aa Albany phyaician fumiahes 
the following reinedy for throafc diaeases from recent colds, as an 
infallible cure;— "As soon as the patieat is affected by the dis- 
ease, apply a lemon ponltice, mąde by cutting the iemon in thia 
pieces and placing them on. a propec cloth j place the poultice on 
t!ie throat so as to. cover the entire surface ; over this, place a 
cloth wet with cold water; bo that it coyers the tbroat properly; 
wot the cloth fVeeiy with cold water every half hour ; renew the 
poultice once in two houra. A gai^le of common juice— 2-3 
lemon, 1-3 water'— .may be used freeiy; baker's yeaat may also 
be uaed in a gargle. A mild cathartic, composed of senna, pep- 
permint and jalap^ may be used once a day. Drink freeiy of 
iemonade with three teaspoonsful of gosd gin in each gla«s, 
Bathe the patieat daily in weak lye-water." 

I incline to'dve preference to the gargU given below, in con- 
nection with the poultice and otber above treatment : — " Mix 1 
gili of atrcKag apple rinegar; 1 tablespóonfal of aalt; 1 do of 
drained honey, and half a pod of red pepper ; boil or simmer, 
then pour into 1-2 pint of strong s^e tea; take occasionally a 
teaspoonfnl, and it will be found an infellible cure." — Ladm' J)i- 
dispensoMe Aesiełant. 

This ia undoubtedly an OKcellent gargle, yet I do not think 
but what it might fail in some cases ; the author, howeyer, has 
great confldence' in the mised treatment. 

122. Nerwus PiU. — Take the alcoholic estract of the Ignatia 
Amara, (St. Ignatius bean) 30 gr.; powdered guru arabie, 10 gr. 
Make into 40 piHs. 

Dase — One pili to be taken an Łour after breakfaat, and ono, 
an hour beforo retiriug at night. Half a pili is enough for young, 
or Tery old or Tery delicate persons. The pilJs may be easily 
ent if laid on a damp cloth for a " 
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The ertraet ia madę by pulTerizing tlie Beed ot' bean, and put- 
ting it intn alcohol from 10 to 14 days, then eTaporatiug to the 
consisteace for working into pili mass with, the powdered gum. 

Where a prominent advantage is discoYered in two weeks fTOm 
tlie c<»nmeiicement of tlie mediciue, one a daj wiU sufBce mitil 
nil are taken. 

Tliese pilh will be found appUcable in bad. djapepsia, nerv:ous 
iŁeadaclie, sleepleaaneas, palpitation of the Łeart, confusion of 
tliougkt, determination of blood to tlie liead, failure of memory, 
and all otker foums of generał neiyous debility, no matter of 
kow loDg standing. 

Tbis is the preaoription of tlie Re^. John M. Dagnal, brougbt 
out io 1854, and to my attention, and tbat of the medical class- 
by ProC Palmor, iu the Uninorsity of Mich.in the winter of '5o 
and '57. He aaid when tliis prescriptionflrst came out lie was 
praoticing in OhicagOj andmaoy persona sent for the pills, and 
dflriTod mueb beneflt from.tbeir use at flrat, but soon after they 
seemed to loose theif efficacy, and be presumed tlie reason to be 
that the demand was ao gr.eąt that aometbiiig else was aubstitii- 
ted in place of tbe estraoL. This being tbe case, druggista ought 
to prepare tbe extract themselyes so as to fucntsb patients with 
^he gmmne aiticle for bome use. It is undoubtedly a splendid 
preacription if put up with fidelity, eTen so aaid Professor Pul- 
iner, wUo reoomended them in casea of neryoua prostrfttion and 
debibty. 

123. SimpJe, bat Egictual Rewedy^for Oroii/p. — Take goose oil, and 
urine, «qna! ąoantitiea. Dose, from. a tea, to a table epoonful, 
according to^tbe age of tbe cbild., I was <^ed a few highta ago 
at 3 o'elock to a cbild ofC months, wbich could scarcely breiithe, 
also rolling, etriiggling and toasing in ita efibrts to obtain breath, 
witb all tbepeculiarities of.croup; I immediately adminiatered 
a tea-spoonftjj of the misture aiśd in 5 minntea it poured out th«^ 
tougb, atringy phlegm in torrents, in 10 minntes it was ąniet, 
and in 15 minutes from tbe adminiatration it was asieep in its 
jnother's arms as thougb notbiI^; had ever been amlaa ; it re- 
ceiTodj nor requii"ed any other treatment, and a morę gratefuL 
parent I neyer aaw than tbe mother. A wet clotb may be put. 
abont the neck, coTered. with a dry one, to be often wrung out 
of cold water, if thought necessary. 

2. Grmip Olal-meni. — Take nwtton auet and nioe lard, of each 
1-2 Ib,;: spermaceti tallow, 1-2 oł;' melt them together, and addi 
1-2 pt. of best yinegfH-, and sinaner until the rinegar is aearly 
eyaporated, skimming ive-Il, and constantly stirring, until it be- 
gins to. granulate; then add oila ©f amber, and spruce, and pul- 
Tarizedsugar of lead, of eocb,, 1-3 oz.; now remoTe from the fire 
ind itu; it nntll eool.. 
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Djse — For a child of 2 yeara old, giye from 1-2 to 1 teaspoon- 
fiil every lialf hour, untii relief is obtained, or until yomitinj!; 
takes place ; at the same time rabbing it upon the chost, and 

over the tliroat and lungs, freely. And Dr ; — , oflFJnlej', 

U., sajs, from his esperience, he knows it will cure aa often a* 
guirdne will break up the agiie. 

124. Mydropkóbia to Pnmiit, arid Ratth-SiiaJie. Bltes to Care. — 
A. Hubbard, of Boone Co., 111., in a letter to tbe St. Louis Ra- 
jnMiean, says: " Eigbteen joars ago mybrotherandrayself were 
bitten by a mad dog. A eheep was also bitten at tbe same time. 
Among the many cures offered for the little boys, (we were then 
ten or twelya years old,) a friend BOggeated the fbllowing which 
lie said would oure the bite of a rattlesnake : 

Take the root of tbe commonuplaud ash, commonly called black 
ftsh, peel off tlie bark, boil it to a strong deeoction, and of tbis 
drink freely. Wbilat my father was preparing the abore, tbe 
abeep spoken of, began to be afflicted with bydrophobia, Wbea 
it had become sofatigaed from it3 distraeted state as to be no 
longer abie to stand, my fatber drencbed it with a pint of the 
a^b root ooze, boping to aacertain whetber he could depend upon 
it 03 a oure for bis sona. Four houra after tbe drencb bad been 
giyen, to the astonishment of all, the ammal got up and went 
ąuietly with the flook to graae. My. brotber and myself contin- 
ued to take tbe medicine for 8 or 10 days, one gili 3 times dai- 
ly. iTo effaets of the dread poison wei-e ever diaooyered on eitb- 
er of U3. It has been used Tery Buccessfuily in snake bites to my 
knowledge." 

Tliere is no doubt in the autbor's mind but wbat this gentle- 
man bas mnde a raistake in the kind of ash meant, aa the upland 
ash, is white aish, from which flooring 18 madę, having a thiek, 
rough outside bark, whilst tbe black haa a amooth bark, and 
grows in Iow, wet land, and is the same from which the £onv 
terrei hoop ia extenaiTety manufactured. It ia the upland, Kfttie 
ash, that ia tobensed; it isknownasbesays, tocurerattesnake 
bitea, and a gentleman in this plaoe has tried it with success in 
rheumatism, boiled very atrong and taken in half gili dosea. 
May Tomit and purge if taken iao freely. 

2. A Siwon Forester, named Gastell, nowof the venetable aga 
of eighty-two, unwilling to take to the graye witb him a secret 
of ao muc]l importance, boa madę publio in the Leipsie Jourwd 
tbe means which he bas used flfty yeara, and wherewith Le af- 
flrms, behas rescued many human beings and cattie from tho 
fearftil death of Łydrophobia. Take immediately, warm yinegar 
or tepid water, waah the wound olean tberewith, and tben dry. 
it ; tiion pour^upon the wound a few drops of hydrocholoric acid, 
because minera! acida destroy the poison of the saliya. 
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3. "A lVriter it the Prooideitoe Journal, furuiebea tlie following 
prascription fol" hydrophobia: — Eat tlie green sliooffl of aspara- 
gus raw; sleep and perspiration will be induceJ, and the diseaso 
can be thus cured in any stage of canine madneaa. ' A laaai in 
Atliens, Greece, waa cured by this ramedy alter the parosysins 
had oommenced." 

4. Jącoh My, a good old lioneat Qil»ker marcŁant, of Lloyds- 
ville, O., gaye me tha following plan wlilcli his fitUior Ład uRod 
ainca 1806 with succeas, to his knowlsdge, both on persous and 
domeatiii animala ; ańd tiie New York Tr^wae Laa recently piib- 
lisŁed about tha same thing:— Take the driedroot of elecam- 
paue, palTerize it aad jnoasura out 9 heaping tablespoonsflil, and 
mis with it 2 or 3 teaspoonafiŁl of pulyerized gum arabie ; then 
diTide into 9 eąiial portions, 

When a person is bitten by a ri^id animal, take oue of the^e 
portions and ateep it in a pt. of new miJk, until nearly balf the 
ąuantity of milk m eyaporatedi then strain and drink it in the 
morning, fiisting for 4 to 5 hourś atter. The sama dose is to ho 
repented 3 morninga in Bnccession, then skip 3, and so on imtil 
the 9 doBea are taken ; the patient must atoid getting wet, or 
the heafc of the san, and abstain from high seasoned die^ or hard 
esercise, and, if costire, taŁe a dose of sJJts — the .thoTe ąuantify 
is for an adult, — childran Wili take less according to ago. Tbe 

3W6un«'s publioation ia as follows; 

5. Cure for JBj/(iropfto6ws.^The' following was sent to the New 
York T^&une, by J. "W". Woolston, of Philadelphia : 

Rscipe. — -First dose, 1 oz. of elecampane root, boiled in one pt, 
of m.ilk tmtil redueed to 1-2 pt. Second dose, (to be taken tu o 
days after the first) 1 1-2 oz. of elecampane root hoiled in 1 pt. 
of milk, same aa the fli-st. Third dose, the sajne as the second, 
(to be taken two days after,) ia all three doses. If there is any 
virtiie in tlie elecnmpane, at all, tbe preferenee, of oourse, is io 
be giyen to the Quaker's (flan, which giłes 9 instead of 3 dosee. 
But it rather substantiatea Mr. Ely's plan, as it comes from tle 
place of his father's former residence. 

0. Tliejv is a Weed growiug in rattlesualte sections called i^at- 
tlesnake ■weed,Whichgrowa about a foot high, and maybe known 
from the faet tbat the stem growa through the leaf, or the leaf 
aronnd the stem like the thoroughwort. This cures the poison 
of rattlesnake bites, by ponlticing the place with itand changing 
often. The tobacco poultice oftea cures the bite of the comnion 
maasnsauger. 

7. Bat the Best Plan for any of these bites is to suck the place 

immcdiatil}/, if it is possible for you to get at it, or if any other 

person U with you whose mouth is not sore ; wash o£f the plac©

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firatj fol' all the poison may be iipon the outside, yet most likely 
aiao penetrates inore or less into tŁe wound if a snake bite, os 
the ftrrangement of theirteetbis suclithat the poison comee out 
nsar the. point and when ift tlie wouad, thus jou see the propri- 
ety of sudtiug it out. 

Persons WMting on or near marahes where the maasasauger is 
Icnowtt to ialiaMt, should carry a vial of aijua ammonia alisaya with 
them, and if bitten, sharpen alittle piece of wood.to aamall^harp 
point, dipping this stick into the ammonia and then penetrating 
the wounds with it. The poieon of tliese bltes is belie^ed to be 
aoid, conseąuently the alkali neutraJizes it and preyents ita ac- 
tion; or a piece of lunar oauatic oan be carried in the pocket, 
and sbarpened, if needed, and uaed the Eame as the stick and 
ammonia — ańd one of tlie celebrated English farriere has report- 
ed that this oaustic, used ireely on the bite of a mad dog destroys 
the poison ; but to inaure eyen a reasonable hope ■ of success, it 
nuMt be uBed iamiediately. This holds goodin anyof the sucMng 
or caitstic applications. But when a person is bitten in the ab- 
genoe of all these caustics, and not being able to rea«h the spot, 
to suek out tlie poison, be must drink whisky enough to get as 
dnink as a fool, ov his whole dependence must be upon the ash, 
asparagus, or ekcampaiie. 

The Nałimial ItOdligencer, a year or two sińce, publisŁed a 
rewpe for the cure of tlie rattlesnake bite wliich it claimed was 
inliillible, it haTing been tried in numerous caBes, and always 
with succeas. It was nothii^ morę nor less than the nse of whis- 
ky as aboTe recommended, and it is but justice to say that a 
daugbter.of Wm.Jteed, of tlie townofPittdieldjin this connty, 
who was bitten on tlie arm, some three years ago, whon about 
thirteen years of age, was onred by drinking wbisky until drunk- 
enness and atujwr werę produced, and she has ncver fe!t any in- 
conyenience from the bite sińce, which goes to show that the 
bite of the DevU's tea is morse thaa tlie biteof arattleanake. 

125. Eije ffofei-.— Take 1 tatle spoonful each, of table salt and 
snlphate of zinc, (whiteTitriol,) beat it oncopper or earthen 
until diy ; 1-2 pt. of soft water ; 1 spoonful of white sugar, and 
sulphate of copper, (blue yitriol,) the size of a comnion pea. If 
too atrong, reduce with soft water. If tlie eyes are Tery sore, or of 
long standing, take a spoonful of epsom salts eyery other night for 
2 or 3 times, and if of nery long standii^, taUe the "AlteratiTe 
Syrup," or aome other preparation to oleanse the blood. The 
" Salta and Cream of Tartar," as mentioned by the old Tar, in 
No. 12, under this head is good. Use 3 or four times daily of 
the eye water. I flnd it aa escellent plan, in uaing any prepa- 
ration for sore or mak eyes, to apply it again about 20 minutes 
from the first application. Morę than double spetd is madę by 
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thia method of application. The uae of tliis eye water enabled 
me to laj" by the spectaoleB after four yeara wearing, and I bare 
Binoe etudied medicine and. graduated aa & pliysician, without 
reaortiDg again to their use, by tlie occasional applicatioo of the 
eye waler. For inflammation of any part of the body, apply this 
by wetting cloths, Eyen for Borea about the ears and groina of 
liabea, reduce it, and 3 or 4 applioations will cure them. 

2. Dr. Raymond, of Grass Laka, Mich., who obtained thia pre- 
scription of me, adds to each oz. of water used, 1 gr. of morphine, 
&ud he tella me be has great auccess with it, tbe addition of 
the morphine making it nearly resemble the celebrated prescrip- 
tioa used by the Bngliah aurgeons in India, wliich ia aa foliowe: 

3. India Prescription for Sore Eyes. — -Take sulpliate of zinc, 2 
gr.; tincture of opium, (laudanuni) 1 dr,; roso water, 2 oz.; miz. 
Put a drop or two in the eye, 2 or 3 timea daily. 

4. Ali Eye Doctor of Xenia, O., makes great use of the follow- 
jng; — Take sulphate of zinc, acetate ot lead, and rock ealt, of 
each, 1-2 oz.; loaf angar, 1 oz.; aoft water 12 oz.; mis withouC 
heat, and nse aa other eya waters. 

5 Dl CjoA, of Aahtabula, O., tnakes and aells large ąiianti- 
tiw, under tlie head of " Cbok's Eye Water." It is aa foliowa ; 

Take&ulphateof sim^l OE.; sngarof lead, l-2oz.; precipitated 
caibonite of iron, 1-2 oz.;, salt, and sagar, 1 tablespeonful.; tho 
whites of 2 egga ; soft water, 32 oz.; mix the wbites of the eggs 
Kinc, aait, lead, augar, and iron, well together, then add the water' 

6 A Gmtlemim, m Tecumseh, Mich., cured himself of bad aore 
eyes, with oilof peppermint.and hemlock, eut witb best brandy 
and reduced with, water. 

7., lit KcceBsiw InptmmaUon of t!ie Ei/es, poultic© by boiling 
hops in water; putting in from 1-2 to 1 dr; of opium, whilo boil- 
ing; when still warm, lay the hops over the eyes and keep them 
wet with. the water in which they were boiled. 

A lady wbobadbeen hi«s(«redand sirtr!!ed,accordingtotheold 
plan, in thia diaease, was soon cured by this poulticing Mid wash- 
ing the eyes often with the hop-water contsining the opium, with 
generous diet, &c., contrary to the e^pectaticm o! frienda, and the 
pTedictimi9 of enemies, to the plan. 

8. I/Sore Eyes ahed much water, put a little of tlie oside of 
sine into a cial of water, and use it rather freely, — it will eoon 
cure that difScalty.

14. Rim Tatato FoJtlUce for inflamed eyes m one of tlie very 
l)sat applications in recent caaes, scraping fioe and applying fre- 
iiueatly. 

15. Slippery Elm Fmtlti<xs are also an GxoclIeut application, 
nsod Ba aboTO. 

126. iJcsSMw.— TakewLitepreeipitate, (oalomel) Iteaspoon- 
ful, and rub it into a salye with 3 teaspoocsful of ft-esh iard, and 
applied upon the outaide of the lid of the worst chronić (iong- 
contijiued) sore eyes, bas eured thom, wlien they wero bo bad 
that OTon fche eysHashes {ciiUi) bad all fallen out, from tbo dia- 
ease, A physician was cured with tbia when ho coald liot cura 
himself. 

127. Fever Sot-e, or Black Saive. — Tafee 1 oi. of sweet oilj 1 oz. 
of linseed oit, and 1 oz. of red lead, piilrerized, (or in these pro- 
portiona.) Put all into an iron diab OTor a modei-ate flre, con- 
atantly stirring, until you can draw yoiir .finger oyer a drop of 
it oa a bóard when a little cool, witliout sticfcing when it is done. 
Spread on cloth and apply aa otŁer aalTea. My brother, 3. M,

healthy appearance in a short titne, and a oertarn preyentiye of 
mortiflcatioo, &c., &c., as well aa to preyent sorenesa in morę 
recent cuts and braise^ also ; and from my own knowledge of 
a sah'e which is yery eimilar, I haye been inducod to iiftroduce

Eolla 5 inches long, 1 incb in 
diameter, sell for 25 cents. Tbis ealye bas no equal for rheu- 
matie paina, or weakness in the side, back, shoulders, or nny 
place where pain may locate itself. Where the skin ia broken, 
as in ulcers, bmisea, &c., I use witliont the yerdigria, making a 
Balye superior to Peleg White's old salye.

— Rochelle salts, 2 dr.; biniarbon- 
ate of soda, 2 scruples ; put these ioto a blue paper, and put 35 
gra. of tartfttic Rcia into a wMte paper. To use, pot eacb into 
different tumblers ; flll 1-3 with water and put a little loaf Bugar 
ia with the aoid, then pour together and drink. This makeB a, 
Tery ploasant catliartic, and ought to be used morę generally 
than it is, iu plaee of morę Bevere medicines. Families can buy 
3 oz. of the Rochelle salts, and 1 oz, of tbe bi-carbonate of soda, 
and raix eyesily together, using about 2 t^a^poensful for 1 glass, 
Łud hsTe tbe taitaric aoid by itaelf, and uBe a little over 1-2 a 
teaspoontul of it for tbe other glass, witli a tablespoonful cf 
■ugar, all well dissolyed, then pour together and drink wliile 
effervescing, and thoy will find tbis to do just as well as to have 
them weighed out and put up (n papera, which eost 3 times aa 
much, and do no better. Try rit, as a child will take it with 
pleasure, as a nice treverage, and as/c for marę.

It was inTented 
and put out by nn old Doctor of tbat name, wliose family took ts 
tho profesaion of medicineas naturallyas diiclta to water, I ob- 
tained it of one of tlie sons, wlio is praeticiiig at Malaga, Ohio, 
frasD wbom I a!ao obtained Landolplii'9 ond his own metliod of 
curing cancer, (see those recipea,) and he always uses tbis oint- 
ment to heal comeers and all otlier eores :— Taice 1 pt. of linseed . 
oil, and 1 OB. of sweet oil, and boil them in a kettle on coals for 
nearly 4 Łours, as warm. as you can ; tlien liave pn!verized and 
mised, borax, 1-2 oz.; red lead, 4 oz., and sugar of lead, I 1-2 ob.; 
remoTe the kettle from the fire and thicken in the powder ; con- 
tinue the etirring nntil oooled to blood beat, then stir in 1 oz. 
of spirits of turpentine; andnow take out a little, letting it get 
oold, and if not tben BufBciently thick to spread npon tbin soft 
Imen, as a aalye, you will boil again wńtil this point ia reached.

139. Fatent Lintmmt. — In order that tiiose who purchase the 
patent Uimaenti, may know wliat they are buying, I givfl a for- 
mala, from which OYor C12,000 worth of Jiniment was sold in 2 
jeare time, bat one of the partners going out of the fiJTn, and 
into the lit^ry-businesa, gare me the plan as follows ;

healed williont paim or soreness. But some may object to it as & 
wńisA.v liniment. I admit it to bo such, but by knowing how ta 
make it yóumlves, you get it for a ^hisky pr-ice, and if it be not 
found aa good aa one-half of the two-shilling-a-bottle linimenta, 
then you may tell me that I do not know when I haye a good 

4. In łnfia-m/iaation of the T/iroat as a gargle, in recent caaea, 
and by eztemal application also, as a liniment, it will be found 
sufBeient to perform a cure : — For gargbng purposea pat a little 
hot water, tea, or ooffee — coffee ia beat~-with it, aleo a little 
honey or molasaea, and it will not be nnpleasaiit ; but as a lin- 
iment; use it of fuli Btrength.

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the offending matters ia the blood, causing permaneiU disease of 
the Itmgs. 

lu aeyere attacks of cougli, wlion yoii liave not time to make 
the Hoiment or tinctiire by tlie use of the wMsky, it will do j ust 
as well to steep the lobelia and cajeane m 1 quart of water 
imtil the strength is fully obtained (do not boil it) ; then strain 
it aad add an equal amount of bonoy or molasses, and take two 
.teaspoonsful for a dose, 3 times daily, or it may be taken a little 
oftener, bat if taken too often, it will canse Tomiting, wMch, 
lioweyer, doea no hiirm, but rjither beneflta the case. Too miich 
cannot be said m praise of this as a cough remedy; eren in eon- 
saniptions, aJthoiigli it does not cure, yet it will giye grcal rdief 
by loosening the cough, 

6. Great London Lmmaent. — Tatę of chloroform, oliye oil, acd 
ftfjua animonia, of each, 1 oz.; acetate of morphia, 10 gr, Mix 
and nse aa other Imiments.

mil. This liniment is ready for use In 3 or 4 days, and is Tery 
highly recommended by B. Eurrows, of Mataiaora, Lapecr Co., 
Mioli. He prefera rum, if a, good artiole ettn be got, in place ol 
the alcohol. This would be exeellent in cholic or diarrhea alao. 

140. In-growimg Tos Ifail, to Ou.re. — We take the foUowing 
remedy for a Tery- common and Tery painful afflictiou, from the 
Boston Medioai aiid Surgici^ Jmintai : 

" The patient on whom I flrst tried this plan was a young la- 
dy, who bad been imable to put on aBhoe forsereral montha, 
and decidedly the worst I have ©Ter seen. The disease had been 
of long Btanding. The edge of the nai] waa deeply undermined, 
the granulations fonned a high ridge, partly coTered with skin, 
and pus constantly ooaed from the root of the nail. The whole 
toe was swollen and estremely tender and painful. My modę of 
proeeeding was thia r 

I put a Tery smali piece of tallow in aspoon, andbeatedit un- 
til it became very hot, and poured it on tJie granulations. The 
effeet was almost magical. Pain and trendomeas were at once 
relieyed, and in a few daya the granulations were all gone, the 
diseased parts dry and destitute of all feeling, and tho edge of 
the nail esposed bo as to admit of being pared away without any 
ineooTenienoe. The cure was oomplete, and the trouble nerer 
return ed. 

I haye tried the plan repeatedly sińce with the same satiafae- 
tory results. The operation causaa but little pain if the tallow 
isproperly heated. A repetition might in some cases be necss- 
sary, although I haye neyerjnet with a case that did not yleld 
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to oBs applicaiion." AdmittiDg thfe tlieoty of Dr. Lorinaer to be 
correct, the modus operanM, is vcry plaiiily to be seen, The liq- 
uid c&utery inamuates itself into efery ititerstice uńder the nail, 
along the fistulą into the uJcer at tlie matris of the iiiiil, iccom- 
plUhii^ in one minutę, withont pain, aU tliat oan be elfected by 
the painful application of nitrate of Biher fon seyeral weeks. 

— The geriuine oil of spilte in madę from the 
laDcndvia spica ar broad łeayed layeiiderj bat the commeccial oti 
of spike is madę by takiug the rock oil, &n& adding 2 oz. of spir- 
ita of turpentine to each pint. 

And the rock oil wMch ia obtained in OHo, near Warren is 
thicker and better than any othel" which I hare eyer used. 

142. Łiqtcid Opcdeldoc-^Take 1 ąt. of brandy (ittd^warm it; 
thenaddl oz. ofgiimcamphor; l-»4 ok, of sal ammoniac ; 1-3 oi. 
eaoh, of oil of origanum and rasemaiy ; 1-4 oa. of oil of woriti- 
wood. When the oils aro dissolVed, add 6 oz. of soft soap. Thi3 
is excelleDt in spi^ns, bruisea, ka. 

143. Biarrkea Cordial Take the best rheubarb root, puiTeri- 

zed, 1 oz.j pepermitit leaf pulyeriaed, 1 oz.j capsicum, 1-8 oz.; 
oover iritii boiling water and ateep thoróughiy, strain and add : 
1-2 oz. of bi-carbonate of potasb, 1-2 oz. of eesence of ciEna- 
nion, aud bi'a!idy (or good whiskey) eqnal in amount to the 
wbole, and 4 oz. ol loaf angar. 

Done—iot an adult, 1 to 2 table-spoonafnl ; for a child, 1 to 2 
tea-spoousful from 3 to 6 timraper day, imtil reliefie pbtained.

144. Cholera Tincki/re Take tlie tbinnest and nicest cinnamon 

bark, nice cloyes, seleoted gum guaiac, all pulTeriaed, of each,. 1 
oz.% Tery beat brandy, 1 qt. Mii, and abake occaBionally for a 
Week or two. 

Dose — A teaapoonful to a tableapoonfu! for an adult, aocordin g 
to the condition and robuatiieas or atrengtli of the ajEtem.

Take best Jamaica ginger root, truised, 1 oz.; cayenne, 2 fuU 
teaspoons ; boil all in 1 cit, of water to 1-3 pt., and attd loaf sugaj 
to form a thkk eyrup. 

J)oae — Take a tablespoonful eveiy 15 minutes, until Tomiting 
and purging ceases, tlien ioUow up with a blackberiy tea. 

7, Ali łnfaUibU Cure/or Asiatic CAofera,— The Dublin Boening 
MaU, publislied, in 1832, tke following, written bj Lady Pon- 
Bonby, who had spent seTeraJ jears in India, and had proTed the 
efScacy of the prescription, and never knew it to fiiil. 

PrescHptioii.~-FiTst dissolye gum camphor, 1-4 oz., in 1 1-2 oz. 
of alcohol — aecond, giye a teaspoonfiil of spirits of Łartshorn in 
a winę glass of water, and follow it erery 5 minutea with 5 
drops of tlio camphor, iu a tesBpoonful of water for 3 doses, then 
wait 15 minutes and commence again as before, ond continue for 
30 minntes, unleas there is returning iioat. Skonid this be the 
case,' give oae morc dose and tke cure ia effected ; let them -per- 
spire freely, f whicli the inedicine is designed to cause) as upoa 
tliis tke life depencb, but add no additional clothing. 

Be surę yonhaTe tke cholera, aa tke teaspoonful of kartshorn 
would be a double dose for ordinary cases of disease. 

If any oue is permitted to die witk nil these prescriptioDR be- 
fore them, it must be because a proper attention ia not giyen ; for 
God most undoubtedly worka througk tke nse of means, and ia 
best pleased to see his cktldreu wear out rather tian break by 
collision of maciiinery ou the way. 

145. YegetabU Phi/sic. — Jalap, 1 ox.; senna, 2 oa.; peppermint 
leaf, 1 oa ; (a little cinnamon if desbed,} a]I pulverized and sift- 
ed through gauze.

In a caae of neuralgia at Georgstown, Ohio, Mr, Jenkins, the

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147. Extraeting Tteih mUt lUik or na Paiii—Tir. Dunlap, a 
deatist of Chillicothe, O., wiiie doing a job of ftlling, for myself, 
called my attention to the following recipe, gJTec by a dental 
pubiication, to preyent pain in extra«ting tćetk.

The use of tbe flrst recipe ia to preyent pain in estracting. and 
destroy senaibility in tbe guins by iocal application. Moisten 
two pledgets of cotton .witb tbe liquid and apply to the gunia 
for a minutę, over tbe tootb to be estj'aoted. " My method is 
with 2d recipe, take pledgets of cotton, iń a pair of smali pliers, 
or aometbing you.can hołd it to its ^ace witbj well aaturated 
witb tbe liąuid, and r«b tbe gum freely inside and out, aiid high 
up or Iow down on the outaide, for, say fi'Om 5 to IS minntep ; 
by thia preparation I baye taken teeth witbout pain."

Tbey are certainly wortby the attention of ail who must bave 
teeth estracted, fop the feeling must be auf&cientiy unpleasai^t 
wben all is done wbicb can be done for its relief. 

My wife bas had sis teeth taken at a sitting, but the last tn'o 
she wished to have out, sbe could not make up hep niind to tbe 
work until I promised her it abould not hurt in the estractio.ii, 
wbich I accomplished by aceompanying her to Dr, Porter'a deu- 
tal offlce, of tbia city, and adminiaterii^ chloroform in tbe uaual 
way, just to the point of neryoua stimulation, or until ita effects 
were felt over the whole system, at which time the teeth wei'« 
taken, not causing pain, ahe says, equal to tootbache for one 
minnte. Not the sligbtest inoonTenience Waa csperienoed from 
the effecta of the ebloroform. I consider tbis plan fiir preferable 
to the plan ofadministering it untU rniiire st^pifaotimi, by wbici; 
many yaluable li^es haye been loat. Dr. Porter alao thinks tliia 
the beat metbod of adminiatering chloroform m ejctracting. 

148. Deatrifice v>hich Remones Tartafious Adhesions, Arrests Dr- 
eay, <mA Iitduces a HealUiy Action ofUie Giiws. — Dissolce 1 oż. of 
boras in 1 1-2 pints of boiling water, and, wben a little coot, ailil 
1 teaspoonful ot the tineture of myrrh and I tableapoonful of the 
epirits of campbor, and oottle for uae. 

Directions. — Take a tablespoonfiil of thia mistnre to the same 
8 — Copy-richt secured. 
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amount of warm water, and apply at bed^time by means of a soft 
bmah. Badger's hair brualies are tlie best, aa the common brie- 
tle bruslies tear the gums and sLould nerer be used. 

2. Tliere is a Blachiess about tho teeth of many persons whicli 
is hard to remore, eren with tŁe tootŁ powder and brusb. Iii 
Bucb cBses take tlie followiog : 

Pure muriatic acid, I oz.j water, 1 oz.; boney, 2 oz.; mis. 
Talte a tootli bruali and wet it freely with tbis preparation, and 
briskly rub the black testb, and in a momenfe tjme tbej will be 
perfectly wMte j then immediately wash out the mouth with 
water, that the acid may.not act upon the eiiamel of the teeth. 
It ueed not be used often, say once in three or four montlis, as 
tlie teetb become blacli again, washing out quicli!y eyeiy time. 

3. Dr. Thow/paon, of BTansYiUe, Ind., giyes this in 20 drop do- 
ses, 3 times daily, for laryn^itis or brouchitis, takea ia a littla 
water, throwing it back past the teeth. 

149. Tooth Pawder, CTceKemf.— Take any ąuantity of finely pul- 
rerized challc, and twice aa much flnely pulyerized charcoal ; 
make yery flne; then add a Tery little ands madę with Caatili- 
soap, and sufBcient spirits of eamphor to wet all to a tiiick pastę. 
Apply witb. the finger, rubbhig thoroughly, and i t will wLitei. 
the teeth better tban any tooth powder you can buy. A brueh 
ia good to work between the teeth, Moisten with a little cxim- 
phor as you use it. Neyer use stiff brushes. Badger'8 hair m 
Boft and best for the teeth. If too much Buds is nsed it will be 
too Boapy in the mouth, — it needa only sufBcient to cleanse the 
mouth. 

I notlce, the paet season, a piece going the rounda of the pa- 
pers, " that cbarcoal ought not to be used on the teetii." I wiU 
only add that a dnughter of raine has nsed tbis powder oTer six 
yeara, and ter teeth are yery wbite and no damage to the en- 
amel, as yet. sia; ymrs would show up the evil if death inas in 
the pot. Ooa! from haaawood or other soft wood is the easiest 
pulTerized. 

150. ^Me!KVS.— Peppermint oil, 1 oz.; aleohol, 1 pt,; and the 
same proportion of any oil you wish to make into esseuces. 
Peppermint is colored with tincture of turmeric, einnamon, with 
tincture of red sandał or red sandera wood, and wintergreen, with 
tincture of kino. There is no color, howeyer, for essencea, eo 
natural as to put the green le»f of which the oil ia madę info the 
jar of essence, and let it remain jnst sufBciently long to estract 
the coloring matter only, then pour offor fllter; but if left too 
long it gires a dead appearance. Cinnamon bark does in place 
of the leaf. Most essences are only madę 1-2 or 1-4 aa strong, 
and are not worth the taking, let alone buying. 
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151. rwciurej.— Tinctures are madę with 1 oz. of gum, root, or 
bark, &c., dried, to eacli pint of proof epirit, or alcohol, and 
usuaily stand about a week or ten days, aud lilter. But for 
borne use they need not be iiltered. 

152. TeU(rt; Rkigmorm, and SaTba-'B Itch, io Cure. — Take best 
Ouba cigara, smoke oce a sufEcient lengtb of time to accumuliiJu 
1-4 or 1-2 inch of ashea upon the end of the oigar; iiow WEt tle 
place with tbe saliya from the moutb, thea rnb the aah^ from 
theendoi'thecigar thorougblyinto, andallaroimd thesore; do 
tliis three tiiaea a day, and inaide of a week all will be smootli 
and weil. I speak from extensiTe esperience j half of one cigar 
cured myself wben a barber would not imdertako to sbare nie. 
It JB eqnally successful in tettars on other parts of tbe body, 
hands, &c., &c. 

153. Tąps-woi-m, to Rem.aTe.—Th.m Tery annojing and distres.';- 
ing worm bas been remored by taki ng 2 oz, doses of cominon 
purapkin seed, pulyeriaed, and repeated eTery 4 or 5 boare, foi' 
4 or 5 days ; apirits of turpentine, also in doscs of 1-3 oz., to 2 
oz., with castor oil, have proyed Tery effectual; tbe root of the 
maie fem, yalerian, bark of the pomegrajiite root, *o.,ŁaTe been 
used with Euocess. But my ebief object in epeaking npon tliiH 
Kubject, ia to give tlie sniocesses of Prs. Beaoh, of Neiv York, and 
Dowler, of Beardstown, lU., from tbeir siBgł(tei'%. and perfcct 
oradication of the worm, in both eaees : tbe first ia from "Żeac/('a 
Am^iccm PraćUce, and Family Pkysiekm," a large work, of tbroc 
Yolumes, oosting ||120, conacijnently not generally circnlated; 
wbiist the latter is taken from the "Edeetie Medical and Colkr/e

2. "TIte Sjpifptotus of a tape-worm, as related to me by Miss 
Dumouiine, who had euffei^d with it for twenfcy-flve yeara, aro 
in substance-as foliowa: It commenced at the age of ten, and 
afflicted ber to the age of thirty-(ive. The worm often madę 
ber distressin^ly aiek at the efomach; she would sometimes 
Yomit blood and be taken euddenly ill, and ocaiaionally whije 
walkii^. It cauaed symptoma of many other diseases, p^at 
waeting of the flesU, &c. Her appetite was Tery capricious, be- 
jng at times good, and then poor for montbs, during which timu 
ber symptoma were much aggrayated; sicknesa, Yomiting ; great 
pain in the cbest, stomacb, and eide ; inotion in tbe stomach, and 
aiao in the boweis, with paia, a sense of fnllneas or swelling, and 
beating or throbbing in the aame; dizziness; lieaTinesa of thu 
ejfls; — and she was altogether bo miserable tlint she feared it 
would destroy her. Wben she laced or wore anything tigbt. it 
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pruiiuced great distress. Tbe worm nppeared to rise up into 
der tliroat and sicken lier. Her generai liealtli was yery bad. 
At interrala, generally some time after t*king inedicine, picocs 
of the wortn would pass from the bowels, — often as man? 
as fortj duriug the daj, oJl alire, and would swim in water, 

TTeattaent. — Misa Dumouline stated that she liad employed 
twenty pliysiciana, at different periods, ajid taken a iran<ii'ed 
kinda of medicine without espelling tlie ■worin. She liad taken 
spirits of turpentine, but could not retain it npon ber stomaeli. 
TJnder tbese cireumstances I commenced my treatment, Oow- 
hago stripped from the' pod, a smali teaapoonful tliree timea ii 
day, to be taken, festing, in a little airow-root jelly; then oc-- 
CMionally a purgatiye of mandrake. Li conneotioa witb tiiis, I 
directed Łer to eat froeiy of garlie, and comnion flne salt, I gaio 
these iinder tbe belief tliat eacli article poasessed. yemiifiige 
properties, without ever haying adraiaistered tliem for the tapo- 
worai. Aftei' haying taken tbem for some time, allhor unfayor- 
ftble symptoms ceased, and eubseąuently the remaining portioii 
of the worm pasaed lifeless from lier — an unprecedented circom- 
stance. 

She immediately reooyered, and Łaa sińce retained hev health, 
and thefe is no eyidence that there is ajiy remaining. The psi- 
tieiit stat«d that the worro wbich psased from her during tbu 
time she bas been afflicted with it, would fili a peck measure, 
and rench one miJe in length.

3. Seaindly, Dr. Dowler eaysr — "The subject of thia notiee ia 
a daughter of Mr. Eb. Fiah, of Beardatown, IIL, about six yeara 
old. Theonly point ofapecial interest in tbecaseconsistsintbe 
e£&ciency of the remedy— to me wholly new, and accidentaljy 
brought to my notice — wbich was used in its treatment. 

I \¥aa treating a little brother of tbis patient, in tbe latter 
part of iaat July, a part of my preacription for wliom was, aa a 
drink, the mncilage of elm bark, madę by putting pieces of the 
solid bark into water. Tbe little girl was seen to be freąuently 
eating portiona of the bark dm^ing the day; the nest moniijig 
after which, upon my yisiting the little boy, the mother, witli 
much ansiety, sbowcd me a yesael eontaining somethlng that 
had that moraing passed the little girl's bowels, with bits of tho 
elm bark, enyeloped in nmcilage, which, upon examinatioii, 
proYod to be about three feet of tape-worm. As I supposed tbe 
passage of the worm was aci;ideiital, and had occurred simply 
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from tho looaeneas oaused by tbe biirk, I proceeded to prescribe 
irllat I siipposed a much morę potent antlielmintie, tt lai^e dose 
of turpentine anii caator oil. The turpentine and oil were giyeii 
seyer^ timea during tlie three consecutiye days, causing pretty 
nctiTe purgiiig, but with no appearanco of any portions of the 
worm. The little giri being slender, and of irritable tempera- 
ment, I was forced to desist froin Inrtlier active medications ; 
nnd partly to tiilay imtation of the bowela, and partly to teet. 
the influence of the bai'kon the woi-m, I(Iirecte4thatsheBhoald 
resume the nse of the bark as before, by chewiiig and Bwallow- 
ii^ in moderate c[uantities. 

On. Yiaiting my new patient (this little girl,) the Bueceeding 
morning, I was shown portions of the worm, mostly in Beparate 
jointB, that had been paaaed OTar night. Feeling now some eon- 
tidence in the cua&el/aimlie powers of the elm bark, I directed tbo 
continned nse of it, in the solid form, aa before, whjle thero 
abould be any portions of worm passing. In my daily calls for 
sorae daya, I bad the aatisfaction to learn that portions of tlio 
worm continued to pasa, from day to day, and sometiuies .seyeral 

I now ceaaed to Tiait my little patient, intending only nn oc- 
casionalYisit; but my confidence tftthe efflcaoyofthecjmiaribe- 
iiig BO well established, I adyieed its uae to Łe continned eyen for 
two or three days after amy portions of the worm ahould be seen in 
tbe OTaeuations. ^The portions of the worm espelled — eyen the 
separate joints — -were aliye, showing morę or less motion ; a sense 
of their preaence in the rectuni, ftom their action, seemed to 
UL'ge the patient to go to stool for their remoyal. 

Ilaying gifen direotion for the links or joints to be counted, 
tfore was taken, to do so, by the mother ; and frora my notes of 
the case, taken on the ITth of Scptumber last (1858,) I find that 
during about seyen weeks of the interyening time, there had been 
espelled, by estimate (taking tlio averago lengths of the joints,) 
about forty-flye feetofworm, At tbis time there had been no 
portions of the worm passed for two weeks, during which time 
the use of the bark bad been omitted. The head of the worm 
with about tifteen inches of the body atta^bed had been espel- 
led ; but thinking that al! portions of the worm or worma might 
not haye been remoyed, I adyised that the patient shouid resume 
the nse of the bark. Very soon the nest day, after doing bo, 
furtbor portions commenced coraing away, among tbem one 
about siK feet lon^, tapering to a thread-like termination. 

The nest time I took notes of the oaae was March 23, 1859, 
nt which time my estimate of tbe entire length of the worm tbat 
had been expeiled, footed up one bnndred and thirty-flve feet, 
wbether of oae or morę wcrms, I am unable to say, as in tiie 
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portions I saw, tliere were a liead and taił, of wliat I Bupposed 
one worm. Since tlie last estimate, tJiere liare been joiuts oc- 
nasionatly evaciiated. 

This patieut, when iirst treated, was thin iii flesh— Lad been 
growing so for some two years — attending witli the usual nerv- 
ouB symptoms, startinga out of sleep, yariable appetite, etc,, but 
ivith no great departure from good Jiealth. 

As to the influence of this Yery bland agent . in the dielodg- 
luent of the tape-worm, iu thia case, I think tliere can be no 
doubt, whftteyer may be the thfoi'y of its acEion. 

The passageof portions of the worm, eo proraptij, on the hec 
of Uie bark, and tlie oeasing to do so on discontiuuaace of its um 
— even while sictive purgatiTo anthelmintics were used — leaye 
no room to doubt its eft'ectiveneaa in at least this case, as a worm- 
espelling agent. ' 

rt aeems probable that the bark, witb its thiek macilage, so 
,. !s between the animal and the inner surface of the bow- 
iB topreyent its lateraj grasp on tbeir surface, in consequen<: o 
of which it is compelled to yield to the forces naturally opera- 
ting, aad is carried out Trith the discbai^es. But as my object 
was, simply to etate the praotical facts in this case, I will ofler no 
fartlier refleotions.

I have found slioemakers using theae colora, each thinking he 
liad the beat color in the world. The sweet oil is belieyed to 
prevent the kot iron froni sticking, and to make a better polisli. 

The lirst one makes a yery paseable ink for lointer use, by csir- 
rying a. qviick hand to prerent it from spreading in tlie paper 

from the presence of the alcohol, which, of course, ia what pre- 
ventB it from freśzing, and that is tlie only argument in fttTor of 
it aa an ink for writing purposes. 

156. Cheap Color for Boot, Slioe, mid Hnrness Edge. — Take Boft 
water, 1 gal., and tŁe extract of logwood, 1 oz.; ajid boil theui 
until the ertract is disaolyed, then remore from the 0re and add 
copperaa, 2 oz.; and 1-2 oz. each, of bi-chromate of potash and 
gum arabie, all pulyerized. This makes a cheap and a good col- 
or for shoe or hamess edgp, but for the skoe edge, for cobbling or 
for new work, npon which you do not wiah to use the " hot-kit," 
but finish with heel-ball, you will flnd that if, as you pour this 
out into the bottle to use, you put a tablespoonful of lampblack 
to each pt., it will make a blacker and nicer flnish. This makes 
a good color for cheag work, but for fine work, notbing will sn- 
persede theflrst colora giyen, This last also maŁes a yeiy good ink 
for mHiing purposes, if kept corked to ayoid eyaporation, whićh 
inakes it gununy of Bticky. See also " Orain-side Blacking." 

2. Fviiah or Sking for SooU and Slioes. — DiasoIve common 
isinglasa, 1 oz., in 1 qt.of water, by heat, and add morę water to 
make Mp for eyaporation; then add starch, 6 oz.; extract of log- 
wood, oeeswajc, and tailBW, 3 oz. of each ; niix all by heat. It 
raakes boots and shoes soft and pliable, applying it when treejng- 
out, and especifllly is it nice to olean up work whioh has stood 
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157. Wafer-Froof Od FasU BlacMng.—Ta.kel pt.of campliene, 
and put into it all the ludia rubter it will dissolye ; 1 pt. of c«T- 
rieHs dii ; 6 Ibs. of tallow, and 2 oz. of Jampblaok, mis thorougb- 
Ij, bf heat. This is a nioe tbiag for oid hamess and earriage 
tops, ae well as for boots and Bhoes. Or you ean diasoWe tliB 
rubber in tbe oil by setting tliem in rather a hot place for a daj 
or two ; and sare the espenaę of the campŁene, as tŁat is of co 
use only as a aolyent to the inibber. Tbei-e are those, lioweTCr, 
who do not like to «se the mbbei; thinking it rota tbe leatber;

was, 1-4 Ib.; castor oii, 1-2 pt., or neats-foot oil, 1 pt.; auU 
lampblack, 1-2 oz,; mix bj heat.

3, Neats-Faat 0&, broi^bt to a proper consiatence with a little 
beeawas and tallow, colored with lampblack, will also be fouiitl 
jiroof against snów ov water. Eosin ia oftea used in these bkck- 
ings, but it makes the leatheT too hard. 

158. Black Vamisltfor Edge, Wood, m- QoA~-Take 95 or 98 
par cent aleohol; 1 pt.; ehellao, 3 oa.j roeio, 3 oz-; pine turpen- 
tine, 1 oz.; lampblack, 1-4 ob.; ihIk, and wben the gums are all 
cnt, it is ready to use ; but bear in mind that Iow proof alcohol 
will not eut gums properly, for any Taniish. This, applied to a 
boot or sboG edge with st onish, giyefl it the ahining gloss re- 
sembliag much of the Eaatem irork, at preaent. It ia alao ap- 
plicable to wood or cloth reąuiring a gloss, aftei Łating becn 
pwnted. Perhaps some woidd prefer the feillowing :

159. Cement for Leatliw, Clotli, Seltiąg, ^c, which will Semi 
Dam^isss. — Takeale, 1 pt.j best Eussia isinglaas, 2oz.; putthem 
into a common glue kettle, if couTenient, and boil about 6 houis, 
mora or less, until the isiagias!* is dissolyed, then add 4 oz. of the 
best common giue, and eliasolye it in with the other; thia will 
not take Irag; then slowly aćtd 1 1-3 oz. «f boU^d lioseed «lj 
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ntiiTing dli tlie time wliile addii^ tlie oil, and nntil well miscd. 
Wlien cold it will resemble India rubber. Wben you wish to 
tise tliia, dissolve wliat you need in a Buitable ąuantitj of ale 
to liiiTe tbe consistence of thick glue. It m applicable for 
eartheiiware, china, glass, ot Jeather, foi' hamess, banda for ma- 
chinery, clotŁ belta for cracker macbiiles for bakers, &c., &c. 1 i 
for leather, shaye off as if for sewing, apply tlie cement witk n 
bruah, and while luit, laying a weight to keep eaeh joint flrmly 
ibr 6 to 10 Łours, ot OTer nigbt. 

Tliis cement will superaede " Spalding's Prepared ,Glne," and 
all the white cementa you oan Bcare np, if you use good articies 
to make it of,— not less than 30 to 40 cents a pound for commoti 
glue, aad 3 akillings per or., for tbe Russian isinglass, but tlie 
espenae of this will cause it only to be used wlien dampness is 
to be contended with. 

If you have not a glue kettle, take an oyster can and puncli 
pome holes througb tbe top of it, putting in a string to Euspcnd 
it on a stick in a common kettle of boiling water, and keep it 
lioiling in tbat way. 

.160. Seet Yamisli, pr Ilanttss iiim in use. — Take 95 per cent. 
alcohol, 1 gal.; white pine turpentine, 1 1-2 Ibs.; gum ahel!ac, 1 
1-2 Ibs.; Tenice turpentinOj 1 gili. Let tbeae stand in a jug in 
the Bun or by a stoTO until tbe guma are dissolyed, tben add 
sweet oil, 1 gili, and lampb5ack, 2 oz.; and you bave a yamisli 
.whiob will nat crack wlien tbe barness is twisted, like the oki 
shellac yarniab. 

If you wisliayamish for /aii-leatbep, make itin a clean jug, 
and use no lampblack. Tbe pine tarpentine and sweet oil make 
it pliable, yet not sticky. 

161. Process of Tannhig Cidf, Kip, and Hamess, in frmii Sio: h 
TMa-tij da/ya.-~:Etst a 12 Ib. caif akin, take 3 Iba, of teira japonica ; 
common salt, 2 Iba.; aiuin, 1 ib,; put these bito a copper kettle 
witb suffioient water to dissolYe tbe wbole by boiling. Tbe skin 
or skina will bs limed,.lia,iFed, and treated in eyery way as for 
tbe old proceaa, when it will be pnt into a Tossel witb suffioient 
water to cover it, at wbicb tirae you wiii put in 1 pt. of tbe 
eompoaition, stiiring it well, adding tbe same amount eacb nigbt 
and moroing for 3 daya, wben you will add tbe wbcJe, bandling 
2 or 3 timea daily, all the time tanning ; you can continuo to uf^e 
the tanning limiid by adding balf the ąuaatity each time, ol new 
!iquop, and by Ijeeping tiiese proportions top any amounta, and if 
you desire to giTe tbe leatber the appearaaee of bark color, you 
will put in 1 Ib, of Sicily sumac. 

Kip skina will reąuire aboiit 20 days, light horse bides for bar- 
ness, 30 days, to make good leather, wbile calf skins wili only 
reijuire irom 6 to 10 daya, at most. The japcauoa ia put ap ia 
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ki^ cakesof about 150 ]ba., and sells at about 4ceitts per Ib. iu 
Nen' York. Dru^ists wili fumisli it at about 7 cents. 

Tbe firm of J. & D. Minioli, tatiners, of Bucyrus, O., of whora 
I obtained tliis recipe, shcwed me all those different kinda of 
leatlier tanned by this miatiire, and said, witli the esception of 
custom work to be done on sliaresj they were going to do all 
tlieir tanniag of these light skins in this way. 

Byrmi Rosę, a tanner, of Madison, O., says that 1 qt. of oil of 
yitriol t«50sideaofleat]ier, with tliejapoiiicaaiidaIuin,asabove, 
leaying out the salt, will Tery nmoh improTe it ; the acid opens 
tbe porea, ądickening the process irithout injuiy to tbe leather. 

2. Caiiadiani Frocesi. — The CanadiaoB make four liąuors in 
iising the japomca: 

Thejirst Uąuor is madę by diasolying, Ibr 20 sides of upper, 15 
Ibs. of terrajaponicain snfBcient water to cover the npper being 
tanoed. The seeinid liguor contains the same amouut of japonica, 
and 8 Ibs. of saltpetre alao. Tlie Htird eóntaina 20 ]be. of japon- 
ica and 4 1-2 Ibs. of alura. The /wtrłh ligmr containa only 15 
]bs. of japonica, and 1 1-2 Iba of sulphuric acid ; and the leatiier 
remains 4 days in eaeh liqaor for v2>peT • and for ede, the qu8nti- 
ties and time are both doubled. They cotint 60 calf skins in 
place of 20 aidea of uppei', but let them lie ineach liąuorouly 3 

162. Freiich Fiimh, for Leatker. — Tnke a eommon wooden pail 
of Hcraps, {the legs and pat-es of calf skins is the beat) and put a 
liaudfui, each, ofaalt and alum npon them and let them stand 
?i days, tlien boil them imłal you get a thiok pastę ; in using you 
will warm it ; in tbe flrst application, pnt a little tallow with it, 
and for the second, a little sott soap, and «se it in the regular 
way of flnishiug, and your leather will be soft and pliable, like 
the Fresch calf ^in. 

I hare no doubt that this ii"onld make a good pi-eparation for 
ehoe-makers to use in treeing-out, learing a soft pliableneae, not 
otherwiae obtained. 

We cerfcify that we uae the tanning and finishing recipea in 
Dr. Chase's possession, and that they gire good Eatisfaotion.

163- Meneli Patent Leatlier. — "The proceae which haa been eo 
auGcesafully adopted by the French artiEons in glaziiig leather, 
so aa to give it the repute for eupejior gnality and beauty whicłi' 
it now uniyersally aiiatains, is to work into Wie akinwith appro- 
priate tools three or four suceessiye caatings of drying Tarnish, 
madę by boiling linseed oil with.white lead and litharge, in the 
pi-oportion of one pound o( ea«h of the latter to a galion of the 
fonner, and adding a portion of chaik or ocbve — eacŁ coating be- 
ing thoro^ighly dried before the application of the next. iTory 
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black is tlien aubatif uted for the ohalk oi- oclire, the yamisli 
tliinned with spirits oi turpentine, and Ato additional ipplien- 
tione madę in the eame manuei- as before, except tliat it is put 
on thin and not wcrked in. The leather ia rubbed down with 
pumice-stone, in powder, and then placed in a. room at 90 degs., 
put out of tiie way oi dust. The last varnisb ia prepared by 
?»oiIing 1-2 Ib. of asphalt witJi 10 Ibs, of the drying oil nsed in 
tlie first step of tLe procoss, and then atirring in 5 Ibs, of copnl 
Yaniish and 10 Ibs. of tui^peńtine, It must have a iaoiitli'a age 
befoi-e it is fit &r use, in order to exhibit its tnie characteristics." 
—U. S. Gaielle. 

164. To Tom amd BuffDeer &!ws for Gloves. — For eacŁ skin 
take a buoket fuli of water, and pnt into it 1 qt. of limo ; let tlie 
skin or skina lay in from 3 to 4 days: then rinse in clean water, 
liair, and grain ; tkeu aoak tbem in cold water to get out the gh.e ; 
now BGour or ponnd in good soap suds for balf an hour ; after 
■wliicb take wbite Titriol, alum, and salt, one tablespoonful each, 
to a ekin, these will be dissolyed in auflicient water to coTer the 
akin and remain in it for 24 hours, wring out dry aa conyenient, 
and spread on with a brush 1-2 pt. of cuiriei^a oil, and hang in 
the sun about 2 days ; after which yon will scour out the oil 
with soap Buds, and baog out again untU. perfeotly di'y ; tlien 
imll and work nnf ii tliey are aoft ; and if a reasonatjle time does 
not make them soft, scour out in suds again as before, until com- 

The oil may be sayed by pouring or taking it from the top of 
the Buda, if leń; standing a short tjni«, 

The buff color ia given by spreading yellow ochrę eyenly oTer 
the 8m'iaee of the akiii, whea flnished, rubbmg in well with a 
brush, 

2 Anotker Plan of tanning ia, after having remoyed the bair, 
soaking and acourtng aa ahove, to ^ve■t the neah side of the skina 
thoroughiy, with oil of Titriol and wat«r, equal parts, mise(l, 
folding up the skin aad letting it lie for 20 minutes only, haying 
ready a eolution of aal-aoda and water, say 1 Ib. to a bucket of 
\yater, and aoalj the skin or skina in that for 2 houra, when ycii 
will waah in clean water ajid apply a little dry aalt, letting lie in 
the salt over night, or that length of time ; now remoye the flesh 
with a blunt knife, or, if dolne business on a lai^e scalę, by 
means of the regular beara. and fleah knife ; wben dry, or iiearly 
KO, soften by pulling and rubbjng with the banda and also with 
n piece of pumice-stone.

3. To Dresa a Sheep or Deer Skin for soft leather, witlioat tlie 
wool, we see tlao following simple prooess recommended : — " 1-2 
oz, of oil of vitrio! ; a teacupfull of saJt; from 1 to 3 qta. of milk; 
warm the milk, then add tlie salt and rityiol ; etir the skin in 
tlie ]iqtud forty minutes, keeping it irarm ; tlien work it till 
dry." 

165. .Graln-sid6 Blaek^g, for ten, ceiiłf per 3n,rrel. — Take a hnr- 
rel and pnt into it q«ite a ąuantity of oid ii-on, cast or wroaght, 
tlioii ńU nearly fuli of aoft water, and add 1 pt. of oil of Titriol; 
stir it Ttp welL and in a montŁ ot' two you Łaye just as good 
blacking for the grain-side, as eould be madę by usiiig Tinegar 
in place of the watei'. This makes good blacking- for boot,slioe, 
or barness edge, slaa The acid used ia so triHing that no injury 
MiW ariae to tbe leatber. 

Tanners will, of course, flrst apply the wins tefca^e applying 
tlie blaoking, and they wJU Bavo from 10 to .^20 yeavly, ia tbia 
way, instoad of the oki plan of rtsing rintgar.

Soil slowly, as nsual, until 
the guma are dissolTed; griiid your painte in liiia fany eolor) 
and reduce witb tui-pentine. Yellow 0<diF0 ia used for floor 
paintir^. ThiTćlriea ąuick and wears esceediDgly well. 

167. Drying Oli, eiptal tolhBPateatDri/ers,forP(mtters,forone~ 
foiwth their pi-iee. — Take 2 gal, of linaeed oit, and put into it, 
lithai^, red lead, and uniber, of each, 4 oz.; sulphate of zinc, 2 
(IZ.; and si^i' of lead, 2 oz. Boil until it will scorch a feather, 
Use tbia, or eitber of the others, in ąuantity to suit the object of 
the woi^ being done. 

168. Japan Ifrijer o/ iht best (laalUy, far a less jmce (Sna a poof 
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artide is sold. — While in Princeton, Ind., after fieJling one of my 
books to T. & J. T. Ewing, exten9ive carriage manufacturere of 
that place, I obtained the followine recipe of tŁem. It was pub- 
łiahed iu a ivork pi^inted in Ooluiubiis, U., devoted to tlie ai't of 
painting. ITrom this ^t, and also that tbe gentleman froiii 
wliom I obtained it, had teated it and was using it, I haye not 
myself tried It, bnt kuow, from tlie naturę of tlie articlea used, 
tliat nothing bettfir will be reąuired ; 

Take 1 gal. of linf«ed oil, and put into. it gum shellac, 3-4 Ib.; 
litharge andburned Turkey umber, of each, 1-2 Ib.j siigar of lead, 
6 oz., and red load, 1-4 Ib. IJojl in the oil until all is dissolved, 
whicU will raąuire about 4 houra ; remoye fi-om tbe fire, and add 
1 gal. of spirita of turpentine, and it ie dune. 

2. ji 7(T;j)(Wi iJi^er, for wbicŁ a pftinter paid ^10, isas follon-sr 
Take 5 giil. of linseed oil, and add to it rud lead and litliarge, of 
eaeh, 3 1-3 Ibs.; raw umber, 1 1-4 Ib.; sugar of Jead and buI- 
pbate of ziuc, of eacb, 1-3 Ib.; pnlrerize all tlie apticles togetbei', 
and boil in tbe oil until diasolved; wlien a little cool, add tiw- 
pentine, 5 gaL, or to make it of n properconeistence. 

He nsed tłiis Euccessfnliy, and eaid he used 2 or 3 dropa of it 
to a quart of yamisŁ also, and especially whea tbe varnisli did 

not dry rendily. 

169. OU Pamt, to iWiice with Water. — Take gum skelkc, 1 Ib.; 
sal Boda, 1-2 Ib,; water, 3 pts.; put all into a suitable kettle on 
ihe flro, and boil, stirring till all iu dissolred. If it does not all 
dieeolye, add a little morę sal soda; this, when coo!, can be bot- 
tled fov use. If it smeils bud when opened it does not Łurt it. 

Dwectioiis. — Mis 2 qts. of oil paint, (escept tbat tliere ia to be 
no turpentine used,) — any oolor desired, I usad it upon, a picket 
fence witŁ a little wbite lead, yellow ocbre and lampbliiok, to 
make a dark sliade. Now put 1 pt. of the gum siiellac mix- 
ture with the oil paint when it liBcomea thick and may be i'e- 
dńced with water to aproper eoneiatence to layonwitha brusL. 
Two coats will be required, and with the second coat we eanded 
tbe fence, and it is now solid like sandatone. The work haa been 
done nearly two years, and is still flrm. 

Tbe sand was applied by rdeans of a tnbe-ljke box, with many 
smali holea to allow the eyen spreading of the sand, as with a 
pepper box. I do not regret using this kind of paint, nor t)ie 
sanding, s& it adds miich to the durability of any out-door paint- 
ing. But a better plan of sanding is represented in the " Paint- 
er'a Sanding Apparatus." 

3. Anotlber- PLmt ia, to take soft water, 1 gal., and dissolye in it 
3 oz. of pearlash; thenadd sbellac, 1 Ib.; boil without stirrinp; 
when eold stir it and it is ready to be added to oil paint, in 
eijual proportions. 
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Soma peKons may tliink It bad policy to leam painters to ro 
(Ince oil paint witli water, but I tliink eTery man should be totd 
of tlie pkn, who ia going to haye a job of work done, and if litf 
raakes up kis mind to ti^y anytbing of the kiud, it is then bis own 
job; and I am pei'fectly sinoere in recommending it, for if tkere 
was aiiy great fanlt in it, 2 years wuiild show it, which it Laa 
not on my fence. 

170. Painter's Sanding Apparatits — In my recipe for redncin;^ 
oil paint with water, I apeak of sanding after paiiiting, and Igivo 
su WMtratioi), oi \t: 




It is madę of tin i the tubę O, entersnponthenozzle of asninll 
beltowa madę for the purpose, the sand ia put into the funnei B. 
wbich standsperpendicular upon tlie apparatuB when.tbo broad- 
moutt-piece A is horizontal with the earth, sbould have a cover 
witb a ninge, and thia funnei dischargea the sand just before the 
end of the bellows' noazle, when by working the bellowa the 
sand ia eyenly depoaited upon the freahly pnt on paint, througli 
the meutli-piece A, the eaoape oriflcenot being over tbe 16th of 
an inćh in tbickneas, and may be madę 2 1-2 or 3 inches wide. 

Many peraons like the plan of sanding generatly after painting, 
but from the fect tiiat wben it ia deaired ta renew tbe paint, 
brushea cannot last loi^ upon the sand, I tliink it only proper 
to sand/iSTJces or fronU where JaniDes are too freely used, without 
the preaence of the stmd. 

171. BoUing domi Paial Skins. — The skina which dvy upon tlie 
top of paint that ia left atanding for anj length of tinje, may be 
madę fit for use again, b^ dissolTin^ 1-2 Ib. of sal soda in 1 gal. 
of rain water, and ooyenng the akma wMch hare accuijiulated 
by taking them ft'om the top of the paint, from time to time, 
iintil you haye aufBoient to justify the reduction, and letting 
them soak a day or two, then heat them up, and add oil sufiicient 
to make the mistuie of a preser tbickneas for paint, and strain. 

2. To Paint Nea Tm Eoofs. — Scrape o£f the rosin as clean M 
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possible, and aweep tbe roof. Wash it witb strong soda wator, 
and let it remain antil a shower of rain las fallen upon it. Giye 
it one coat of piire Venetiaii red, mised witli one-third boiled, 
and two-thirds raw linseed oil ; the second coat may be any 
cotor deaired, The eoda water disaol^es the roain remaining al- 
ter scraping; and it deatroya the gi-easy naturę of the solder, 
and that of the new tin, eo tliat there wiii be sufficient "grip" 
for the paint to adhere firmly. The pure Tenetian red is one of 
the most durable paints for metallic roofs, but is often rejected 
on account of its color. Tbe. above raode of painting will set 
aside this difBoulty. 

172. Glaas, to Fi-osł. — Tbe frosty appearance of glass, which we 
often see, where it is desired to keep out tbe suHj or "Man's 
obserying eye," is njade by uaing a paint composed of Bugaj' of 
Jead well ground in oil, applied as other paint, then pounced, 
while fresh, with a wad of batting held between the thuinb and 
flngers, after whicli it ia allowed to partially dry ; then witb a 
straight-edge laid apon the sash, you run alorig by the aide of it 
a stick, sharpened to the width of linę you wish to appear in the 
diamonds, figntes, or sguares, into wbich you choose to lay it off ; 
most frequent!y, howerer, straigbt linea are madę nn inch or 
morę from tbe sash, accordmg to tbe Biae of light, then tbe cen- 
ter of the light madę into diamonds. 

173. Crystal or OHeii/oi PiiłrtfMJ^.-Tbe colors usedarePrusaian 
blue, criinson iake, whit6 lalce, yellow lakę, Eossean, aad No. 40 
earmine ; these colors are kept by druggists in little tin foil 
packs^es. The paiuts are mized with demar Tarniab, To make 
purple, mis Prussian blue and crimaon lakę :— to make green, 
piix yellow Iake and Prussian blue : — to make pink, mis crim- 
aon and white Iake ; — to make black ground whioli coyers all tJie 
glaaa except the figuro, use the japan witb a little lampblack : — 
to make white ground, use w)iite lead or white zinc. 

Make your glass perfoctly clean and phuse it oyer the design 
or picture you wisb to paint, and with these colors, tracę by 
means of a smali pencil tbe outlines of the figurę, then flll in to 
represent tlie aame as tbe design, and pnt on the blaek or wbite 
ground wbicheTCr ia reąuired, and when all is dry hare tin foil 
crumpled yery much in your iiand and then partly straightened 
out, and lay it oyer the figurę and keep it in its place by pasting 
paper OTer it in suoh a manner as it cannot slip away,lettingthe 
papor ooyer the wbole back of the glass and all is complete, and 
will look well or ill according to the practice and taste of the 

174. BooT PlaUs. — Cut your glass the right aize, and make it 
perfectly clean with akohol or soap, then cut a strip of tin foil 
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BUlHciently long and wide fur the name, and witli a piece of 
ivory or otlier burnialicr mb it lengthwise to make it smootłi, 
now wet tbe glass with the tongue, [as aaliya is the best sticking 
Biibstance,) oi' if the glass is Tery large, use a weak solution of 
gum arabie, or the whit-e of an egg in half a pint of water, and 
iay on the foil, rubbing it down to the glass with a bit of cloth, 
then also with the bnrnisher ; the moro it is bumished the bet- 
ter will it look ; aow mark the width on the foil which is to be 
the height of the lettcr, aad pat on a straight edge and hołd it 
tlnnly to the foil, and with asharpfcnife ont the foi! andtakeoff 
the BuperfluoTis edges, then either lay out the Jetters on tlie back 
of the foil, (ao they ahall read correetly on the front,) by your 
own judgruent or by meane of pattera lettena, which can be pur- 
chased for that purpose; cut with the knife, cai-ofiilly holding 
dowD the pattem, or straight-et^, whicheyer you use, then mb 
down the edge of ail the letters with the buck of the knife, or 
edge of the bumisher, which preyents the black paint or japan 
wMch yoii next pnt oyer the back of tlie plate, from getting un- 
der the foil, ha^ing put a linę aboYO and one below the name, or 
a border arouud the whole piąte or not, as you bargain for the 
joh. The japan is madę by dis3oIving asphaltum in just enough 
turpentine to cut it, and applv with a brush, as other paiiit. This 
is used on the iron fi-ame of the plate also, putting it on when the 
piąte is a little hot., and as soon aa it cools it is diy. 

If you choose, you can remoTe erery other foil letter, after the 
japan is dry, and paint in its place, red, blue, or other colored 
lettera, to make a greater variety out of which for your custom- 
era to choose, as the one thdy desire you to follow in getting np 
their plate. Tin foil being thicker thun silyer or gold foil, will 
not show the paint through it in little spots as tSey do, but if 
these foils are desired to be used, you can put on two thtcknesses 
hy prooeeding as follows, which preyents the paint from showjiig 
tlirough them ;— Lay on the first coat of these foils the same as 
you. do the tin, and amooth it down by rubbing on the front of 
the glass, then breathe on it until a dampness is caused, then 
put on the second and burnish well with a paper oyer it, but in- 
stead of the knife to cut around yout pattern or straigjil^edgo, 
YOU take a shaip needle and with tlie point make lines through 
the leaf around the letter or along the border, then with a bit of 
Jeweler's wood or other hai'd wood roade to rather a narrow and 
sharp point, remoye all up to the lines, both in and around the 
letters, as these foils hare not the eubstance to peal off as the tin 
foil will ; japan oyer these tbe same as the other letters. Paper 
lettera can be put on by wetting the glass the same as for the 
foil, japanning oyer them, and when dry remoring them and 
painting the place out of wŁich they came. with one or yarious 
colors a& desired, as the japan will not peel, but makea a sbnrp 
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and diBtinct edge, and these pninted letters Iciok well, in ttis way. 

Set your glasB in tbe frame with putty, and put a thjn coat of 
putty over the whole plate, as the plaster of Paris filling whicli 
IB generall; u^ed soon eats out tbe jnpan or paint, and spoils the 
wholejob. Persona with Bny ingenuity can yery soon make a 
nioe plate if they will pay attention to the above nilea, as well 
as to pay ^5 for instrnctionB, aa a little practice must be had to 
become perfeet, eTen if yon do pay ^5 for an hour or two'B tell- 
ing and ehowiog. Sliellac Tarnish colored with lamphlack is 
good in place of the jjipan. 

2. Etching ispon Olass, BeanUfal, Quiek, and not the old Wme 
and F'immg Pmeem.^Firet, tako asphaltum Yamiah_ described lii 
the "Blaok Walnat Stwn," and with a smali pencil lay out the 
name or design, not putting the varniah upon the lotter, but 
around it !eaving the space which the letteie of the Bign are t,o 
oconpy, iree and elear, as seen m tlie followtng door piata i'epi't'- 
aented in thr woid piit ind, by tiieway,aTeiy nice style of let- 
ter fil 1 ] tkmk

iiaphalt prevent8 tbe aftid from eating or etching oniy the lettei-, 
and the Wits wali pi'eyents,tbe aCid from flowing off Mid baiiiu- 
waated, or from flowing Over otliśr parta of tbe glass. . Wheii 
yon ponr off the acid wash the glaaa with a little water, Bcra]ie 
off the wax and renlove the asphalt with » little turpentine, anil 
all is done. Or, if preferred, yon oan gild the letter which i^! 
*tched, or yon can gild al! except the letter, if desired, as 
described in tbe recipo.for "Dnor Plates," or yon can prind tho 
Hurfiice of ihe glass as described under that head next following : 

3. Glass Grmdmij, ^EasUy Done a-ndfiir a TrifiAng EttpeKse.-^r^i- 

ter yon have etched a name or design npon glaas, and wish To

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prevent Jiglit from entertng only tbrough tlie lettera, to bLow ofF 
tlie sigu to a better adyantage, take flour of emery witL & little 
water and put upon tlio surfece and rub it for a few minutes witli 
a piece of flat brass, and it wili very soon loolc like the ground 
j;lfta3 globes often seen iipon laraps, except the letter which is 
eaten below the generał surface, and does not get ground. 

Wlicile lights of glass can be ground iu this way instead of 
frosting, OT the frosting can be done here in place of the grindinf', 
ifpreforred. 

4. Muoric Aoid, to Maiefor EpcMitg Pmfoses.—Yoa can make 
your own fluóric (sometimes called hydro-fluoric) aoid, by gct- 
cing the fluor or Durbyehire spar, pulyerizing it and putting all 
of it into aulphuric aoid whioh the aoid will cut or disaolye. The 
otcbing can also be done by putting sulphuric acid upon the pre- 
])ared glass, then putting a little of the pulyerized fluor spar 
along the nanie, into it, but tlie real acid is the best plan. Drug- 
gists thróugh tlie country do not keep this acid generally, but 
they can get it in the principal cities and fuiniah it for about 75 
i;ents per ounco, and that onńce will do at least C60 worth of 
work. It 13 put up in gutta percha bottles, and must be kept in 
thetn wben not in iise, or lend bottles w ill bold it also, baying 
corks of the same materiał. 

If it ia deeired to etch upon di-uggist^s or other jars it can be 
done by preparing the name to be put on, with the yamiah and 
wax ; thea liaye a lęad box withont top or bottom ; in ehape on 
ibe lower e^ to fit the shape of the jar, and press thia down 
iipoii tlie w&x to make it tight ; then pour yoiir acid into the hox 
whieh keeps it in its place the same aa the was does on a fiat 
surface. Ornanienta or flourishes can be put on as well aa 
lettera. 

The old plan was to coTer the whole surface with wax, then 
remove it from the letter, which was yery slow and troublesome, 
aiid if a bit of was remained upon the hottlc, the arid eould not 
i'ut where the was. remained, then to hołd the glass orer the 
ihnies of the acid, iaatead of putting the acid upon the glass.

175, fur Prussian Blue- — lat. Take nitric a 
and as much iron in shayings a: 
ii'on as hot aa can be handled with the haiid, then add it to tbe 
acid in smali ąuantities as long aa the acid will diasolye it, then 
i^Iowly add double the quantity of soft water that tliere ia acid, 
and put iu iron again as long aa the acid will diseolye it> 
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2d. Take Prussiate of potaeli, diseolyc it in liot water to make 
a strong solution, and mis Buffioient of it with tlie lirst to give 
the depth of tint desired and the blu& is mado. 

176. Fot Girome YeUow. — Ist. Take augar of lead and Parifi 
whif«, equal ąuantities, and ia any ąuantity; dissolye them in 
hot water. 2d. Take bi-ehromate of potash, dtsaoiTe it in hot 
water, to inake a strong soittticai; ims the two solutiona, aa in 
the btue, aud the jellow is madę. 

177. For Chrome Green — Take Pnissian blue and chrome jel- 
low in a liąuid form, mix the two Iiquids and the green ia raade. 

For a cheap and durable green, taie ^ruce yellow and ooior 
it with a solution of chrome yellowand Prussiaa blue, until yoii 
gire it the shade you wiah. 

178. Foi- Pea Broma — lat. Take sujphate of copper, any ąuan- 
tity, and diasotve it in hot water. 2d. Take Prussiate of potaali, 
dissolye it in hot water to make a strong solution; mLs of the 
two Bolotions, as in the blue, aud the color ia madę. 

179. For Paris Green. — Take unslacked limę of the best quii,l- 
ity, slack it with hot water ; then take the flnest part of the 
ponrder and add alum water, as strona; aa can be madę, sufficient 
to form a thick pastę, then color it with bi-chromate of potasli 
and sulphate of cnmer, until the color suits your fiincy, and dry 
it for uae. N. B. The sulphate of copper gives the cdor a biue 
tinge— the bi-chromate of potash a yellow. Obaerye this and 
you wili neyer faih 

The Prussiate, chromate, &c., of iron is precipitated, and all 
that is reąuired ia to drain off the water, by puttiiig the prepa- 
rations into woolen haga, and let the water drain off, and thtii 
óxy the colora for use. Glass or stone yessels must be used with 
the acids, and always obserye that when water ia mixed witli 
Łba Htrong acids, they must be mixed slowly, or you will break 
the yessel by meana of the great heat whioh is set free by the 
eombination. Painters can nse their own judgment ahout mak- 
ing these colors ; but if they do not do it for profit there will be 
pleasure in teating them, CTcn in Tials-fult oniy, as the ohomicai 
Mtion is juat as fine ia smali as in large ąonntities.

181. Old F^n and Rasps, to Re-cjt by a Chemical Process. — Dis- 
soIto 4 oz. of salevatus m 1 ąt. of water, and boil the flles in it 
for lialf an hour ; tlien remoYe, wash, and dry them. Now liaTe 
ready in Bome glasa or stone-ware Tessel, (stone-ware is tLe 
cheapest and Jeaat iikely to get broken,) 1 qt. of rain water into 
wliidi jon. baye slowlj added 4 oz. of best auiphuric acid, and 
kcBp these proportiona for any amount uped, and irameree the 
Bies in this preparation-nnd let tkera remain irom 6 to 12 Łoari!, 
iiccording to the flnenaas or coarsenesś of the file, tlien remoTe 
them, wash cJean, and dry quickjy, and put a little sweet oil 
upon them to cover the BUifiice. 

This plan is applicabie to blacksmiths, gunsmitha, Unnera. cop- 
peremithp, macMnists, &c., &o. Copper a»d tin workera will 
only reqiiirB a short time to tske the articIeB ont of tlieir fllea, 
IW the soft metals witU whict they become fllled, are soon dis- 
nolYcd, leaTing the files about as good as new. For blacksmitha 
it will reąaire the fiiU tamę, 

Tkey may be re-cut 2 or 3 times, making in all morę serrice 
than it took to jnear out the file at flrst. 

Prof. Platt, of Antioch College, Yellow Springs, Ohio, spent 
conaiderabie money and sis montba' time esperimunting upon 
this plan, or recipe, aad aaid be neyer parted with it for lees than 
C5, and neyer would. 

The preparation can be kept and nsed aa long as you see aof ion 
take place upon putting the files into it. Keep it eorered when 
not in use. Ten cents or less wili buy this ąiiantity of acid. 

182. Tarmsh to Freuent Rust on Iron or Steel. — Take tallow, 2 
oz.; rosin, 1 oz.; and melt together ; strain while bot, to get rid 
of specks whicb are in the rosin, apply a light coat, and you can 
lay away any articles not in conatant use, for any length of time, 
Hucb as itniTes and forks, or mechanics tools whicb are being laid 
by or much esposed. But for asea or other new tools which ara 
«j:posed to the air before aold, you will lind the following Tar- 
niab preferable ; 

2. IaJ:e Best Alcohol, 1 gal.; gum gandarach, 2 Ibs.; gum mas- 
tic, 1-2 Ib. Plaoe all in a tin can which admita of being corked ; 
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eork it tiglit and shake it freąuently^, occaawniiUy placing tlit 
can into liot water. When dissolyed it is ready to use. 

3. A Cheaper Vanmh is madę by dissoWing elear pale rosin, 
5. !bs., in camphene 7 Ibs^ and strain. If this is sufflciently 
tsansparent for jour pappose, joa need no other; if not, it will 
clieapen tlie 2d by putting 1 pt. of this to No. 2. Por steel płowe, 
.te, no doubt tbis will be eufiiciently elear, unlesa tlie blue var- 
liish is preferred, as mentioned under tliat liead. 

183. Cast-Sleel, to Weld without Bonis. — Take copperas, 2 oe.; 
saltpetre, 1 oz.; common salt, 6 oz.; blarfc oxide of tnanganese, 
1 oz.; Priissiatc of potaigb, 1 oz.; all pulyerized linę, and mised. 
with 3 Ibs. nioe welding saiid, and use it tlie same as you would 
Band. Higlier tempered steel can be used with this better than 
with borax, as it welds with a lower heat— sucli aa pitcldbrk 
tines, toe-corks, &c. The pieces shoutd be held togetiiec while 
lieating. I liare foundsome blacksinithsusingtbe following: 

2. Copperas, 1 oz.; saltpetre, 1-2 03.; sal animoaiM,e, 1-4 oz.; 
salt, 3 oz.; sand, 1 1-2 Ib., not using the mangajiese; but froui 
ivhat I know oEthe purifylng powers of that ai^tiele upon iron, 1 
um 8ure it must be preferable to thia preparation. As it is the 
pi-JEoiple purifieB in the following proceas for 

3. Iw,proviag PooT Iron. — Take black oside of manganese, 1 
part; 'copperas and common salt, 4 part* each; dissolye in sioft 
irater and boil until dry ;, when cool, pnlyerize and mis: quite 
freely with nice welding sand, and worlt the poor iron iii this 
luisture ; it frees it from all impnrities, whieh is the eause of ii* 
rottenness. By this prooess you can sisk»good liorEetiaUs, evm 
viii of <ml/y i»m.mon iiFon. 

184. WriUng on Iron or SCeel, Silver or Gold, not to Cost tJie lOih 
part of a Cent per ietter.— Take 1-2 oz. of nitric acid; 1 oz. of 
iiiuriatjc acid. Mis, when it is ready for use. Cover the place 
youwish, to mark with nielted beeswas; wben cold, write the 
iiame plain witli a file point or an instrument mada for the pur- 
]io.5e, carrying it through tha W8X and cleaning the wax all out 
of the letter ; then apply the miaed acida with a feather, care- 
fally flUing each letterj let it remain from 1 to 10 minutes, ac- 
eording to the appearauce desired; then put on some water, 
whioh dilutes tlie acids and stops the grocess. Bither of tle 
acids. alone, would cut iron or steel, but it reąuires the mixtiu^ 
lo take hołd of gold or silyec After you wash 'off the acids it is 
best to appiy a little oil. 

185. Mili Sieks, to, Temper To 6 qt3.. of soft water, put in 

corrosiyeenfclimate, 1 oz., and 2 handfuls of common salt ; when 
dissolred it is readjrfor use. The first giyes toiighnesa to the

steel, whilat tte ktter giyes tlie hardneas. Ileat the picka to a 
cherry red and plunge them in and do not draw any temper. . In 
working mill-picks, be yery careful not to oyer-heat them, but 
work tkera at as Iow a heat as' possible. Tbe reasoa wty bo 
maay.fail in making good picka, is that th«y doii^t work them at 
as Iow a heat as they sfiouid, With care upoii that point, and 
the above fluid, no trouble will be esperienced, even on the best 
diiimond buirs. Be surę to keep tbe preparation coyered when 
not in use, as it is poison. Pigs or dogs might drink of it if left 
\incovered. This ia the miztnra which has gained me the name 
oF haying the best preparation in use &r mill-picks, and the cer- 
tifloartes on thia subject, bnt as I have some others whteh ara 
yery h^bly spok^i of I give jou a few morę ; jet I recommend 
the first : 

' 2. An EngUsJe Milkr, after buying my book, gaye me this recipe, 
ful' which he paid $10. He hnd used it nil hia life, or from the 
time he began busiaess Ibr himself, (about 30 years) and La 
wouid use no other; 

Take 1-2 a tea-oupof salt; l-2oa.of salfpetre, and ateaepoon- 
Ta\ of grouad alum, and add them to 1 gal. of soft water, neyer 
beating oyer a cherry red, nor draw a:iy temper.

208. Brmoniitg GiM BarreU. ^-Take spirita of nitre, 1 Ib.; alco- 
bol, 1 ib,; C0Krosive sublimate, 1 oa.; inis: in a bottle and keep 
corked for mse; pług both. end8'rftJie barrei, and let theni stiek 
out tbree or four inches at each end, to handle by aiid aleo to 
preyent tbe finid ffonj entering the barrei, cansing it to lust; 
polish the bairel perfectty, then rub it well nith quick-lima by 
means of a clotŁ wJiich removes oil or grease; now iipplythe 
browning flidd witb a clean wbite cloth, apply one coat and] set 
in a warm, dark place, until a red rust is fórmed oyer the wiole 
HnrfaóĘ, whioh •will re^uire, in warm weathei', from ten to twelye

209. Broimdnff for Twist SarreJ^.^-Ttike spirits of niti"*, 3-4 
OB.; tinctTiro of steel, 3-4 oz.; if tlie tincture of steel cannot be 
obtained, the unmedicated tincture of iron may be uaed, Łiit it 
is not BO good; bliuik brimatone, 1-4 oa.; blije vitriol, 1-2 oz.; 
eorrasive sublimate, 1-4 ok.; iiitric acidj 1 drachm, or 60 drops ; 
łjopperas, 1-4 oz.; mis with 1 1-2 pt. of rain water, keep cocked 
■aleo as tlie pther, and the procesa of uppljing is ftlao the same. 
Yon will understand this-is not to make an imitaticm of twist 
bairela, but to be used upon the real twiat barrels,'whiEh brings 
out the twist so as to show; but if you uso tbe flrst iipon the 
real twist barrela it will make tlie wŁóIe surface brown like the 
tiommon borrel.

214. Sarę Remedy for Boin.— When a hnrse is a;ttaeted with 
bots, it niay be known by the occational nippiog at their owe 
łides, and by red pimplsa or project ons on the mser supface'ef 
tiie upper lip, wbich may be seen pHinly by tuming up the lip. 

Firtty then, take 2 ąuarts of new milk nith 1 ijuart of molai-- 
MS, and give the horae the whtde amount. 
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Secmd, 0Uen minutes afterwards gire 2 quarts of very strong 
Tvarm sagę ten. 

Lastly, thwty mmates after tlie ten, you will giTe 3 pinta (op 
enough to operate as physie) of currier's oil; tlie cure will be 
complete, aa tlie milk and molaases cause the bota to let go their 
liold, tbe tea puokers them up and tho oi! cariiea them entirely 
away. If you hare any doubt, one trial will aatisfy jou per- 
feetly. In places wbere tbe currier's oil c^mot be obtaiued, 
Bubstitute lor it a double bandful of salt, diesialyed in just what 
warm. water will di6Solve it. 

215, Ring Bonę aitd Spainn Cisre.— Take Egyptiacum and winę 
yinegar, of each, 2 oz.; water of pure ainmonia, spirlts of turpen- 
tine and oil of origanmn, of eacb, 1 oz.; eupborbimn and caii- 
tharides, of each, 1-2 oz.; glaas madę fine and sifted, 1 dr.; put 
tliem in a bottle, and when used let them be weil sbaken. 

Thia is to be rubbed upon tbe bonę enlargenient witb tbe 
band or Hpatula, for balf an bour eacb morning, for bis or se^eii 
momings in succeasion. Let the horse be bo tied that be caa 
not get bifl moutli to the place for 3 or 4 boura, otJierwise be 
will blister bis moutb and biemish tbe part. Tben let bim ruji 
iintit the scab ceiiies off of itself without scraping so aa to mjure 
.tbe roota of tbe bair. Tben repeat as before, and fol Iow up for 
3 or 4 tinies blistering, and all bonę enlargementa will be re- 
absorbed, if not of morę than a year or two's standing. 

It is also good for calloua sinewB, and strona of long standinp, 
apaTins, big-bead, &c., — see Mr. Ii'ench'a Csł-Mjjcaie— but if thero 
are rinebones op spaYins of bo long standing tbat tbis does not 
cause tŁeir cure, yeu will prooe«d as follows r — itdd to tbia com- 
pound corroaiTe sublimate in powder, 1-2 0Z4 oil of vitriol, 1-2 
oz.; and oommou salt, 1-2 oz., wben it is again ready to ase, 
always sbaking well aa you iise eitber preparatioii. Now elip 
tbe hair and prick. the bonę orcallous pait iis fuli of holea sb you 
can witb a pegging awl, wbich is juat long enougii to break 
tbrougb tbe callous part only. Or a better way to break up 
tbis bony subatance is to ba^e a handle like a pegging awl han- 
dle, witb S or 4 awla in it, then tap it in with a stiek and give 
it a wrencb at tbe same time, wbicb dóea tbe burting part with 
roore speed. Tbis done, bathe tlie part with viQegar, until tbe 
blood stopa flowing, tben apply tbe double compound as at first, 
for 4 or 5 morainga only, repeating again if necessary ; aad 99 of 
every 100 ringbones or spayins will be oured; and most of them 
with only the firat preparation. 

Tbe Egyptiaoum ia madę as follows i—TaJte yerdlgris and 
alum in powder j of eacb 1 and 1-2 oz.; blue yitriol, powdercd, 
1-2 oz.; corrosiTe sublimate, in powder 1-8 01.; Tinegar, 2 
1-2 ox.; boney, 1-2 Ib.; boli OTer n tlow iire uatil of a propeF 
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consistence. When UBcd it must be stirred up well, aa a, Ecdi- 
ment wiH deposit of some of the articles. 

If the liair does not come out again after ushig the !ast hliater, 
186 the "Good Sanmritaii Liniment" freeiy, on the part; but 
the &vit wili iiever disturb the grciwth of hair. It is bcst 
alwaya to oommeiice thts kind of treatment early jn the seaeou, 
ao as to eifect a oure before the coid weather comes on. 

2. O. B. Bangs' Cure for Riitghoite and Spaim. — Take of can- 
tharides palverized, British oil, oils of origanum, and ambcr, and 
spirlts ofturpentine, of each, 1 oz.; ollyo oil, 1-2 oz.; oil of wit- 
riol, 3 dr.; put bU except the Titriol, into an iron veBRel, stir tbe 
mijctnrej then slowly add the viti'iol and contimie to stir nntil 
'' ■ ' eiscompletejWŁidiisknown by its ceasing to ST""' " 
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preparatiou, stopping alł lameueas, but ml remevmg the Uimp. 

3. Jn nery Biid Casee qf Long SSaiiding, he thinka it prefeiable 
to flrat apply tbę following ;^Take alwihol, 1 pt.; sal ammoniflc, 
corrosiTe -sublimate, and oil of spike, of eaob, 1 ok.; mis, and 
apply by washing off and naing krd afterwards, bh aboTe direct- 
ed, wasEiing aiso 48 houra after, and, wben dry, apply the flrrt 
liniment once or twice, according to directiona. The object of 
this last is to open the poi-es of the skin, and aoften tlie lump, 

4. O, 3. Ba.ngs' Lmiment — This gentleman has given me the 
fbllowing liniment, with which be has cured the lameness of 
iBpavins and ringbones. It must be a decidedly good one : 

Take oils of sassafraa, origanum, and aqna animonia, of eaeh, 
1 oz., and oilsof hemloclc, cedar, camphor gum, and spirlts of tu r- 
pentine, of each, 1-2 oz.; put them into a quart bottle and flll it 
with. good alcohol, and use freeiy. 

5. NoTwegian Om for Bonę ^avins. — S. B. Marshall, the 
Champion Horse Shoer and Farrier of "Wbite Pigeon, Mich., ob- 
tained this plan of an old Norwegian Tarrier, ańd a!so his plan 
of curing poll-eTil, tchick see, and assnres me tbat he has beeh 
V6rj/ snccessfiil with them. I obtwned them of him for the piir- 
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pose of pnblicatian, and sincetely tliiuk I can recummenU tbem 
to all who iieed them : 

Tatę d(^'s-grease, 1-2 pt.; be^st oil of origanum, 1 1-2 oz.; piil- 
Terized cantharidea, 1-2 oz. Mix, and apply eaoli momiDg, for 
three mornings, heating it in with a hot iron each tima; tlien 
skip 3 mornings, and apply again, as before, nntil it baa been 
applied 9 times ; after wbicŁ wait about 10 days, and if it is not 
alt goae, go OTer agsuu ia tŁe same way. He says it does nŁt 
remoTe tlie hair, but tiiat it ciires tbe largest and worst cases. 
He givea a test for good oil of origanum, aaying that mach. of it 
is reduced witŁ turpentine, and ii so reduced, that it will apread 
on the skin, lilie turpentice, but, if good, that it does not spread 
on the skin, but ataoda, like other oil, where a drop is put on. 
I am not certaia aboUt the genuineness of tbis teat; yet I-flnd 
quite a difference in the spreading of the oils, for that which ie 
knomi to contain turpentine apreade fast and freely, whiist that 
which is believed to be pure apreada J>ery slowly, but does iinally 
spread, 'Ehe pure isof a dark winę color, wliilst the poor is of » 
lighter ahade, and somewhat flloudy. 

216. Posilwe Cure for PoU Evil and FisMa—Take oommon 
potash, 1-4 OB.; estract of belladona, 1-2 dr.; gum arabie, 1-4 oz.; 
disaolre the gum iu as little water as pmcticnble, then liaYing 
pulyerized the poteiab, unleas it is moist, nitx the giun water wlfc 
it ańd the potasb will soon disaolye, then mis in the estract and 
it is ready to iise ; and it can be used without the belladona,- but 
it Is morę paiDfiil witkout it, and does not liare qiiite as good 

DirectionB. — The best plan to get this into the pipes is by 
means of '» smali syringe, after baying cleansed tlie eore witb 
soap-suds, repeated once in two daya, until all the eallous pipes 
and hard fibrons base aronnd the poU-eyil o( 0'itnla, la com- 
pŁetely destroyed. Mr. Curtis, a merohant of Wheaton, 111.,

2. Pótofft, to jMofc.— If you cannot buy the potash of dru^istg, 
you can make it by leaching beat wood aabea and boiling down 
the lye to what is called black salts, and continumg the beat in 
a thick kettle until they are metted ; the heat bums out the 
black impurities and leaTes a whltish gray substance, called 
10 — Copy-^right securtd. 
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potasli. This potaali, pulyerized and pnt into all of the rat liolea 
about the cellars, causei tbem to ieaye in double quick time, as 
meiitioued iu tlie " Bat Bsterminator." TLe black salta will do 
about as well for rata, but ia not quite so atrong. Thay get their 
feet into it, wiiich oiuaes a biting worse tliim tlieir own, and 
tliey leaTe without further ceremony. 

Potash. jnakii^ in timbered lands is earried on Tery exten- 
sirely, using the tliiok, he&vy potasU-kettle to boil and melt in ; 
tlien Uippiiig it oat into 3 aad 5 pail iron Iwttles, to cool. 

3. Poli-eaUa and Fistalas can be^cured by pushing a piece of 
lunar cauatic into tlie pipes, then filling the liole with euiriei'5 
oil.

6. Ni^'^eQ-ian Care for PoH-eD-il and Flstaia. — lirst eorer the 
head and neck with two or tbree blanketa, hars a pan or kettle 
of the best warm cider yin^ar, holding it imdev the blanketa, 
then steam the parte ,by putting hot stenes, brick, or iron, into 
the Yinegar, and continne the operation until the horse sweats 
freeiy ; doing thia 3 mornin^ and skipping 3, miti! 9 steamings 

:have been done; by whioh time, Mr. Marshall says, the pipes 
will seem to hare raised «p and beoome loose, exoept the lower 
end, wliioh hold3 upon the bonę or tendons, like a 6ucker's 
moutU, the appaient rising being caused by the going down of 
the swelling in the partu; now tie a skein of silk around the 
pipes and puli them out, washing the parta witli weak coppcras 
water until the sore heals up and all is well. He told me that 
he cnred, in this way, a horae whioh liad Mmfered until a pipę 
had formed at the place of interference, upon the leg, that when 
flrawn out waa as long as his finger. See the " Norwegiaji Curs 
for Bonę SpaTin." 

217 I)eGr%f w 6&)on's Hmse Ointwent.—Take rosin, 4 oz.; 
bee^was. 4 oz lird 8 oz , lioney, 2 oz. Melt these articles 
Blowly, gently brnigiafc to a boil, and as it bc^ns to boil, re- 
moTC li-ora the ńre and slonly add a little less thanapintof 
Hpiiits of tii-pentine stirring all the time this ia being added, 
and stir until cool 

This is an estraordinary ointment for bruiEes, in flesh or Jioof, 
broken knees, galled backs, bites, cracked heels, &c, &a., or when 
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p away flies. It is esi^ellent to 
1 human flesh also. 

218. SM. John's GmiUion Powders.—Take' fenugreek, cream. of 
tartar, geatian, salphur, saltpetre, rosin, Uack antimony, and 
ginger, eąual ąoantities of eaoh, say 1 oz., all to be flnaly pulver- 
ized; Cayenne, also fine, half the quantity of any one of the 
otheps, say 1-2 oa. Mix thorougbly. It ia used in yellow water, 
liide-bound, coughs, colda, distemper, and ail otlier diseases wLere 
eoniiUoa powdS-a are generally administered. They carry off 
grosa huroors and pnrify the blood. 

Bose — In ordlnary casea give two teaapoonsful once a day, in 
fee^. In estreme casea give it twioe daiiy. If tliese do not give 
as good aatisfaction as St. Jolin's or any other condition pnwdei' 
that cojita morę than double wlwt it does to maJce tlua, then I 
will acknowledge tbat trayel and study are of no account in ob- 
taining iiiformaiion.' 

Si. JohTt'a IdnirTient. — For 70 dozen bottles, tako spiril* of tur- 
pentine and seneca oils, of each, 4 gal.; linased or sweet oil, 2 
gal.; oila of origanum, liemlock, jiiniper, amber, and laudanum, 
of each, 3 qts,i spirita of ammonia, 1 ąt.j tincture of arnioa 2 
gal.; and camphor giitn, 1 Ib.

220, 7\-e'ił7aent far Broien Lmhs, inalead of Iiiltwmaii]/ Shoaiing 
ike I{orse.—ln tlie greater number of fractnres it is onIy necessE- 
ry to partiaily sling tbe horse by meana of a broad piece of eail 
or other atrong cioth, as represented in tbe figurę,) placed un- 
der tbe animal'a beliy, fiimished with two breechings and two 
breast-girths, and by meftna of ropes and pulloys attached to a 
cross-beam above, he is elevated or lowered, as maybe reąuired. .

221. Wotmd Baltam, for Horse or Hwman Fksli. — " Tnkc gum 
benzoin, in powder, 6 oł; balsam of to!u, in powder, 3 oz.; guni 
stowuK, 2 oz.; frEinkincense, in powder, 2 oz.; gum niyrrli, in pow- 
der,2oz.; Socotorine aloes, in powder, 3 oz.; alcobol, 1 gal. Mix 
tbem all together and pnt them in a digester, and giye them a 
gentle beat fur three or four dsys ; tben strain.

JŁ is good for Beratches and all Eores upon 
korses,' or otber animals, and eąually gocd for men. It foims an 
aic-tight coating, and tootkes pain. lTcr;y farmer pkonld keep a 
pot Kifd brush reody for ufe. Wkite lead is tke carbonate of tke 
meta!, acd, wkea pure, is Tery wkite. Tkat kaving a grsyish 
tint is impure, being geńerally aduliernted. For ufe as a faiiit, 
H lead ciilor is produced by addirg lumpblack, and a drab or 
Blone color, by ndding bumed umber.. 
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la applying it for scratches, flrst wasii them clean witli soap and 
water, then ajtply. Some peraons prefer lanip oil. If tuat ib 
nsed, you wili aiix both tc^tlier until the oil assumes a iiglit 
stfaw color. Wlien tho liorse comea in at iiiglit, his legs sLould 
be washed perfectly cleau a.nd rijbbed perlectly dry. Tlien ap- 
ply tbe mistui-e, rubbhig it well to tlie skin.

4. Mr. Bwigs bighiy recoininencte the following; — Lobelia, 
ivild tumip, elecampane. and skunk cabbage, equal parts of 
eaeL Make into balls of common size, ajid gi¥e one fur a dose, 
or make a tincture, by putting 4 oz. of the mixtiire into 2 qtfi. 
oC spirits; and after a, week, put 2 tablespoonsful in their feed, 
ouce u daj for a month or two. Ue haa perfectij reHejied a marę 
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he 13 driyii^, of minę — I bolleye cured her, but morę time is 
necessaiy to tell whether it proTes a perfect cure or not, 

5. A Correspondent o/tke Cmmtry Gentleman says tLat "heiYca 
maj- be greatly alleinateA by feediug raw fet pork. 

Oommenoe with a piece of pork, say & cubic inch, cliopped Tery 
fine, and mixed witŁ the wetted grain or cut feedj twice a day 
for two or thcee days. Then from day to day increaee tlie ąuan- 
tity and cut less flne, until tliere is given witli eacli feed, sucb a 
slice as usually by a fermer'a wife is cut for frying, — nearly aa 
lai^ as yoiir band, cut into fifteen or twenty pieces. Contlnue 
tliis for two weeka and tlie horee is capable of any ordinary work 
without distress, and witŁout sbowing tlie heaves. I liare es- 
perience and observation for tlie past ten years as proof of the 
aboTo." — 7., of BufUnglon, Vi., in tlie Connirp Genileinan. 

224. Siumiy Lmiment.—JSake alcohol and spiritsof tnrpentine, 
of eacli 8 oz.; camphor gum, pulyerized cantbarides, and eapai- 
cam, of each 1 oz,; oil of spite, 3 oz. Mis all; or perhapa tlie 
beat plan is to tincture the capsicura flrst, and uae the tiiictm* 
instead of the powder, by wliieh means jou ai^e free of sediment ; 
batbe this liniment iii with a hot iron. The flrst case tiaa yet to 
be found where it bas not cured this diaeaae wheii faithfuUy 
foUowed, 

225. SjMnt and Spa-oin Zinwient-^Take a large-moutbed bot- 
tle and put into it oil of origanum, '6 oa.; gum camphor, 2 oz.; 
raercurial ointraent, 2 oz.; iodine ointment, I oe.; melt by put- 
ting the bottle lato a Iśettle of hot water. Apply it to bonę 
apayinii or splirits twice daily, for 4 or 5 days. The lameness 
will trouble you no morę. Or: 

2. Sog-.^KrMn mid Wind-Gall Oiaimeifi, aho good for Oiis%s, 
SpUntSf Riag-Bmie, and Bonę Spamn. — Take pulTerized canthar- 
ides, 1 OB.; mercurial ointment, 2 oz.; tincture of iodioe. 1 1-2 
oz.; Hpiritś of turpentine, 2 oz.; corrosiT* sublimate, 1 1-2 dr.; 
lard, 1 Ib. Mil well, and when desired to appl^, firat cnt off 
the hair, wash well and anoint, mbbing it JB well witb the haod 
orgloye, if preferred. Twodaya after, grease the part with lard, 
and in two dajamore, wash off and apply the ointment again. 
repeat tii9 process every week, as long as necessary. Troni 200 
to ^30D has been paid for this recipe. It cost me one of 
my booka only ; but no one tiying it, will gi^e up this recipe 
aione, for that money. 

226. Dislimper to Distingwish and Cure. — If it is thought that 
a horse bas the distempep and yet you do not feel certain, just 
wet up hia bran with rather etrong weak lye, — if not too atrong, 
they wi!t eat it greedily, and if they hare tbe distemper, a free 
cUschwge from the iiostrila and a conBeąuent cure wiU Łw the 
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reault, if continued a few days ; but if only a cold, with Bwelling 
of tlio glands, no change will be diecoyered. 

2. S/wfiiiff Horses far Winter Tr(ivel~-S."P. WiUis, of the 
Home Jownal, in one of his recent Idlewild letters, says i — "Yoii 
will haye discoyered, of oourse, that you caunot haye tminter- 
mpted Winter riding witli a horae sliod in the ordinaiy way. 
Tlie sliarp poiats of frozen mud will wound the frog of tlie foot, 
6nd witli snów on tlie ground, tlie liollow hoof soon collects a 
liard bali, whidi makes the footing yery insecure. But these 
evils npe reraedied by a piece of sole leather nailed on under the 
slioe— a pvoteetion to the hoof which makes a surprisiug diftei:- 
once in the confldenc* and eure-footednesa of the animaPs step." 

3. Searit of Taiaiug WUd and Yicioua Horses. — I liave thonght, 
in closing up this department, that I could not deyote a piige to 
a better purpose than to the ao-ealled secrct of ta/miiig. For it ia 
a secret, but it lies in a different point from what fs. gmeralii/ be- 
lieyed, which I will attempt to show. 

Seyera] persona are adyertising boolts for taniińg wild liorses, 
andotlier peraona are going about teaciiii^tlie art to olasaea in 
priyate.

I am inclined to think they do, 
in ono way oi- tli& othep. Why do sa many fciH T/ie ickole se- 
crsl liei Ki ihds, that mani/ persons can tteoer hmidie a Tiorse wilk ail 
f.fe mst^-iirUmi m the mmid^-it ia tiat m tkem. They cannot es- 
tabliah a aympathy between theraselyes and the horae, and if 
tliey beoome horae ^amers, they haye only mistaken tlieir calJ- 
ing, and the money they laid out is perhopa as cheap a way aa 
thay eyer could be taught theic mistake. 

To be a suocessful lioiae trwner, he must haye a aympathy 
with Łim and a personal powei of control, Thia remiuds ns of 
an old gentlemaii'8renmrli;s on the subject of aweeney. He aaid 
" there were a great many recipes of penetiłating oils, applica- 
tiona, etc, but the great secret waa in faith," withont which no 
ono will perseyere a Bufhcient length of timewith either of thcm. 
Thia holda good wi (M diseasea, as well aa in, handling or taming 
liovse3. 

The mystery ot secret, then, Łi in kaoioing how, and haying the 
atamma orpower to do it. 

Aa for T^cipea, they consiat in uaing the horae-caator or wart, 
wliioh growa npos the inaida ol the leg, grated flne, oil of cumin, 
and oil of rhodium, kept se^rate in aic tight hottlea; theae al! 
poseess peculiar properties for attraoting and aubduing animala. 

" Rnb a little oil of cumin upon your band, and appi-oach the 
horae in the fleljd, on the. windward side, so tliat he can smelt 
the cumin. The horse will let you come up to him then with?- 
(tut any trouble,

Immediately rub your hand gently on tlie liorse's noae, getting 
alittledf theoil on it. You cau then lead liim nnjwŁere. GiYe 
hima littleof thecastorona pieceof loaf sugar, apple, or potato. 

Put eigbt drops of the oil of Rhodium into a lady's sUrer 
thimble. Take tlie tłiimble between the tliumb and middle 
finger of yonr right band, witb tbe Ibrefliigei' stoppiiig tbe 
moutti of the thirable, to preyent tho oil from running out wbilst 
joii are openbig the. nionth of tbe horse. 

Ab Boon as you bave opened tbe borse's moutb, tip the tbim- 
ble oyer upoa bis tongue, and be is yow serTant. He will fol- 
low you Hlce a pet dog. 

Ride fearless and promptiy, wiŁb yonr knee presaed to the side 
of tbe liorse, and yoar toes turned in and lieola out ; tben you 
will alwaya be on. tbe alert for a shy or aheer from tbo horse, 
and lie can neyer tlirow you. 

Then, if you want to teach him to lie down, stand on bis nigb 
or left side ; haye a couple of leatber atraps about six feet long ; 
Btring up bis left leg witb one of tbem round bis neek j strap tbt 
etber end of it over bia ahoulders; hołd it in yonr hand, and 
wben you are ready, teli bim to lie down, at tbe same fjrae 
gently, firmiy and steadily puliing on the strap, touching bim 
lightly with a switch. The horse will immediately lie down.

These are just the thing 
foi' new fumiture, when sold and ab<yut to be takeii out of the 
shop, remołing tha dust and giviug the new appearaiioe again. 

223. American Cement, ot Familitre Glitc — To mend marble, 
wood, iglass,- ohina and omamentel ware. Tako water, 1 pallon ; 
liice glue, 3 ibs.; wbite lead, 4 oz.; whisky 3 qtB. Mis by dis- 
Bolyiag the glue ia the water ; remoye from the tire artd stir in 
the white lead, then a<łd the whisky, whioh keeps it Huid, except 
in oold weatbsE.

Dktclioni — If it ia cold wenther, warm the bottle untiLthe 
cement is diasoIved ; stir, then witli tlie flnger or brush rub it 
on the broken parts, boŁli erlgea, put togetlier, and retain in their 
placea until dry. One ounce fials sell for 25 c«3its. 

2, WItUe OmeiiŁ— Take white (ftah) glue, 1 Ih, 10 oz.; dty 
wliite lead, 6 oz.; soft water, 3 pts.; ■ alcohol, 1 pt.; diseolve tbe 
glue by putting it into a. tin kettle, ot dish containing tiie water, 
and set thia disli iuto a kettle of water, to preyent the glue from 
being burned; wken tbe glue ia all disaolTed, put in tbe lead 
and stir and boil uńtil oll is thorongbly mised ; remove himi tbe 
fire, and, when cool enougb to bottle, add the alcohol, and bottle 
■whde it is yet warm, keeping it corked, which pre^ents tbe 
spirits from eyaporating and leasing it kni-d and diy. This last 
reoipe bas boeu sold about tbe country for frum 25 centa to ,fi!5, 
aad one man gave a bor,se for it. Yet it is not eąual to tbo "Ce- 
ment for Loather, Cloth, Belting, &c." 

229. FinisMiig Famitti/re v>ith onli/ one Coat of Yarmish, not 
Usini; GImc, Faste, or SIteUac. — Tnke well-boi]ed linseed oU and 
gire Łlie furaiture a-coat witL abrusb;, tbeu iinmediately spiin- 
JĆle dry wliiting upon it and tub it in well łiith your band, or a 
brusb whioli is wom ratber skort and stlff, and so on over all tbe 
Hurfiice — -the iirbiting abaoirbs the oil and tbe pores of tbe wood 

are tbus fiUed with a perfect.coat of putty, wbicb will last fov 
ages, and water will not spot it nor lnve any eiFect upon it. For 
mouldinga and deep creases in turned work, you can mia: tbem 
ąuite thick, and apply them together, witli tlie old bTiisli, but on 
smootkEui^iacea, tbe band and dry wbiting aro best. If black 
walnut is tbe Inmber ti> be finisbed, you will put a trifle of 
bui-ned umber in tbe wbiting,— if foc cberry, a Uttle Tenetian 
red ; beesb or mapie will reoujre lesa red. Only sufBcient ia to 
be used in eitker case to make tbe wbiting Lave tbe color of tbe 
wood being flniabed. JJedatead posts, baniatere, or standards 
for badateada hnd all otber turned artieles can ba\6 tbe flnisb 
put on in a latbe, in double, ąuiok tin(e, spreading a newspaper- 
. on the lathe to save the acattering whiting, appljing it witb the 
band or hands, bałiog an old cloth to rub off tbe loose wbiting 
■which doea not enter tbe pwes of the wood,— tbe same wiłb 
Bmootb surfaces also. 

This prepanition ia cheap, and it is a wonder that iurniture 
mełibaYS not thonght of it befoie~ Three coats of vamish witb- 
out it is not aa level aa one witb it, From tbe fact that some of 
the Tamish ■ enters the pores of the wood and does not dir 
emootb, but with the poroa fiUed up, of course it must dry 
smootb and leVel, without rubbing down. 

230. Slogany Siata 'on Wcdnid, Satural as Nahire. — Take- 
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^uafortis and applj to tlie wainut to be flnishod, by meana of a 
rag tftcked on to a stick, for if you use a brusb it will very soon 
destroy it. Set the lurnitiire in the liot Eim to beat in the 
aquaf<H^^is, if no sun, lieat it in by a stOYe or fire,— tbat is, it is 
ftner to do this, but does ąuite well erea witliout heating. Fin- 
ish np in eyery other way as usual. » 

This flnish ia applicable to fency tables, stands, lounges, coflina, 
&C., and eąuiiliy beantiful on knots and, croteliea, giviDg wainut 
■the actiw.1 appearance of mahogany, and as it is appcarances mily 
■tUat most people depend upon, why will not tliis do aa wel! as to 
transport timber from beyond the seas.' 

231. Ruse-wood Sttmi, very Sńght Shade — Used Cold. — Take al- 
coliol, 1 gal., and put in camnood, 2 oz.; let tliem aland in a 
wana place 24 houra, tben. add estract of logwood, 3 oz,; aqutt- 
fortis, i oz.; and when dissplved it is ready for use, and niakes a 
Tery brigbt gronnd, like the most beantiful roae-wood, — one, two 
or morę coats, as youdesire. This part makeś tbe brjght atreaks, 
or grains, and now for the dark ones, Take iron turnings or 
cbippmgs, and pat viiiegar upou thera ; let it stand a few houra 
»nd it is ready to apply oys" the other, by mesns of a comb 
roade for gratning, or a comb madę from thinniah India rubber; 
tbe teeth slioiild be rather good length, aay half an incb, and cut 
cloae together or furtlier ftpart, as deaired, aad witb a littlo prac- 
tiee, esoellent imitation will be madę. This, for cbairs, looks yery 
beantiful to apply the darkening niixtiire by means of a flat, tJiin- 
hftired brush, leaying on!y a little of the red, or ground color in 
eight ; and if you want to make tŁe cringles, as sometimes seea 
in rose-w-ood, it is done with a single tootb or pen, bearing on 
Bometimea bard, aud.then Ilght, &c., &o. Ali can and must be 
got by [ff-actice. 

The abeve.stain is Tery bright, If, howeyer, you wish a lower 
fihade, uee tho ne:it recipe. 

2. Rasi-ifaod Staln — lAgU Sliade. — Take eąual parts of logwood 
and redwood chips, and boil woli in just aufficient water to make 
a atrong stain, and apply it to the fumiture while hot, 1 or 2 or 
eTen 3 coats raay be put on, one directly after the other, accord- 
ing to the depth of color desiręd. For the dark lines, use the 
iron chippinga sta in the above recipe. 

3. Bom Pink, lAgtiM a-nd Tianspcmnt, aUo Used to Imitals 
Rose-ioood. — Pnt an ounce of potaah into a ciuart of water, witb 
1 1-2 oz. of red sandera, estract the color from the wood and 
fltrwn; thenadd 1-3 Ib. of gum shellac and dissoiTe it hy aquick 
flre~-used upon a li^wood stain for rose-wood imitation. And 
for those who prefor the shellac to fili the porea of tbe wood this 
comes juat to tbeir liking.

232. Black W-idnut Staiii. — Wheneyer persona arensingwalnat 
whioh ima sap-edgea, or if twci piitcea are lieing glued togethw 
whioli are different in sliade, or when a poplar pannel, ov othcr 
wood is desired to be used to imitate biack walnut, you will find 
the foUowing to give escelient Ratisfaotioii : — Takespiritsof tur- 
pentine, 1 gal.; pnlTerized gum aaphaltum, 2 Iba. Put tliem in- 
to an iron kattle and place upon a. etoye, wliieh preyents the 
posaibility of flre getting at tbe turpentine, dissolTe by heat, 
freąuently stirring untU dissolyeil. Put it into a jug or caii 
while liot. WJien desired to use any of it, pour out and reduce 
with tnrpentine to tbe rigbt shade łor tli« worii being stained. 
"Wlth a iittle practice you cau make any atade desired. If used 
with a brusli over a red atain, as meiitioned in tbe rose-wood 
stain recipes, espeoially for cbaire nnd bedsteada, it tery nearly 
resembles that wood. ■Mising a little Yamisli witŁ tbe turpen- 
tine wben reducing it, prevettts it from Bpotting, and cauaea it to 
dry qaicker. 

233. Gien-;/ Slaiii. — Take rain water, 3 qta.; anotta, 4 oz.; 
boil in a eopper kettle until tlie anotta is diasolyed, tben put in 
a piece of potash the size of a oommon walnut, and keep it on 
tba fire about lialf an bour long;er, and it is ready to use. Bottle 
for keeping. Tliia makos poplar or other light-colored woods 
so near the color of cherry tbat it is bard to distinguisli, and 
eyen improTea the appearanee of IJghteolored cherry. 

234. Elac/c Va/i-mj<h, for Wood or Camas.—Take spirits of tur- 
pantine, 1 gal,; pulvemedguma3pImltHin,2141bs.^ diesolYeby 
lieat oyer a stoye fire ^ then' add 1 pint of boiled linseed oil, 
und when cold it is ready for wood, iron, or leather ; but for 
cloth, flrat make a sizing by boiling 1 qt. of flax sced in 1 gal. of 
w^lt«^, applyiiig of this for the first coat, the eecond coat of com- 
mon tbick black paint, and la.stly a coat of the yarniah. Some 
think tbat sperm oil, the same quantity, makes a little better 
gloss, 

2. Water-proof, OH wad Rubler Point — Disaolye about 5 Ibs. of 
India rubber in 1 gal. <rf boiled linseed oil, by boiling. If tbisis 
tOo thick, reduce with boiled oil ; if too thin, use morę rubber. 
Applicable to clotb, or any other substance. Lampblack, or any 
desired color may be used.

235. Hair Dye, No. 1.— Take gallic acid, 1-2 oz.; alcoliol, 8 oz.; 
soft water, 16 ok.j put tŁe ncid in the alcohol, tben ndd the 
water. One-eiglith of this can be takenwtin tbeother,if desired. 

Hair Dye, Nu. 2.— ^Take fur Ko. 2, cryStiibzed nitrate of eilyer, 
1 OB.; ftmmonia. stroagest kind, 3 oa.; gam arnlDic, 1-3 pa.; soft 
WHter, 6 tffl. Obserrei in makiiig it tluit the silyei' is to be put iu 
tlie anunonio, and not corked uutil it is dissolTcd, tbe gum is to 
be dissolYed in the water, then all niised. and it ia ready for use. 

(If barbers make tbis ąnantity, it qi^bt to be put up for $2, 
and makes it muoli chcaper than in email guantaties, but if fem- 
iljes or others for indivirtual use onJy wish a little, jnst take 
drachma, instead of ounces, wliich you see will make only one- 
eightłi of the amount, and druggists will charge abont one-tliied 
taose in proportion.) 

Birecłmis fur Applying. — First wash tbe wbiskers orhair wit.h 
the shampoo, wiiich is madę by putting 1 oz. of salts of tartar tt> 
. 1 qt. of Boft water, rinse out well, ruŁbing witŁ a toH'el antil 
nently dry, then with a braśh apply No. 1, wetting eompletety 
to the skin, and use tbe dry towel again to remoTe all euperflti- 
oua water, tben with another brush, jftooth-brushes are best.) wet 
every part with No. 2, and itbecomesinstantaneoualy black; just 
as Boon as it becomes dry, wash off with bard wafer, then wi*b 
Boap and water, apply a littie oil and all is. complete. 

The adrantages of this dye are tliat if yon get any s.twn apon 
the skin, jiist wipe it off with a clotb at tbe time, and the wash- 
ing remoTes all appearanoes of stains, and the wbiskera or haif 
neier tnm red, do not crock, and are a beautifal black. 

However, cyannret pf pofassium, 1 dr., fo 1 oz. of water, will 
.take off any stain from the skin, ariSng from nitrate of silrw, 
but it is poison and should n«t touch sere places, or be left vh.etf 
children may get at it.

330. Hair RestoratHie, eąual to Woo^s, for ą THJ^ing Cost., — 
PreparaMon — Take sugar of lead, boras, and lae. sulpliur, of eacli 
1 oz.; aqm» aramonin, 1-2 oz.; aluohol, 1 giU. Tliese articles to 
stand mised for 14 hours, then »dd bay rum, 1 gili, and.l table- 
apoooful of flne table salt ivitti 3 pints of sofb water, and flaror 
with 1 oz. ofthe easenee of bei^mpt. 

This preparation not only givęs a beaiitiful gloas to the liair, 
but will cause hair to grow on bald heads arising from all com- 
moń cawses. and tum gray hair to a dark color.

Used rmUn-aimes of ttie day, and will be found aa good or better , 
.than most of them. 

2. Ifit is wily desired to chnnge gray hair to a dark color, tbe 
simple lac-aulphuv aaid sugar of lead, 1 dt.eacb, tałinin and pul- 
yerized copperaa, each 32 gra., to 4 ok. of rosę water, or siniple 
rain water will d^i it, by wettuig the hair once a day for 10 or i'i 
days, then once or twice a week will keep nip the oolor, but 
■where the hair is iaJliug out or haa alrpady fallen, the other ar- 
ticles are reąuired to stimalate the scalp to heolthy action. 

3. Hair lnvigorntor. — A Wheeling borber makea use of tlie 
following inyigorator to stop hair from fiiUing out, or to cause it 
togrowin: 

Take bay rum, 1 pt.> alcohol, 1-3 pt.; castor oil, J-2 oz,; car- 
bonate of amraonia, 1-4 oz,; tincture of cantharidea, 1-2 oz. Mis 
well, and ahake when used.

Ali heads shoold be often washed with soap and clean watei', 
bnt if tliat ia neglectad too long, it beeonies necessaiy to ni-o 
something ati-onger to remore the grease and dandcutt^ — then Łlie 
following!

238. RenoDating MUekire. — Take aąua imtnoiiia, 2 o? , soft 
water, 1 qt^ saltpetre, 1 teaspoonful , yane^ated shmiiig Eoip, 
1 OB., or (E19 3 cent cake, flnely shayed or Bcmped, mix all, 
shake well, ajid it will be a little better to stand a few houis 
or dajs before using, whioii gives tlie soap a chanoe to dweohe 

Directions. — Pour on to the place a Bufflcient amount to n ł11 
ooTer any grease or oil which may get spilled or daubed upon 
coitts, pants, carpets, &c., sponging or rabbing well and npplyjng 
again if uece^ary to saponify tbe gi-eaae in the garment, then 
■waaŁ ofE with elear cold water. If it ie a carpet and you do not 
wiah to take it up, put ou clean water and eponge it np as dry 
as you can, and wben dry, a stiff bruah. wiil loosen the dirt wMcii 
in[ty remaiu.

If it is pnt npon a bed-bug be will neyer step afterwards, and 
if put into their crerices, it destroya tlieir e^B and tbus driyea 
tbem from the premises. 

All persons who tbink any or all of the aboTe statements to 
be whoppers, will oblige me, in laying out a dime to test it for 
theinseives, then tliey will know as well aa I do that tbey are facts. 
I gi^e this recipe a place berę, as barbers oftcn esigage in the 
employment of renorating as a branch of their business, and as 
it ia also sucli an excellent shampoo.

Dwectioiis. — -To 1 pt. of iioiling water put 3 or 4 teaspoonsfnl 
of the logwood misture, and apply it to the garment witii a 
clean liriKli, wetting tlie mbric pretty well througli, let dry, and 
brasli well witli the nap to glye the polisb. Thia may be ap- 
plied to ail silks and woolen goods haying colors, but is most 
ftpplieable to gentlemen'* apparel.

— Take of oUs of bergainot, 1 oz.; neroli, 
1 dr.; jeasanwne, 1-4 014 garden layender, 1 dr.; piiinamon, 5 
drops; tincture of benzoin, 1 1-2 m,; tineture of musk. 1-4 ok.; 
deodorized or cologne aJcohol, 2 qts.; Fose-water, 1 pt, Hixj 
and allow the preparation to atand aeyeral days, ahaking occa- 
sioually, before' flltering for Mse or bottling. This is rathei' 
ej;penaive but of amost deligbtful flayor, I giye another, lesa 
expensive, yet a Tery nicS' ai-ticle. See "Roae-waiei;" uuder the 
head of Frujt Estracts." 

241. Familfi Cdogne. — Take oila o£ FOaemary and lemon, e.icli 
1-4 oB.j bei^mnt and layender, each 1 dr.; cinaamoHj 8 drops ; 
cioTe and roso, each 15 di'<^ ; corareion alcohol, 2 qts. Mis, and 
Bbake 2 or 3 timea daily for a week. Colngnea need only be 
used in very smali ąuanttfies ; the sama is true of highly fiayor- 
ed oils or pomadaa for the liair, as too much, even of a good 
thing, soon diagusts tbosa whom they irere intended to pleaae 

242. New York BaHiers' Siar Hair 0«,— Take castor oil, 15 1-2 
pts.; alcohd, 1 1-2 pt.; oil of citroaclla, 1-2 oz.; layender oil, 1-4 
oz.;, mised and shaken wheu nsed, makos one of the flnest oils 
for the hairin use>. I haye been told that thia amount of olcoliol 
will not cut the oil, Of oourse we know that, that Ja, it does not 
becćana elear; neither do we want it to do bo ; it corabines with 
the oil, and destroys all the gumminess and flayor peculiar to 
tas[av oil, by wbich it becomes one of the beat oils for tbe hail" 
which cara be applied. Gilli, spoonsful, or any other measure 
will do as well, keeping the proportion of flayoring oils, and if 
the citronella cannot be got, nse some other oil in ita place. 

243. Macassar, or Rosę Hair Oil. — Take oliye oil, 1 qt.; alco- 
hol, 2 1-2 oz.; rosę oii 1-2 dr.; tie chipped alkanet root, 1 oz., 
into 2 or 3 little muślin ba"s, and let them lie in tbe oil un til a 
beautifol red is manifeated, thec hang them up to drain, for if 
you preas them you get out a aeditucnt jou do not wish in tiie oil.

2. Fragra/at Oil. — Collect a ąuantity of the learea of any of 
the flowers tiat haye an agreeable fragrance, or fragront leares, 
as the rosę geranium, &c.; card thin layers of cotton, and dip ii\- 
to the flnest sweet oil ; sprinkle a smali ąuantity of salt' on tlie 
flowera, and lay firat a layer of cotton and tlien a layer of flow- 
erR, until an earthen-ware Tessel, or a wide-moMthed glaas bot- 
tle is ftill.

244. Ox Marrom Fomatwia — One of the most beantiful pom- 
adea, hoth in color and action, is madę as folio ws ;—Tftlte beefs 
marrow, 1 Ib.; alkanet root, not chipped, 1 oz,; pnt t.iiem into a 
auitable vessel andstewthem as you wouid render tallow; strain 
through two or three thicknessesof muślin, and add l-4aEmutli 
castor oil as there isof the marrow, nnd 1 gili of bay-rum, whicli 
takes away the peculiar freshness of the mairoWj then use thu . 
extrnct of the common rosę geranium to give it the flaTor de- 
Biied. Half as much auet as man-ow, also makes a Tery nice ai'- 
tiole, and can be used where the marrow is not easily obtained. 

245. Razor Strop Fasie. — Apply thesuperfino or finest ilonr uf 
enieiy, after wetting with a little Bweet oil, spread the floiu- 
ovcr the Buriace. Nothing else is needed. You miKt not take 
any of the coarse flours, notbing but the flnest will do. Tt is 
often mixed with a Uttk oil and mitck other stult which is of nu 
iise, and pnt np in little boxes and sold at two ahiliings, not 
haying niore than 3 cent's worth of emery. 



BAKER'S AND COOKING DEPAETMJSNT. 



Tt may not be considered out of place to make a fow remnrliH 
liei'e on tbe «rt, aa hIbo on the priitc^les, of cookei'y. For ncarly 
all will acknowledge cooking not only to be an art, but a Kcienoe 
as well. To know how to cook economicaliy ia an art. Makiiig 
money is an art. Now is there not morę money uiade and lost 
in the kitchen than almost anywliere else? Doee not many a 
bard working man have hia eubstauce wasted in the kitchen? 
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Does not many S. shiftless man ba,ve his substance aared in tlie 
kitohen? A careless cook can waste as nmch as u luau c»n 
ey,rn, wbicli mTgbt aa n'ell be saTed. It is not what we earii ae 
mach as wbat we save, tliat makisB us well ofT. A luog nnd 
happy iife is the reward of obedience to nature's laws; and 
to be independent of want, ia itot to want what we do not need. 
Prodigality and idlenesa constitute n crime againat linmajiity. 
But frugality and industry, combined with morał TJrtue amd in- 
teDigence, will inswa individual happiness and national proa- 
perity. Economyiaaninstituteof naturę and enfoiced by Bibie 
precept : "Gatlier up ike/mgmeals, tliat nolkiiig ie lost?' Saring 
IS a morę difficult hrt than earning. Some people put dimes into 
pies and puddings, where othora only put in cents; the cent 
dishes ai-e tbe most healtby. 

Almost any woman can cook well if ehe laa^eplmty with 
whicli to do ifc; but tlie real science of ceoking is to be able to 
cook a good meal, or disji, with but lUO* out of wbick to make 
it, Thia is what onr few recipes ahall assiat yon in doing. 

Aa to the principlea of cooking, remeraber that water cannot 
be madę raore than boiling hot, no matter how much yoa liaaten 
the fifó, you caunot hasten the cooking of meat, potatoes, &c., one 
moment. When meat is fo be boiied for eating, put it into boil- 
ing water at the beginnicg, by ■wbich ita juicea are preserved. 
But if you wisii to extract tliese juicea for aoup or broth, put the 
meat, in smal) piaoes, in cbld water and let it simmer slowly, 

The sarae prinoiple hoMs good in baking, also. Make the oyen 
the right heat and give it time to bakę tiiroiigh, is the true plan ; 
for if you attempt to burrj it you only biiiTt,, instead of cooking 
it done. Theii 

If you attempt tha bolliug to hnirj-j 
Tbe woodonly, is irnatoil; 

But, in attGmptmg the bnkiDg to hurrj, 
Tbs fuod, OB noll, iEn't Ub to be tuetod. 

246. Fedei-al CnA-Ł—Take flour, 2 1-2 Ibs.; pnlyerized white 
sugar, 1 1-4 Iba.; fresh butter, 10 oz; 5 eggś, well beaten; car- 
bonate of ammonin, 1-8 oa.; water, 1-2 pt., oi-milk is beat if you 
haye it ; grind down the ammonia, and rub it up with the augar. 
Eub up the buttep in the flonr ; now make a bowi of the flour, 
(unles8,yoTi ehooseto work it up in a diah) and put in the eggs, 
milk, angar, &c., and mis well, and roli out to abont 1-4 inch in 
tbickness ; then cut out with a, round cutter, and place on tlna 
so they touoh eaoh other, aiid instead of rising up thieker, in 
baking, they flll up the epace bet.ween, and make a aąuare-look- 
ing oake, all attached together, While they are yet warm, 
drenoh OTer with white pulyeriied sugar. If they aro to be 
kept in a show-case, by bakers, you can hare a board aa Jarge as 
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the tin on wbieh you bakę tliem, and Uj a dsaen or morę tinsful 
on top of sach other, as you sprinkle t>n tlie sugar. Ftuiiilies can 
keap them on plates. I cannot see p-hy they are called Fedei-al, 
fiir really thej are good. enough for any Whig. 

247. Rough atid S^ady Cake. — Butter or lard. 1 Ib.; mokSses, 
1 qt.; soda, 1 oz.; milk or water, 1-2 pt,; ^ound ginger, 1 table- 
spoonful ; and a little oil of lemon. Mis up the ginger in floui, 
aad mb the butter or lard in flour also, dissolye the soda in tbe 
milk or wuter, put in the molasses, and «se the floor in whicli 
tlie ginger and butter is rubbed up, hnd sufflcient morę to make 
the dough of a proper consistence to roli oot; cut tbe cakes out 
with a long aiid narrow cutter, and wet the top with a little 
Bjolasses and water, to remoye the flour ffom tbe oake, tum the 
top down into pulverized white sogar ajid place in an oven suffl- 
cientiy bot for bread, but do not keep them in tbe oyen only to 
bakę, not to dry up. This and the Federal ar« great fayorites in 
Penii6ylvania, wbere tbey kiiow what is good, and haye the meana 
to make it ; yet tLey are not expensi7e, 

348, Sponge Cake. — Take flour, 3 cnps; flne white Bugar, 2 
cups ; 6 eggs ; sour niijk, 1-2 cnp, with 1 teaspoon of Baleratua 
diasolTod in it ; beat the eggs eeparately, aift the iionr and sugar ; 
tirat put the eugar into tlie milk and egga, tben the flour, and 
stir all well togetber, using any SaToring extract wiicb jou pra- 
fer, 1 teaspoon,— lemon, hOweyer, is the most cowmon. Aa soon 
aa tbe flora" is stiri'ed in, put it jmmediately into a quick oTen, 
and if it is all put into a common Bguare breftd pan, for wbich it 
makes tbe right amount, it will reąutre about 20 to 30 minutea 
to bakę ; if baked in smali eakes, proportionally kss time. 

2, Sptinge Cake^-DifereaL-^As sour milk cannot.al-ways be had, 
I giye yon a aponge cake with sweet milk: — Pnlserized white 
sugar, 1-2 Ib.; caibonate of amiflonia, pulyerized and rubbed up 
in the sngaŁ', 1-2 teaspoon ■, 6 e^s, beaf*n separatcly, as aboye ; 
sweet milk, 1-2 pt.; mix tbe sugar, milk, and eg^, tc^ether; 
then sift in flour, to make it rather sWff, tois tliwoughly, and 
bakę immediately, usiDg any flayoring extii'aet or essences pre- 
feiTed, as aboye. 

The ammonia sbould be Itept in a wide-mouthed bottk, tightly 
corked, as it is a yery yojatile salt. It is known bv THrioua 
names.as "Tolatile salts," "sal yolatile," " hartshorn,^' "bai-ts- 
hom shayings," &c., &c. It is used fof smelling; bottles, faint- 
ing, &a. 

249. Surpnife dfe.— One egg, 1 cup of sugar, 1-2 cup. of but- 
ter, 1 eup of sweet milk, 1 teaspoonful of soda, 2 of creani of tar- 
tm\ Płayor with lemojij and bes aufficippt sjfted flour to make 
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tlie proper consistence, and jou will reallj be surpńied to sec 
ita liulk and beaiity. 

2. SifffOf C£[t'e.— Take 7 eggs and beat the-whites and yoiks 
sepauately, tben beat weli ti^ether ; now put into tliem 1 Ib- of 
Jiae sifted wMte augar, with 1-2 Ib. of melted butter, aiid a Bmall 
teaspofjnM of pulveriKed caibonate of nminonia ; now slir in 
jilat bufficient sifted flour to allowof its being roHedout andcut 
into cakes. 

250. Ginger Caks. — ^Talie 2 oups of nice molaaises j 1 1-2 cups 
of butter, or haLf lard, or ali laid if you ctoose; 2 cups of fcour 
iiiillc, or water, (of couiye milk is best) 1 teaspoonful of iiicely 
grouiid ginger, aad 1 lieapiog teaspoonful of saieratus ; masb tlio 
salepatua, then raix all tiese ingi'edientfl together in a Buitable 
imn, inoorporating well, and stir in flonr aa long as yon. caii with. 
a spoon; tJien talte the hand-and worlc in morę, jiist bo you can 
riiU tbem by using flour duating nretty freely, roli out tljin, cut 
aiid lay upon jour buttered or lioured tin, tlien mis 1 spconful 
of niolass^ and 2 of water, and witii a smali brush or bit of dotli 
wet over the top of the cakea ; tliis removes tlie dry fiour, causes 
tbe cakes to take a nice biown and keeps tltem raoist ; put into 
■a quick oven, and 10 minutes will bakę them if the oyen is sufB- 

ciently hot. Do not dry them all upj but take out as Łoon as 
nicely browned. 

Ws liave soid cakes out of tbe grocery for yeara, but neter 
found auy te give as goud satiaftiction aa tliesej either at table or 
counter, Tliey keep moisł^ and ai-e suffioiently ricli and light 
for all cake eateps. 

251. Ktedlmit (kacksre.—Vxit a teacupful of butler, and a tea- 
Rpoon of salt in two ąuarts of fiour ; mis with cold watiT ; beat 
them well, addlng flour until ąuite brittle and hard ; then roli 
as pie-omstj.-cut out, and bakę in a bot oyen. 1'hey answer nd- 
mirably for table use, oysters, soups, &c. If for iiiva!ids, use but 
■vei-y Ijttle butter. 

2. Sugar Crackers.—li at any time you deeire a sweet cracker, 
take fiour, 8 Ibs.j loaf sugar, 1 Ib.; butter, 1 Ib.; water, 3 pts., 
and make as the common cracker. 

3. NapleB Bieadt. — But if you want the nicest bieciiit of 
crackera which you eT«r eat, take wbite sugar, eggs, and 
llour, of each 1 Ib.; properly pulTerize, beat, sift, and niix all 
t(^ether and bakę. 

4. Caki, Niee irAthotił Eggs. — A Tery nice cake is mad* as fol- 
iowa, without e^s, and itwill keep well also^— Take floiir,3 1-2 
Ibs.; sugar, 1 1-4 Ibs.;' butter, 1 Ib,; water, 1-2 pt, having 1 
teaspoonful of saleratus dissolred in it. Bo!l thin, a^ bakę on 
iia sbeets. 
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5. Pork Cake, iHihmit Bidter or Egge, — A most deTig-litftit eaŁo 
is madę by tbe use of pork, whicL saveB the expense of butter or 
egga, and wŁen egga caiinot be got, even, you can liaye na nice a 
cake aa can be imagined. It niUBC be tasted to be appreciated ; 
and anotlier adTantage of it is tliat jou can make enongb somo 
leisure daj to last the season tbrougb, for I have eatea it t^ro 
months after it was haked, still nice and moist, so did the Pria- 
tera, and ackoowledged its beauty, 

Take fat poi'k, entirely free of Jean or rind, chopped v«y flne, 
HO fine aa to bo almost like lard, 1 Ib., and pour boiiing water 
upon it, 1-2 pt.; raisins, seeded and chopped, 1 Ib.; citpon ahaved 
into shreds, 1-4 Ib.; sugar, 2 cups ; molaBsee, 1 oup ; saleratus, 1 
teaspoon, mbbed fine and put into the iraolassea.

together, and atir in aifCed tloar to make the consistence of com- 
mon cake miitures; tben atir in nntmeg and eloYea, flnely 
groiind, 1 oz. eaph j cinnamon, aiso flne, 2 oz.j be goterned aboiit 
the timeof baking it by pntting a aliTer into it — when nothing 
adheres it is done, It sliould be baked alo^ly. 

You can snbatitute other fruit in place of the raiaina, if desirei!, 
using as much or aa little bh yon pJease, or nonę at all, and still 
liave a nice cake. In thiHreapect you lUay cali it the accommo- 
dntion cake, aa it accommodatea itaelf to the wisJies or circim- 
staiices of its lo^ers, for they would be nil lovera oT good calie.

C. Bfidi G(iu— Prasuming tbat tliis.book mayfall into ilio 
liands of some persona who ma3' occasionally have a weddfng 
amongat them, it would be impeffect without a " wedding cake," 
and as I have lately bad an opportunity to test this one vpun 
"auch an occasion," in my«wn ianiiły, I canbeoF teatiniony, 50 
can the "Printe^" to ite adaptation for all aimilar displaya. 
Take butter, 1 1-2 Ibs.; augap, 1 3-4 Iba.j 1-2 of wliich ia to be 
Orleanu sugar; eggs weil beaten, 2 Iba.; raisins, 4 Iba,, iaTJng 
the seeda t^en out, and chopped; English cnrrajita, hiiTing the 
grit picked aut, siaA nicely wmehed, 5 Iba.; eitron, cut flne, 2 Iba.j 
aifted flour, 2 Iba.j nutmegs, 2 in Bumbei, and mace ae much in 
bulk; alcohol, 1 gillta 1-2 pt., in wbicb a dozen or tlfteen drops 
of oil of lemonhaye been put. When ready to make youi' calie, 
weigb yonr butter and cut it in pieoes, and put it where it will 
soften but not melt. Neit, stir the butter to a iream, and theu , 
add the augar and work till wbite. Nest beat the yolks of the 
egga, and put them to the augar and butter. Meanwhile anothci' 
person sbould beat the whit^ to a stiff ftoth and put them \w. 
Tlien add the apioea and flour, and, last of oll, the fruit, escept

The pan in which it is baked should be about 13 inehes aci:si5& 
tlie top and 5 1-2 or 6 inchea deep, without scallops, and two- 3 
cjuart paiis also. which itwill fili, and tliey wili reqaire to bs' 
liiiked about 3 to 4 hours. But it is impossible to giTe definite 
ruloB ft^ to the tinie reąuired in bakiiig eake. Try wbether the 
cake is done, by piercing it witli a broom splinter, and if uothiog 
adherea, it is done, 

Butter tbe cake pana well, aud if tbe pans are lined Tpith bat- 
tered wbite paper, tbe cake will be less Jiable to buru. Moring 
oakes while bakiiig tends tp make tliemlieaTy. 

Tha.price of a large "Bride Oake," like this, would be abofit 
fl^l2, and the coat of making it would be about ^3 only, witb 
jour two smali . ones, whicli would coet as muidi to buy Ójem as 
ifc doGB to make th.e whole three. 

7. Finit Ot^Te.— Ab side aooómpaninwntB to tbe "Bride Cske," 
you will reąuire several "Pruit Cakes," whicli are to be madę aa 
foliowa: — Take 3 Ibs. eacli, of butter, sugar, Bnglish currantB, eggs 
and flour; mis, as in tlie "Bride Oake," and bakę in scajloped 
tiii3, making about O cakoa, irliich would cóst Irom Cl,50 to $2 
apiece, if bóiigbt for the oooasion. 

8. F^ting, or Lńng, for CnSe.—Either of tbe aboTa cakes should 
beń-osted, fopwhioh p»rpose take the wbitea of 8 eegs and beat 
them to ft perfect froth, and stLff, haying 2 Ibs. of pulTerized 
wbito sngar, in whieli you hare mised 1 tablespoonfiil of fice 
starcb, and i-2 oz. of palyerized gum arabie;, sift ali into the 
beateu cgg, and stir the miiture well aud long, 

It ia beat to put it on when the cake is not too het, which 
allows it to be put on ąnite thiok. And do not place it in the 
aren to dry, whieb many rccomniend, aa it takee but Jittle beat 
to brown it. But you may flayor it by sq«eeziiig in the juice of 
ona lemon, or by nsing the estmcta, aa preferred. 

It ia beat not to take jnueh pains in putting on the firat coat 
of frosting, aa little bita of tbe cake will mis np with it, and 
give the fl'oating a yellftw appearajice, but on the neat day malce 
morę frosting the same aa the firat, and apply a aecond coat, and 
It will be wbite, elear, and beautiftil. 

2S2. Yankee Srowa Bread. — For each good-sized loaf being 
raade, take 1 l-2pintsof com meal,and pour boiling water upon 
it, to wet it aJI or to scatd it ppoperly ; let stand until only biood 
warm, tben put about 1 ąt. of rye flour upon the meal, and pour 
in a good bowi of emptyings, wJth a little saleratus diaso!ved in 
a gilt of water, kneadrng in morę flour, to make of the eansis- 
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tence of common lii.'ead. If jou raise it lyitt. yeast put a little 
salt in the meal, but if you raise it with salt-risinge, or empty- 
ings, which I prefer. no morę salt śs needed. Form lato loayes, 
sad !et tliem set an hour and a half, or until light, in a cool 
place, in summ«r, and oii tbe heartJi or under the etoye in win- 
ter, tlien bakę abeut two hours. Make the dougli fully aa stilf 
&s for wheat breiwl, or a. little barder, for if madę too »ołt it Soea 
siot rise good. The old style was to use only one-tlurd' pye flour, 
but it does not icea/r if nnide that way, or, in otber irords, most 
persona get tire3 of it wben laoUly coru mealj but I ueyer do 
whejł. mosU;) rye flaur. 

Let ali pHFoOus bear iR mind that bread sliouM 'aevm' be eaten 
t!ie iUiy Oli wliich it ia baked, and masl poHlivJy muat tliis be 
obseryed by di/spspHcii^ 

Hotels neyer ought to be witliout tliis bread, nor families wbo 
lare for lieoJtb. 

3. GmMm, Bi-md.—l find in Zion''s Herald, of Bostoii, edited 
Ły Eev. E. O. HaTsn, foiToerly » Profesaor ia tbie UnlYfifiily at 
this city, a few remarks upon tbo "difterent kinds of inuad," iii- 
cluding G/ońmn, which bo fully explains the pUUusopbii ;iiul trao 
principlea of bread maAwłj that I gire thein an insertiou ful' tho 
beneflt of idl bread makers. Tt eaya : 

" Rice flour added to wheaten flour enabjea it to tako up a:n 
inereaaed quantity of water. ISee the "New Freucb Method of 
Making Bread," — Nb. 258.] Boiled and inaslied potntoes tiised 
with tle dougli caiise the bread to retain mojature, and prerent 
it fram drying and ummbling. Rye makes u dark-colored bread, 
and is cfipable of being fennented and raised in the same manner 
as wheat. It retains ita fi-eshness and moisture longer tban. 
wheat. An admizture of rye-ilour with that of wheat decidadly 
improTeB the latter in thisrespect. Indian com bread. is mudi 
\ised in this country. Mised with wheat and rye, a dough is 
produced capable of fermentation, but puie maize naeal can not 
be fermented ho aa to form a light bread. Ita gluten lacks the 
tena«ious ąuality neceaaary to produce tbe r^ular oell-structure. 
It is most eommonly used in the form of cakea, madę to a certain 
degree light fey eggs or sour milk, and saleratns, and is generaUy 
eaten warm. Indian com is ground into meal of yarious degrees 
of coarsenesa, but is nerer madę so flne aa wheaten flour. Bread 
or oakes from maize reąulre a considerably longer time to be 
ncted upon by heat in the baking (a-ocess than wbeat or vye. If 
ground wheat be unbolted, that is jf its bran be not separated, 
wheat iwal ca- Oraniem, flour results, from which Graliam or dys- 
pepsia bread is produced. It is madę in the same generał way 
aa other wheaten bread, but reąuires a little peeuliar manage- 
ment. Upon this point Mr. Graham remarks; — 'The wheat

^■aeal, and eapecially if it is ground coarsely, swells considerably 
iii tlis dough, a,ud tlierefore the dough slionld not at ilrst be 
jiiiide qaite so stiff aa that madę of euperfine flour ; and wiien it 
js raiaed, tf it ia found too soft to mould well, a little morę nieal 
may be added,' It should be remarked tliat dough madę of 
wlieat meal wiU take on the aoetoiia fermentation, or become 
!-(iur sooner tban that madę of fine fioui'. It reąuirea a liotter 
.iiveji, and to be baked louger," but must not stand so long after 
beiiig mixed, before bating, as that madę from flonr. 

253. Browii Bread 5iscmi— Take 2 qtB. of córa meal; 3 pts. of 
rye floiir, and 1 pt of wheat flour ; 2 ov 3 spoonsful of y^t, 1 
spoonful of molaBseSj nada teaspoonful of auper-carbonate of soda, 
niixed in tlae yeast. BJiead OTsrnightfor breakfast. If persona 
will eat wai-m bread, tbis or the buckwheat short-oske shonld be 
the ouly kinds eaten. 

254. Biiekwheai Shorteaka.- — Taić* 3 or 4 teacnps of nice sour 
milk, 1 teaspoonfulof soda saleratiis, dissoWed in the milk, if the 
liiilk is very sour you raust use Baleratua in proportion, witb a 
little salt, mix upa dougb with buckwheat flour, thongh tlUckei' 
tban you would mix the same &r griddle cakes, say quite ntiff, 
put into a buttered tin, and put directly into the stoye oven and 
bnke aboiit 30 minutea, or as you would a shwtcakB from oom- 
mon flour. It tJikes the place of the griddle cake, also of the 
sliortoake, in eTepy senae of tbe word, — nice witb meat, butter, 
liouey, molasses, &a. No shortening is used, and nu need of set- 
ting your disli of batter orer nigjit (or a djwtkm Imsbmid to set 
his foot in. "Wet the top a little and warm it up at nest meal 
if any is left, — it is just as good aa wben fli'at madę, 'while grid- 
dle cakea haye to be tbrown. away. It is very good cold, also. 

Was the beauty of thia cake iinown tothemajority of persona 
tUrot^h the oountry generally, buckwheat would become as stą- 
pię an article of commeroe as the common wheat. Do not fail to 
^iye it a trial. Some persons, in trying it, ]ittve not had good 
!ack tbe flrst tjme ; they liave failed from the milk^s being too 
savr for the amount of aaler.atns used, or from making tlie dough 
too tlim. 1 Khiak I can say we haye madę it hundreds of timea 
witb sucoess, as I could eat it while dy^eptic, when I could eat 
no o&ier warm bread. 

255. Limon Fie, ea^tra litcs.— Grate oif what rind you can Irom 
one lemon, theii sąueeze out the juice and chop up tbe balance 
Yery flae ; put all together and add 1 teacup of water, 1 cu(> of 
sugar, 2 tablespoonsful of flour, and wopk into a smooth pastę ; 
beat the yolks of 4 and the whites of 2 e^s together, and mix 
ivith the poste, and bakę with only one cmst.; .while these ara 
bakjng, beat tiie wbites of the 2 eggs saTed for that purpose, to a 
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atiff froth and add to it 2 tafaleapoonaful of pulverized white sw- 
gar, and when tlie pies are done, spread ttils frirfting eciually 
oyer them, and set again iu the oven and brown sliglitly. Oue 
good eized lemon makea two of tlie nicest pies I ever eat. In 
making tiiis or any otiier pie wliich. has a juicy misture to be put 
into it, take an egg and beat it weli, then wet over tlie top of 
tbe bottom crust before yon put in the pie iiiisture. Tliis pre- 
Tents it from soaking into the crnet, whioh both prevents tlie 
crust from rising or bakiiig ; aud for pies wliich liave a top crast 
also, wet tlie top with the same brfore bakiug, wlikh giiies it a 
be^tiful yellow-brown. 

256. Apple Pie laldcŁ is BigestiUe. — Inatead of ]itixing up joas 
crnst with water, lard, or iutler, making it -/^'p ridi with shorten- 
ing, as eustomary for apple pies, mis it up every way just as you 
would for biscuit, using sonr wilk aaid aatefaiws, with a UttU lard 
or butter (mly, mising the dougb. quite atiff, roli aut rather thin, 
iay it npon your tin, or plate, ajid hayji^ ripe apples Bliced op 
chopped nicely and laid on rather tliick to coirespond with the 
thickness of the oruat when it becomes light, and STigar according 
to the acidity of the apples, then a top orust of the same and bakę 
well, pnttingthe eggupon the crastK, asmentioned in the "Lem- 
on Pie" reoipe, and you haye gotapio-that isfit to eat, butwhere 
you make the cnist with water, and cook the apples and put 
them on, it soaks the ci'ust, whioh does not bakę, and no stomacb 
oan digest it, whilst our way gires 3'Ciu a nice light crust, and 
does not take half the shoi^tening of tlie water plan, yst perhaps 
nothing is sayed pecunianly, as butter goes as finely with tlie 
bścuit crust pies, when hot, as it does with. biacuit, but the pi» 
is digeatible, and wbea it ia cold it does not taste bad to cut it 
up on yaur plate, with plenty of sweetened eream. 

257. Apples, to Bakę Steaiuboat Si^^e,— -Betów tAon Freserwe. — 
Take mod^ately sour apples, when rip^ and with a poeket 
knife cut out the stem, and flowei^end also, bo ns to remoTe the 
skin from these cnp-shaped caTities, wash thera and place them 
in a dripping-pan, now łlll thoae caTities with brown sugar, and 
pretty freely betweea them ałsoj with sugar, aud then !ay on a 
iew lumps wF butter orer the sugar, plaoe thera, thua arranged, 
into the otou when you begin to heat up the- etova far breakfast 
or dinner, and keep them lu until perfectly baked through and 
soft; and takethemnp on plates, wnilehot, by means of aspoon, 
and dip the grayy, arising from the apple-jiiice^ augar and butter, 
over them, Should any be left, aftra^ the meal is OTer, set them 
by until the nest meal, when they may be placed in the stoYO- 
OTeii until hot, and they will haye all the beauty of the flrst 
baking. Or perhaps some personę may prefer them fried, aa. 
follows : 
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2. Fried Apples, actra liioe.— -Take any nice sour cooking upples, 
audi ifter wiping tłiem, cut them into alicea about one-iourth 
i>f an inch thick; haye a frying-pan ready, in wbich tbere is a 
smali amount of lavd, aay 1-2 or 3-4 of an inch in depth. Tha 
lard must be hot before the slices of applea are put in. Drop in 
the alicea just aa you would fritters. Let one side of tiiem fry 
uutii brown, theo tum, and put « smali quantity of sugar on the 
bi^owned aide of each elice. By the time the other side la 
bfowned, the augar wili be melted and spread oyer the wliole 
BUrfaoe. Serve them up hot, and you will haye a diah good 
eiiough for kingą and queens, or any jjoor man'9 breakfast, and 1 
think tliat «ti«i the Preńdmt would not refuse a few slices, if 
praperiy cooked. There is but httle oŁoico between frying 
iind baking by these plans; either one is Tery nice. 

258. New Freńcli Metkod o/Makmc Breorf.— Take nice rice, 3-4 
!b.; tie it np in a thick linen bag, giving ample room for it lo 
swell, ; boil it from 3 to 4 houra, or until it becomea a perfect 
pastę ; niix thia while wurm with 7 Iba. of flouT, adding the 
usual ąuantities of yeast and salt; allow the dongh to work a 
proper time near the flre, then di'ide ihto loares. Dust them 
in, and Icnead Tigorously. TJns ąuantity of flour and rice inakea 
about 13 1-2 Ibs of bread, which will Łeep moiat much longer 
than withoiit the rice. It waa tested at the ionitoi Polpteclinie 
InsHtule, after havlng beeij, madę public in France, with the 
above results. 

259. Bread, io Fry, Better tlmi TooM,~-1vkii bread that is diy, 
the dryer the better, ao it is not mouldy, lirst dip it rather 
quickly into oold water, then into egga which are well beat, 
}iaving a little aałt lu them, then immediately fryforashort 
time in hot lard, or until the surface ia a pretty yellow or liglic 
brown, aocording to the heat of the lard. I have neyer eat 
bread cooked in any form which auits me as well as this. 

260. Sakhtg Fowders, /ór Biscait tidllioitt Shorienitig, — Take 
bakipg aodft, 4 oz.; cream of tartar, 8 oz,; and properly dry them 
aeparately; then mix them with 4 oz. of buckwneat flour, and 
bottle it for uae. Keep the botties corked to prerent dampneas 
being absorbed from the atmosphere, wbich neutralizea the acid 
aiiii soda. TJse abont 1 1-2 teaspoonful to each ąiiart of flour 
being baked ; mix with milk, If you have it, if not, wet up with 
L^old water and put directly into the oven to bakę. 

261. Biscidi Pwddinc, wUhoiU Re-Baking. — Take water, 1 qt. 
sugar, 1-4 Ib.j butter, the size of a hen's egg; flour, 4 table- 
apoonsful; nutm^, grated, 1-2 of one; mix the flour with just 
sufficient cold water to rub np nil the lumpa while the balanse 
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of tlie water is beatiiig, mis all, and split the biscuit once or 
twiee, and put into thia grayy while it is hot, and keep hot un- 
til used at table. It uses up cold biscuit, and I prefer it to riclier 
paddings. It is indeed wortii a trial. 

262. Old EngUeh Chrislmas Fliim Puddi^g, — Tbe Harrisbnrg 
Telegraf fumisli^ its readers with a rejiipe for the real "Old 
Englisb Ohristmas Plum Pudding." . After bariiig given thia 
pudding a fair test, I am willing ta endorse eyepy word of it, 
and wiah for the holiday to eome oftener than once a year : 

"To malca what is called a pound pudding, talie of raisins 
well stoned, but not chopped, curraiita thoFoughIy washed, 1 Ib. 
each ; chop 1 !b. of suet yery flnely and mix with themi add 1-4 
ib. of flour or bread yery findy crumbledi 3 oz. of augar; \ 1-2 
«z. of grated iemon pee!, a blade of mace, 1-2 of a smali nutmeg, 
1 teaapoonful of giager, 1-2 doz. eggs wdl beatenj ■nork it well 
together, put it in a cloth, tie it flimly, allowing room to swel!, 
put it intfl boiling water, and boil not ksa than two lionre. It 
should not be s«ffeved to stop. boiling." The cloth, when about 
to be used, shonld be dipped into boiling water, sąueeaed dry, 
and floured j and when the pudding is done, have a pan of cold 
■water ready, and dip it in for a moment aa soon as it comes out 
. of the pot, wliich prevents the pudding froin stiekiiig to tlie elotii. 
For a dip^ayy lor tbis or other pnddinga,.Hee the "Biscuit 
Pudding, without Ee-Eaking," Of : ■ 

3. jSjwsodiB^ 51i.łsce,/(wP«(idM!4(s.— Averynice spreadingsauce 
ig madę by takiiig 4 oz. of butter and 6 oz. of Bugar, with a p-ated 
nntmeg, and mbbing them eyenly together with a knife ; the*e 
are about the proper proportions, but more or less caji be mado 
aa deaired, and more or leaa nutmep can al*o be used, or any other 
flavoring in their place. Tbis aauce is nice on baked pudding!!, 
Łot or cold, and to tell it aU, it is not bad on bread. 

263. ladirm Fudding, to Sake. — Take niee sweet milk, 1 qf.; 
butter,! oa,;. 4 eggs, well-fceaten; Indian meal, 1 teacupfiil; 
raisina, 1-2 lii.; sugar, 4 oz. Scald the milk, and stir in tho 
meal whilst boiling; then let it stand nntil oniy blood-wami, 
and stir all wcil together, and bakę about 1 1-2 bours. Siiten 
with sweetened cream, or either of the pudding sauces mentioncd 
in the " Christmaa Pudding." 

2. Indian Pudding, to Boil. — To make an Indian pudding for 
boiling, take 1 qt. of com meal with a little salt, and scnld it 
with hot water ; when cool stir into it 1-2 doz. eggs wel! beaten, 
with Eonr milk ajid saleratus, a proper amomit to make a rather 
thick batter, or about a teacupfol ctf sour milk with a teaspoon- 
fulof aaleratuawill beright ; then atirin raisina, 1 Ib., op EngJish 
currants, dried blackherries, raspben-ies, whortleberrios, &c., 
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answer eyery pui^pose, and are, iii fact, rery nice iii place of tbe 
raisina. Boil ahout 1 1-2 hoars. For sauces see tbe "Christ- . 
mas Pudding," aiso. Or; 

3 Qmj!k litMttt Pudding. — Take 1 1-2 eupa of so<ir mili; ; 2 
e^s well beaten; 1 Bniall teaspoon of saleratua, disłolyed iii tlie 
milk; theji sift in dry córa meal, and stir to the conaiatence of 
corn bread ; theii stir in 1-2 Ib. of any of the fniita fflentioned 
above, or, ił you liave no frnit, it ia quite nice withmit any ; tie 
up and boil 1 hour; sweetened cream with a littl& nutmeg 

As I liaTe juat eaten of this for my dinner, I tbrow it in estra, 
for it is worthy. 

i. Monr Piidding, to BoU. — When persons baye planty of driod 
applea or peachea, and not much of the smaller fruita, ov desire 
a change from them, take wheat flour sufBdent to make a good 
pan of tńscuit, and mis it np aa for biaouit, witb Bonr milk, eal- 
eratua, and a little biitter or liCrd, roli out ratber thicker than 
for pie-cmat ; now having yonr apples ov peachea nieely stewed, 
Bpread a layer of them 0¥er tbe dough, aa it lies upon the table, 
and, if you choose, scatter overtbema handful of raisins, or any 
other of the dried fniitsmentionod; roli up the wholetogether, 
and boii aboiit 1 liour. For Eaucea aee tbe " Ohriatmas and Bi&- 
euit PuddingB." 

The GOrn meal pnddinga are roucŁ tbe mOst liealtky, and 1 pre- 
fer tibeir taste to those raade with flour.' 

5. Potaio Piidditig. — Hub throngb. a eoiauder 6 iarge, or 12 
middle-sized potatoes; beat 4 egga, mis with 1 pt. afgoodmilk; 
stir in tbe potatoes, angar, and aeasoning to taate; bntter a disli; 
bakę 1-2 hour. This recipe is simplo and economjcal, as it is 
madę of what ia wasted in many familiea, namely, cold potatoea, 
whicb may bo kept 2 or 3 dayp, until a suffioient ąnanf ity is co!- 
leoted. To fae eater. with bntter. 

6. Gheen, Com Fvdding.~-Take 2 doz. ears of green com, eplit 
the kemels lengthwise of the ear wttli a eharp knife, tlien with 
a case knife acrape the com from tbe cob, leaying the hulls on 
the cob ; mis it with 3 to 4 qts. of rich sweet milk, add 6 cpgs, 
well beat, 2 tablespoonsful of angar, salt to the taste, bakę it 3 
houre. To be eaten kot with butter. 

2G4. Green Com Omikt. — Take 12 ears of boiied com and re- 
moTe it from the cob aa mentioned in tbe " Green Oorn Pudding," 
above. The splitting allows the escspe of the pulp, whilst the 
buli ia held by the cob ; beat up 5 egge, atir tbem in witb the 
com, season witb salt and pepper, form into email eakes, and fry 
the mixture to a nice brown, and you will haye a verj/ nice omeUi. 

265. Bock- Wood) Preserua. — Moderately boil a pint of molas- 
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aes from 5 to 20 minutea, according to its couaistency ; flien ntld 
3 egg?, thorouglily beaten, haatily atirring them in, and oontiiiiie 
to hoil a few minutes longer, when season with a nutmeg or 
lemoiŁ. Do not fail to glye it a trial. 

263. French Ihneij. — One pcrnnd of wliite augar ; 6 eggSj leiiving 
o«t tliB wliitea crf 2 ; the juice of 3 or 4 lemons and the grated 
rindof 2j and 1-4 Ib. of butter, Stir oyer a slow ftre nntil it ia 
fttjout tlie consistency of honey.

until perfectiy light, and theli.bake on a griddle, in tin ring^ 
luade for the purpose. These are merflly fiti'ips of tin 3-4 of on 
inoh wido, mside Jnto ringa from 2 1-2 to 3 inches in diameter, 
without bottom— the ring being simply piaced on a griddle, and 
the batter poured in to fili it. 

2C8. Apple FHttei's. — JMake a batter, not Yery etiff, with 1 fjf. 
of sour mill^ onA a, teaspoonful of saleratus to gweetes the milk; 
3 eggs, and flour to briag it to a ligbt conaiatence. Parę an<t 
eore a doaen lai'ge applea, and chop them to about the size of 
smali peas, atid mix them well in the batter. Fry them in lard, 
as you wonld dough-nuts. Eaten witli sugar or molawies. 

2C9. Fi-uit Jams—lo make fruit jains suitable for flaroring 
nyrupa, you will take raspbeiTies, blackberriea, Btrawberries, 
gooaeberries, wbite or red curranta, all of which should be per- 
fectiy ripe, nice mellow peacLea, pine applea, plums, &a, &c, and 
rub them through a sieve snfficiently fine to keep back all the 
seeds, of courae using only one kind of fruit at one time, then 
put what comes thj-ough the sieve into a auitable kettle, over ii 
slow fire, skimming well, and stirring the misture all the tini.e 
until the bulk is reditced one-third, then having preriondy 
woighed youc kettle, weigh kettle and misture, and add nii-e 
wbite sugar, pound for pound, deducting the weight of the ket- 
tle, and atew again 20 or 30 minutes longer. This, wbon cool, 
may be bottled and kept for any reasonable length of time, and 
for flaToring ayrups, &c., will be fouud Tery nice.

5. Rosi-Waier. — Taks the oarbonate of magnesia, 1-8 oz.; oil

camplior gum, and rub or triturate with the camphor iirat, which 
enables you to wofk it up with 1-2 oz. of msgresia ; then grad- 
iially add 1 qt. of water, as mentioned in the ivaters aboTB, and 
liltered. 
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271. Waskmri Efiiiti.— Take 1 Ib. of sal soda, 1-2 Ib. of good 
stoue limę, and 5 ąts. of water ; Ipoil a short time, stirring ucca- 
sioiiaiiy, then let it sottle and pour olF the o!ew flnid into a 
stoiie jug and eork for use ; sonk your white olothes oyei night, 
in siiBple water, wring out, and soap wrist-bands^ collars, and 
dirty O!- atainod places. If 3'ou wish to waah on Monday, just 
put some milk-wai^m suda to the clothes about balf an bour, then 
wring out and soap as aboTe, will do just os well as soaking 
them over night., and my wife thinks better than soaking oyer 
niglit, Haye your boiler lialf fliied with water, and when at 
seaiding heat, pat in one comnion teaeapfui of the fluid, stir and 
put in your clothes, and boil for half an hour, then rub lightly 
through on) ands imly, rinsing well in tbe bluing water, as usual, 
and nil 'a complete. 
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For eacli additional boilet; of elotbes add half a eupful of the- 
Baid oni;', through the whole wadiii^. If moee watei is needed 
in the boiter for the last clothes, dip it from the sudsiug tub. 
Softk jour woolen and cali co in the suda from which tou haye 
washed the white clothes, wbilst hanging them out, dipping in 
some of the boiling water from the boiler, if DeceBnaiy, tben 
wash out the woolen and calico aa usual — of courae woshing out 
woolen goods before you , do the calico. The fluid brightens in- 
Btead of fading the colora in eniieo.. 

Tbis plan not only aaTes the iwo rubbings which women gire 
their clothes before boiling, Łnd morę than half of the soąp— does 
not injiire the clothes, but sa^es their wear in two rubbings be- 
fore boiling, and ia a good articla foc remoTing greaee from floora 
and doors, nod to remoie tar or groaae from handa, windows, 
&C., and cures warts by wetting them once or twice daily, for a 
few daya only. 

I hope every lady into whose banda thia recipe may fali, will 
gire it a trial, aa my femily ha^e nowused it nearly &ve years, 
not miasing a single washing. It does not injnre clothes, but 
makea them wash fulJ or morę than one-half easier thaa the old 
way. 

The honor of this recipe is accredited to Prof. Liehig, of Gei"- 
many See Jacob Schoena certiflcate of its use iu that country. 

I haye found many women usinĘ tncpentine, alcohol, ommonia, 
camphor gum, &c., in their washing fluids, but nonę of them 
ought ever to be uaed for Buch putposes ; the tutpentine and 
alcohol eapeciailj, tend to open the pores of the. skin, and tlius

And heie let me aay, i£ it ia possible to aToid it, nerer allow 
the woman. roho waahea the clothes, and thus becomes arar™ and 
światy, to hang them out, and eapecially eught this to be regard- 
ed m the wmter or isindii weather. Many consumptions are un- 
doubtediy brouglit on by these freąuent tepeated colds, in thia 
way 

2. Bhmrig IAquid,for CloSies, — Much of the bluingused ispoor 
Btuff, leaTing specks in the clothes. To anoid this; 

Take aoft Prussian blue, pulTerized, 1 oz.; oxalic acid, aho 
pulTerized, 1-4 oz.; soft water, 1 cjt.; mis. The acid dissohes 
the hlue and. holda it erenly in the water, so that specking will 
noTer taks' place. One or two tablespoons of it issufflcientfora 
tub of water, accordingto the size oEthe tub. 

Chinese blue, when it can be goŁ, is the beat, and only coata 1 
shilling an ounce, with 3 centa for the a«id, will giye better eat- 
isfaction than 50 cent'a worth of the common bluing. 

272. Soft SoapifoT Salf the Etepstise and One-fottrib Ihe Troahle o/ 
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łhe Old way. — Take 4 Ibe of wliite bnr softp, (yellow soap will do.) 
cut flne and diasolye it in 4 gals. of soft water, and add 1 Ib. óf 
sal soda. Wheu all ia disso!ved and well mised, put away for usb, 

If you obtain tlie wliite soiip, whieh has not already liad sal 
Boda mised with it, you will be bighiy pleased witli yout soap. 

Tliis soap can be madę tŁicker or tlSoner, by using morę or 
less water, as you may tliink best after once makiiig it, ETen 
in cmnmon soft soap, if this ainount of sal soda is put into tliat 
nnmber of gals., washing wili be done mudi easier, and the soap 
will morę Siaa compsusate for tlie espensc aiid troable of the 
Etddition. 

273. Soap, IViw!s;)iM-me.— Take nioe bar soap, 6 Ibs.j out it 
thin and put it iuto a brass, tin, or copper kettle, witli 1-3 gal. of 
akoliol, lieating gradually OTer a bIow fire. atirriug until all is 
diaaolyed; then add an ounce of sassafras eissence, and stir until 
weii mined ; now pour into pans about 1 1-2 incbes deep, and 
wben cold, cut into sąuare bars, the length or width of the pan, 
as desired. Tliis giTes you a nice toiiet soap for a trifling ex- 
pense, and when fiilly dry is Tery transparent. 

2. Oiie Hm^ed Poy/itda of Good Soap for §1,30.— Take 6 Ibs. of 
potasli,75oentB; 41bs.oflard, 50 centa; 1-4 Ib. of rosin, 5 centa. 
Beat up the rosin, mix all together irell, and aet aaide for fiye 
days ; then put the whole into a tea galion cask of warm water, 
and stir twice aday for ten days, at the espiration of whicb 
time you will baye 100 Iba. of escellent aoap. 

3. Chemical Soft Ssap.— J. Hamilton, an Eiiglisli gentleman, 
and proprietor of the Eagle Hotel, Aurora, lad., makes their 
soap for house uso as follows ; — Take grease, 8 11^.; caustLc soda, 
8 Iba.; sal soda, 1 Ib,; melt tlie grease in a kettle, melt the sodaa 
jn 4 gala. of water, and pour all into a barrel holding 40 gaUout, 
aad flli up witb soft water, and the labor is done. 

4. Makmg Soap ioidmU Heat.—Mr. Tomlinaoa, writing to 
JudgeBuel, says, — "My wife bas no trouble about soap. The 
gi^eaae is put into a cask, and strong iye added. Dnring the 
year, as the fat increoses, morę Iye is stirrcd in, and occasionally 
stiiTed with a stick that ia kept in it. By the time the cask is 
fuli, the Boap ia madę for use." There is no miatake about this 
inaunerofmakingaoap, The only objectof boiling isto increaae 
the strength of iteoA Iye and hasten the proeess. 

5. Windsor, or To&ei Soap. — Cut aome new, white, bar soap 
into thin slices, melt it oyer a slow flre, and scent it with oil oif 
earaway; when perfectly dissolved, pour it into a niould and kt 
it remiM» a wenk, then cut^ it into aucli sizcd sąuares as you may 

274. Tailow Candlei, for Sumner UM.~Mvi. O. 11. Pricc, of 
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Ky., aends the foliowing item of housuliold jiractice to tlieeditoi' 
of the American Agriculiunat ; 

"As I liave just raade some of the nieest tallow candlea I eTer 
saw,I will giTemy i'e<3ip9 for the beneflt of yonnghousekeepers. 
i Meaiihed luid hardeaed 34 pounda of yery soft and yellow tal- 
low and one pound of black beeswas, by gently boiling the tal- 
low out^ioor in the sun 2 days, in 2 gals. of weak lye, stirring 
and skimming it often. EacŁ morning I cut out the tallow and 
Bcraped off the bottom thnt was soft, and put in fresh iye. Tkti 
third day I put iu freali watep, in which was dissolved 1 Ib. of 
aUim, 1 ib. of saltpetre, aud a little bluiug. After eimmering:, 
stirring, skimming, and straining it, it waa as elear and wliite a* 
Bperm, and ready to dip. 

I bleached my wiek t-ery white, and gently twisted it arolind 
smali cane rods; allowing for 1 doa. candlea to weigh 3 Ibs., I 
put on wieka for 15 doz. candlea for the 34 Ibs. of tallow. When 
tlie tallow was hot, 1 put 1-2 oz. of oil of bei'gamot in, whicU 
peifumed it aweetly. I then dipped the caudles in the nsunl 
way, making them ratber ahorter for aummer, hat aa laąje as 
mould candlos. When dane, the end of the trick ahould "be dip- 
ped in turpentine, to canse tliem to light ąuiokly, and the can- 
dlea are iw phts idtra. Talk of a perfumed breath — it is not 
morę agreeable tbńii a perfumed oandle, (I think I deseiwe a 
patent for my inYention,bntI will giTe it to j/oin' readers gratis.) 
We dipped them in two hours, and did not have i»ie drop of tal- 
low on the floor I We bad two or three poimds kft — it is not 
well ta dip too cloae. We lijdtbmt ft tt

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Mr. S. Botsford, 3 lailes from this ^ity, aiyjJied a liaiaiel of tliis 
tivr to about 500 posts, S years ago. 1 Łaye esamined them 
tlioroiiglily aboTC ground. The tar still forma a periect coat as 
if jiist applied. He dugupone post wlien 8 yeara under groand, 
and found all aa perfect as wlien flrst set. He lias now posts on 
liand witt the tar applied ready to set in tlie Bpi'ing, and woiild 
not tliink of putting down & post without it 

The only oDJeotion to it aa a pamt aboye ground, is its offens- 
i^e Bmell, from the heat of the snii. 

So peraons ahould allow themselTea to set a single post with- 
out its application, and iarmerS who ai^e putting out mneh fence, 
tnnniBt poaaibly be so short-sighted as to aeglect it after it once 
cojnes to their notice. 

And Railroad Oompanies, wiio haye Euch irmnense stringa of 
fence to make, vrill cei-tainly nuike a sufBcient saying by adopt- 
iiig its use, to justify tliem in sending me a, L^e Pass ove>' thHr 
ruads, for getting this informatioB togeiher, aad calling theit at- 
iention to it. 

It la doubly important to Eailroad Oompanies from the fact tbat 
these roads rmi througli the most level portioaa of country, and 
con3equeiitly the most swampy and wet, therefore fence posts 
are the morę liabLe to rot. 

Tho modę of application is as foliowa : — Have a large iron ket- 
tle ao aiTiLnged ttmt jou caa make and keep the tar hot, then, 
after haying remoyed the bark, if awy, eet the end of the post 
into the tar, and jf the tar is not aufficieBtly deep to take the 
pojt into it as far aa you wiah to tar it, haye a swab of cloth 
tied upon a bfoom handle or other atick, and swab it up at least 
C to 10 inchea aboye the ground when tlie poat is set ; then lift 
up the poat, letting it drip a minutę, and lay it away npon rails 
or polea placed for tbat purpose, to dry, not allowing them to 
touch eaeh other until dry. 

Two men will tar about 500 poata io one day, and one barrei 
of tar will be aufBcient for about that number. Who then will 
hesitiite to adopt its use? 

276. Beef, to Piekle fw Ltmg Keepmg. — First rab salt into it 
and let it remain for 24 hours to draw oft the blood, tben take it 
np and let it drain, and pack as desiced, haying ready a piekle 
prepared aa foliowa: — For eyery 100 Ibs. of beef nse 7 Iba. of 
s-alt ; saltpetre, 1 oz.; cayenne pepper, 1 oa.; molasses, 1 qt., and 
water, 8"'gala.; boil and skim weU, and when cold pour it oyer 
tlie beef. This amount will eover 100 Ibs. of beef if it bas been 
properly packed. 

2. Beef, to Piekle for Winter of Premtt Use, awl for Brying. — 
Out your beef iuto sizabte pieces, sprinkle a little salt itpon the 
bottom of the barrei aolj^ thiiu piids: yoiu' bccf without Ealt 
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amongst it, and wLen piicked pour over it n brine madę by dis- 
sulviug 6 Ibs. ot salt foi' e^cli 100 Ibs. of beef, iu just sufłlcient 
culd watev to cover it, and you will flnd that you ean cut and 
fry as nice as fresh, for a long timfl, just riglit for boilii^, also, 
and wben it gets a little too aalt for frying, you cwi freslieii it 
nearly as niceÓy as pork for frying purposes, or yon can boil of it, 
tlien make a stew for breaJdast, Tery nice indeed. Tbis plan 
preaerres all iJJie Juiees of tlie beef; by tbe otber plaa it soon be- 
coraestoosalt foreatiiig, and tbejuioes are drawn off by tlie wilt, 
In 5 wąeka, perliaps b littJe less, sucli pieces as lire designed for 
dryiugwill be ready to liang up, byBoakingover night toremore 
the siSt from tbe outaide. Do not be afraid uf tbia way, ftir it is 
vefy nice for wlnter and diying purposes, but if any is lelt until 
Wiirm weatber, tbrow away lliis weak bi^ine, pnt salt nmongst 
what is left and coTer witłi fuli strengtli brine, And all ia right 
for loBg keeping. 

277. MultoTi, Hams to Piekle for Drj/ing — i-First tfika wenk brine 
ajid put tbe bama into it for 2 days, tben poui' ofl" ttucl npjily tlie 
following, and let it remain on from 3 to 4 waeks, accordiug to 
ahe: — for ench 100 Iba., take salt, 6 Ibs,; saltpetre, 4 ok,; salera- 
tns, 2 oa.; molatsea, 1 pt.; 6 gals. of water.will cover tlioae if 
well or closely packed. Tbe saleratus keeps tlie mutton from. 
becoming too bard. 

278. CuTing, Smoking, and Eeeping Htims.. — Eose Cottage, 
MuNOiE, Ind., Not. 26th, 1859.:— I nóticed m fflljcle iii tlie Ga- 
zette of yeBt«I^day, lieaded as above, from the pen of Mr. Alesan- 
der Brooks, taken from tbe Rwid Ntio Yorkee. and as I ba^e 
Bome useful experience in that linę, I desire to suggest my plan 
fi>r curing and keepirg : — To a caak of bama, say from 25 to .^0, 
after haring packed them oloaeJy and aprinkled them sliglitly witb 
Bslt, I let tbem lie thus for tbree daye; then make a brine auffl- 
cieut to coTer tbem, by pHtting saJt into elear watei', makiiig it 
strong enougb to bear up a aound egg or potata 1 then add 1-2 
Ib. saltpetre, and a galion of molassea ; let them lie in tbe brine 
for SL3C weeka — tbey are tben esactly right. I then take tbem 
lip and let tbem drain ; then, while damp, mb tbe flesh. side and 
tiie end of the leg witli fiuely pulverized, black, red, or eayenne 
pepper ; let it be as flne as duet, and dust eyery part of the fl.es]i 
Bide, then hang them np and amoke. You may lea^ye them liang- 
ing in the amoke-bouse or otber cool place wbere tbe rata cannot 
rraach tbem, and theyare perfectly sitfe from aliinsects, and will 
be a disb fit for a Prinoe, or aii American eitizen, whicb is better.

Mix the aboye, and pour the brme over the.meat, aftei' it haa 
inin iu the tub for Eoroe two dftja, Let the hams remain sis 
ii-eeks in the brine, and then tfry sereral daya before smokiuc. 
I linve generally bad the meat mhbed with flue salt, when it is 
packed down. The meat should be petfectly cool before pack- 
iiig. The potash keeps the luest from dsying up and becoming 

3. The Etiral Nm Yorkei's Melhod—ltsitjs: — " in the spring 
cut the smoked hnm iJi sliees, fry tiU paiiiy dane, pnck in a stoiio 
jar altemate layera of ham and grayy.

4. Tlie Nm Esigland 2^mfi''s "Smiiiig Ms Bacm" — Abont a, 
cnuple of years ago, we were eAtertained at the houae of a friend 
with a dinner of eggs and baoon, "We complimented onr boat on, 
the fiipeHoT qtialilp of hia bacon, and were cuiioua to mąuire th'> 
way to !ike aiiccesa in the preparatioD of a dainty article of di.et^ 
fbough one that is betterfitted for the palste of an epicurethan 
fur the stoaiach of a dyspeptic. To our surprise we were in- 
foiTOsd tbat that portion of oui; meal was cooked eight months 
before. TJpon asking for an esplanation, he stated that it was 
hia practice to aliee and fry his bacon imiaediately on ita being 
curod, and then pack it Ln tts own fat. When oecasion came for 
usingit,-the alicea alightly re-tried, h»ve all the JrtóhneEa and 
flayorof new bacon juBtpTĘpared. By tbis preeaution, our ftientl 
alwaya aucoeeded in "aaTiog his bacon," fresh and sweet, thipugh 
the hottest of weathar.— -A'Hd Ihigltmd Fcainer. 

5. Smoke^ Meatjto Presa-eefor Yews, or for Sea yoyagea.r^Kow 
often are we disappointed in our hopes of haying aweet hams 
during the Bummer? After carefully curing and smoking, and 
Bswing tliem np in baga and whits-waehing them, we find 
that either the fly ias Qonsm^iced ^ family in. otii; hams, or iii&t.

270. Pork, to Ham Fmhpom Winter KiUmiff, for Smnmsr Fry- 
tVj^,_„Tnke pork when killed in the early part of the winter and 
Jet ifc lay in piekle about a week or tea da3's, or nntil jnat suffi-- 
ciently salted to be palatable, tben Bbce it up aad fry it about 
Iialf or two-thirda aa much ag you would for present eating ; now 
lay it away ia ita own grease, in jara properiy ceyered, in a cool 
place, as you irould lard, When deaired^ in spring ot sumnier, 
to httTe fresh pork, taks out what you wish and pe-fry suitable 
for eating, and you bare it a5 niee as cau be JTnagined. Try a ' 
jar of it and know that some thinga caa be done as well asethers. 
It is eąually appljcable to haniB and shoulders, and i bftve no 
doubt it will work as well apon beef, usiiig la=d auflicient to 
oorer it, but I hara not tried it upon tliat. 

It works upon tlie principle of preserying fmits liy escluding 
the air, See No. 3, under No. 278. 

2. Salt Pork, for Frymg, nearlu Sqml to Fitsk—foj; the benefit 
of tliosĘ.who are obligsd to use consideiiable aalt pork, tlie fol- 
io wing metli od much in:q)TOves it foj; frying: ■Cut aa piany alicea 
aa may be needed, if for breakfaat, the night preyious, and soak 
till moniing in a quart or two of milk and water, about one-half 
milkj skimmed milk if n.ot too neac souiing, is best; rinse till 
the water is elear and then fiy. It ia iiearly or guite as nice as 
freah pork, — both tbe fat and the lean parta. 

3. Aiid if IM Slices aie roUed in «om meal, Mica or twice a 
week, yon will aljnost thiak that you have^s/(. 

4.- Eemakk^^Oh tlie [Jse ofJ^t Mea/s. — There is so mueh sa'd 
agaińłst the uae of fat meats and especially, ^(wA, aa an article <.f 
dietj that I cannot refrain ftom giyjng Wie 0}^iiU opinions cf 
those in liigh plucea, corroborated also by my own e.'rperitnce.. 

Dr. Dison, of tbe Scalp^l, sojae time ago, assumed the position 
that " tbe uae of oila would deerease tlie yictinia of cooaurnption 
«iij«-teuths, and that that was the whole secret ef the use ef cod 
liyer oil, to take the place of fat meats." 

Dr. Hooker's obaeryations on tbe uae of fat meats, connected 
with consomption, ai'e as foUows : 

"Firsi. Of all persona botween the agea of fifteen and twenty- 
iwo yeacs, iji0i:e than one-fifth eat na fat meat. Seaind.. Of per- 
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sona at tlie age of 45, all, excepting less tliati one in fifty, Laljitually 
nae fat meat. Tldrd, Uf persona who, between the ages of 15 nnd 
22 aToid fiit meat, a few ac^uire an appetite for it, and liye to a 
good old Rge, while the greater portion die with phtbesis (con- 
Bumption) before 35. FumiA. Ot peraoiiB djing witli plituesis, 
•between the ages of 12 and 45, nine-tenths, at kast, liave neyer 
iised fet meat." 

Most indmduals wio avoid At meat, alao nse little butter or 
■oily grayies, though mony compenaate for this want, in part, at 
leaśt, by a free use of those articles, tuid aJao ^jIIł, eggs, and 
yarious Baecharme Bubstances. But they i"on titnti' in un[iei 
fect substitate for fat meat, without whi h i i 1 t i thn

Why do ao many youflg laMcs, yonng dsrgymen, and otlier siiir- 
dsnts die of coDsumptiou'? Simply becanse ekicken, ot other lean 
meatfl, hot biscuit, Ła., without ezercise, maise up the eums of 
tlieii" diet, wheaif they wouldeat/«(meatB,n'itli breadnot le^a 
than one day old, smiii fioors, aaw wood, at other (ww esoi-eise, 
aceording to sex, an hour at eacli end of each day, ,(except Snn- 
days, of conrso,) they niight be Ępared ibr yeara, perhaps to long 
lives of usefułuesa to tlioir farailies, congregations, or Mie world. 

280. Fi-uUs, Berrka, ^c, to Can. — Ab Iruita are tisually pri- 
serueA, the natural HaTOr is noairly or quite ]ost, wliile they are 
Tendered less healthy, if not po3itively miliealt^/. 

To presorYO fralts properly, the simple agent in the work ia 
ńeai, with exclnaionfiróra the air. If after the applieation of liuat 
for a ccrtam time, they are sealed up in air-tight-cans, thej will 
keep for almoBt an indefinite time. And tliat cerlofl/n time is 
aimply sufBcient time to drive out the air which. they contain. 

Pirat, then, let me say a word about.the cana. My experience 
teaches me that eona wMcli liaye a Imig Tieak, ^ass is ppeferred, 
aad stop with a cork, are altc^tlier preferable. iSy reaaon ia 
thia, aa the contenta of the can becow© coel, *hej condense or 
become snialler in bulk, air penetratea ta flll ihJs space laft by 
eontraction, when if in a long-necked bottle arican, thepressure 
of air upon the cork aettles it down upon tho contentE, or nearly 
HO, — if it doesnotyoucanpush it down — tlien dip the lieok again 
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into the oomposition, and aJl is perfectly safe, wlsilat with any 
(itlier plan muclimouidii^ will take place from the pi-eaence of 
■tbe iftir, on top of the fruit in tŁe jar or can. 

I do uot give tliis advice tó lielp selt eome palerit can in wbich 
I am interested, for I am not, but simply to state what I know 
to be fiicts, for the beneflt of all and not single iudiyidualB or 
lirms. Tomatoes are needed in snch abundance tiiat we put 
■tliem into half gaJlou stone jugs ; currantaj berries, SiC, into com- 
mon long-necked bottles. 

Sumo pei-soua put tbeir fruit into cans witbout sugar, but we 
prefer to use sufflcient sngar jitst to make tbe fruit paiatable tor 
j/reseitt eatiug. 

fi>!' Peaclies, Feafs, if c, we peel and take out tbe stone by balv- 
ing or ąuarteringj and put about 3 1-2 Iba. of sugar to eacb busŁ- 
el, and let liem stand awbile to dissolre tbe sugar, not iising 
iiny water, tben beat to a boli, and oontinue tlie boiling witŁ 
care, about 30 minutes, haying hot water.intowbicli dip the caa 
loug enougb to lieat it, then lii! in tke fruit ■while bot, corking 
immediately, and dip tbe end of tbe ćork into the followiug com- 
position, aJso mentioned in No. 10, on tbe 24tb page^ 

Rosin, 10 Iba.; lai'd, tallow, and beeawax, 10 oz. eacb ; melt 
iuid stir well t(^tber, and baye it hot, ready to dip into when 
loąuired. 

2. For Slrawberries, Ras^erries, blackberries, 'wbortlebciries, 
<;uiranta, cberries, and plums, need not be boiled oyer 10 min- 
utca, Ksing eugar to make paiatable, as if for preseut eating, dis- 
.Hijlring the sugar in their jiiice, in place of irater. 

3. Veget(Me& must be cooked as for tbe table, and all muat be 
closed wbile bot. And wben cool and tbe corks settled, dip 
tliem again in tbe composition, and set in a cool cellar. Of 
ciiurse otlier patent oans or jars can ba ueed, but thero will be 
morę loas by mould on top of tbe iruit. 

4. For TomaUm — simply peel tbem and add salt, to make tbem 
paiatable, then boil 15 to 20 minutea only. Perliaps tbe salt 
would not do well if put into isai canś. 

281. Oierranis, to Bottle~Have Kept 7 Teiirs.— Tbe Rey. Mr. 
Ordway, at tbe meeting of the Illinois Horticultural Society, 
gave the following os his metbod of preserring currants, tliat 
remained good for seyen years; — ""Wben fuUyTipe, pick, wash 
clean, and let tbem drip in a colander, tben bottle. The old- 
fasbioned junk bottle is the best. Ist — Fili tbe bottle up into 
the neck about three-fourths of an inch. 2d — Shake them down 
tborougbly, and from the juice of the same kindof fruit, fili the 
bottle until itrises about three-fourths ofan inch aboye the fruit 
m the bottle. Set the hottJes in a boiler of cold watef oe the 
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dtoYB, allowing the water in fclie boiler to come a, little ahoTe thef 
fruit in the neck of the bottle. , Then make a fire, and when it 
fuUy boila, take out the fruit and set on a table, (tlie bottle will 
be fuli,) and when it has sefctled about two inches in the neck of 
the hottle, cork np. Put tka córka into water and let them boli 
until uised, uaing lai^G onea. "When the bottles are cold, put 
them in a cool comer in the cellar. Thia method ia good for aU 
kinds of acid fmits, escept gooseberriea. For these, fili the bot- 
tlea after the fi'uit ia in, with. water inatead of jnico, allowing it 
to rise a little above the fruit. Gooaeben-iea are better not to 
be ąuite ripe when bottled. It ia not necessary to uae all the 
ftTiit at once on opening the bottle. Keep Łt corked and it will 
keep good a week," yes, in winter twiee that leugth of time. 

282. Tomalo Caisnp. — Take I buahel of peifectly ripe toaia- 
toes; waah them elean, and break them into pieees; then put 
them over th& fire and let them come to a boil, and remove from 
the fire ; when they are suf&oieatJy cool to aUow jour handa in 
them, rab them throagh a wiresieye, and to what goea throngh, 
add Tinegar, 1 qt.; sait, groundpepper,allspice,and cinnamon, of 
each 1 teacupfid; cToTes haJf ua niuohj then boil to eyaporate 
the juice until quite thick, whfcli reducea the bnlk about one- 
ltal£ Bottle and seal for uae. 

This recips ia fi'oni Mrs. Hardy, of the American Hotel, Drea- 
fien, O., and is decidedly the beat cataup whioh I hate eyer tasted; 
■the only fault I haye eyer heard attributed to it was, " I wish 

we Ład aiade morę of it, we liaye notgot haJf eiioHgli of it." &c. 

2. Tornato Presemęa — As sonie persona will haye preseryes, I 
will give them the plan 6f making them the most healthy of sny: 
Take lii Iba of ripe tomatoes, aeald and peel them, having 1 gal, 
of nice molasa^ acalding hot, and pour upon them, letting them 
atand oyer night ; then boil thein until the tofeatoea are cooked 
properly, and akim out the tomatoea, but uontinue the boiling of 
the sjrup until quite thlck ; then pour agaiiShipon the tomatoea 
and put away as other preseryea. A tablespoon of ginger tied 
up in a bit ol cloth and hdled in them, giyes a nice flayor, or the 
estracts can be iised, or lemon peel^ as' preferred- — if sugar ia 
usedi poMid for pound ia tlie oiaount. But we prefer to put 
them, or any othep fruit, up in juga, cans, or b^ittles, as preferred; 
wliich retains the natural flavor and does not injnre the atomach, 
wkich all preaeryea do, to a greater or lesa degree. 

- 283. Tm~wave, to Mend by the Hmt of a ComSb or Spirit Lamp. 
— Take a yial about two-thii^da fuli of muriatic acid, and put in- 
to it little bita of skeet zino, as long as it dissolyea them, then 
put in a crumb of aal ammoniac and iiJl up with water, and it is 
neady to, use, With the cork of the v'wd n'%t the place tfl b« 
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mended, Witli tlie pteparation, theti pwt & piece of sbeet 'Anc ovEr 
thc hole and hołd a lighted candle or spirit lamp under the place, 
wliioli raelts the solder on the tia and causes the Kiac to adherO 
withijut fiirther trouble. Wet the zinc also with tlie solution. 

284. 6old and Silver Ekctro-Plabkig, wii/i w mitliont a ^li^liag 
Battei-y. — Take a ^2,50 or any other piece of gold. aod put it iii- 
to a mistui^e of 1 ob. ()f niti'ic and 2 oz. of niuriatic acids, in a 
fiask i wheu the gold ia diasolyed, pour it in a bowl, and add 
a lialf teacupful of warm rainwater; now dissolye sulplim^t of 
potash, 1-4 oz., in 1 pt. raore of warra. rain water, and ponr lialf 
of it iuto tlie gold solution, stireing well; then let it stand 
awhtle, and the gnid will aettle in the form of a brown powder; 
wlieu fully Bflttled, pour off tlie aeid fluid,.ftiid pour on the bal- 
ance of the sulpliuret water and stir it, and let it aettle again aa 
before and poui' off; then put o« twe ov three timea of .warin. 
rain water, letting aettle and pour off until no aoid is tasted by 
jratting tlie tongue upon the gold. Now dissolłe 1 oz, of oyan' 
uret of potasainm iu I pint of pnre cBin water, to Which add the 
gold, and it ia ready to use. Sconr the article to be plated, froffi. 
all dirt and grease, with whiting, ohalk, or rotten stone, pulyei'- 
ized and put La alcohol, naing a good hrueh, (if there are cracks 
it may be neceSBmy to pnt the article in a solution of caustie 
potash — at all eTenta eyei^ particie of grease and dirt muat be 
lemo^ed ;) then anspend tŁe article to Ije plated in the cyanuiet 
of gold solution, with a smsll strip ofzinocutąbout the Widthof a 
common knitting-needle, hooking the top over a atick whidi will 
reacli acrMS the top of the jar or^nnibler holding the solution. 
Every 6 or 10 minatea the article ahould be taken out and brualied 
over with the scouring preparation, and returned until the coat^ 
ing ia BufBcientiy heavy to suib. 

When the platiug fluid is not in uae, bottle it, keeping it 
ooi'ked, and it is aJwajs leady for uae, bearing in mind that it is 
as poison as arsenie and must be put li^h, out of the way of chil- 
di'en, and labelled — Poison, although you will have no fears 
in using it, yet accidenta might arise, if ita naturę were not 

2. Silner Plating is done eTei-y way the same as gold, (tising 
o!d Spanish coiB,) ejtcept that aalt Water will settle it in pkce 
of the sulphurei of potash, and it also i-eqUirea about 1 qt. of 
water instead of i pt., to dissolTe the ouhce of cyanuret, to each 
dollar, wlien uaing. 

These recipes work well witliout a battery, aad no heaitation 
need be felt in trying tbem as they were obtained of a pracfical 
juweller, of New Hudson, 0., who plated all his smal! lathes and 
other brasB tools, pinchbeck and eilTer watches, spoone, &c., &.a, 

S. But Iluivefotmd aome [lereons irho thouglit it much bettcr 
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to use a eimple batterj, madę by taking a piece of copper rod 
about 3-8 of an inch in tliickoeaa and about 1^ or "O iiiobes ]ong, 
and bend it nea be Dte as ee n n tbe a n pan n ut ; 




The rod should be about 4 oi 5 incbea m tbe ciicle or btnd, 
thea run parallel, baying 5 strips of sheet zinc, aii incb wide aad 
6 to 8 inches long, beat in tbeir center around tbe copper witb a 
riTet tbrougb them, close to tbe rod, an sbown aboye ; tbeso 
atrips of zinc ara to be placed into tumblera, tbe rod resting on 
top of tbe tumbiers, wbicb are to be oeorLy fllled witb rain 
water; then pour into eacb tumbier a little oil of yitriol until 
jou see that it begins to work a little on tbe ainc. The artide 
to be plat«d is to be saapended upoa tbe strip of zinc, seen npou 
tbe long end of tlie rod, wMcb is to be placed aa before epoken 
ofj in a jpir eontaining tbe gold ' or silyer eolufion, instead cf 
baylngit npontbestickspokenof wben plating witbout thebat- 
tety. And all tbe operationa are tbe same as before described, 

285. Water FiUer. — Rain water is mucb bealtbier tban baiil 
water as a beyerage, and tbe following will be found an easy ard 
cbeap way to fit it foi drinking purposes ; 

Haye an oak tub madę, bolding from balf a barrel to a barrel, 
OGCordiag to tbe amoimt of water neede^ in tbe fEniiij ; let it 
stand oa end, witb a ftiucet near tbe bottom, or I prefer a bole 
tbrougb lie Dottom, near the front side, witb a tubo in it wliicli 
preyents tbe water from rotting the outaide of the tub ; theji piit 
clean pebblea 3 or 4 incbes ia tiiieknsss oyer the bottom of tle 
tub ; now haye nicely pulyerized cbarfioaj, (that madę from bard 
mapie ib best) and put in balf a bushel or so at a time ; pooDd it 
down ąuite finały, then pat in morę and pound a^in natil tlie 
tub is blled to within 8 incbes of the top ; then 2 incbes morę of 
pebblea, then put a piece of clean wbite źlannel oyer the whole 
top as a strainer, or jou can haye a zinc disb madę to fit into 
the top of the tub, resting upon the pebbies, haTiiig a hole in tb& 
bottom witb a piece of sponge to act ib a Btraiiier ;; but the flan- 
nel will d» about as well, as it can be waabed occasionally, to 
CMoore the impuritiea coHeeted from the water, When tbe ebar- 
coaf becomes Śiul, it can be wasbed md returned as before, but 
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will work a whole seiison witiioiit cleaning or renewing, Pu( on 
your water freely, until it becomea elear ; wlien, I have no doubt, 
yon wil! be aa well satisfied as yon wonld be if it run tlirougk a 
patent fiittr coating bik timea as much tts tliis. 

A large jaj" to iioM tlie filtered wator oan be set in an ice box 
if preforred, or aa oocasioial piece of ice can be put in the water, 
biit if tlie fllter is aet in tlie cellar, as it sŁould be, tlie ■water 
will be snffloiently cool for health. Tliis makes a good oider £11- 
tei' also, flrst strainiag theciderthrougli Gotton to free it from 
tlio eoarseat pomace. 

aso. Tin, io Seep en the Wlieel. — A oorrespowlent of tbe 
SoiiMtefn Planter Baja: — "I ii^oned. a wagon Bome years ago, fop 
iwy oivu use, and before putting oa the tires I lilled the felliea 
with linaeed oilj- and. the tires' have worn out, and were narei' 
) oose. I ironed a bu^y for my own uae, aeyen years ago, and 
the tires are now as tight aś when pat on. My method of flUing 
the fellies with oil is as foUows : — I use a long, cast iron, oil heat- 
er, madę for the pucpoae ; the oil is bcought to a boiling beat, 
the \dieel ia placed on a stick, bo as to hai^ in the oil, each felly 
aii honr, for a oommon sized felly.. 'Xhe. timbei should be dry, 
aa green timber will not take oil. Oare ahould be taken tbat 
the oil be not madę hotter tliaa, a boiling heat, in oi'()er thnt tho 
timber Lb not burnt. Timber filled with oil is aot suBceptible to 
watei', and is muoh morę durable." 

I was amuaed some time ago, when I told a blacksraith how to 
keep fcirea tight on wbeels, by bia telling me it was a proJUfdiU 
business to tightea tires ; aad tte wagoa maker will sny it is- 
profltable to him to make and repnir wheels— but wLat will the 
/.irmti; who supports the wheelwriglit and the smlth say? 

Tlht greatest goud to the greatest iiy/nilier is iny motto. 

287. Weedii,,to. BeHro!/ in Walks. — The foUowing method to 
deatroy weeds is pursued at the mint in Paria with good effeet ;. 
10 gala. of water; 20 Ibs. of quiekliihe, and 2 Ibs. of flowera of 
aulphar, are to. be boiled ia aii iron Teasel; after settling, tlie 
elear part is poured off aiid uaed when needed. Care mnat be- 
taken, for it will destroy weeds, and will juat as certainly de- 
stroy edging and border- flowera, if sprinkled on them. 

288. Cententfm' GMna, $c., whiclt Standi Fire and Watm: — "With, 
a amall GameFB hair bruśh, rab tba brokaa edges with a little ear~ 
fiage oU-iiamMts and if neatly put tegether, the fraeture wilŁ 
hardly be perceptible, and when thoroughly dry, will stand both 
flre and water.. 

2, Rusaian Cement. — Much issaid about cemeais ,■ but there ia 
probably nothing so wbite and elear, and certaiuly nothing finer 
than Kusskm Isinglasa dissolved in pure sofii wateiy snew water 
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i i best, for it takea 12 houw to softeu it by soaking in pure soft 
water, then considerable lieat to dissolye it; after wnich. it i» 
applicable to statuary, cbina, glasa, alabaster, &c., &<i. In all 
ceiaeats the pieces nniat be aecured uutil dry. It is eaay to 
reaaon thitt tf 12 to 15 hours are reąuired to soften tliis isinglase 
tliat no disIt-wasJiimg wiil eyer effeot it. Tou may judge from 
the jirice whetber jon get tlie RusaiaTi, for 37 cents per oz., 
js aa Iow as the gennicB artiole caii be purohased iu smal! quan- 
tities, wiilat tiie coinmoa onea bear a price of only from 10 to 
12 cents, and eyen leas. 

3. Cement, Clusap and YulucMe.-'^ finrable cement is lunde by 
burning ojster-shells and pnlTerizii^ tbe lime from them Teiy 
fine ; then mixing it witli white of egg to a thick pastę and ap- 
plying it immediately to tbe cliina or glasa and aecuring the 
pieces togethar nntil dry. And when it is dry it tokea a eerj; 
long soaking for it to becorae aoft, again. I bare lifted 30 Ibs. 
by the Stern of a winę glasB wbieli had been brokun and niended 
with thia cement. Comniou lime Will do, but it ia not so good; 
either should be fresh biirned, and only mix what is needed, for 
w hen once dry you cannot soften it. 

289. Magio Paper, itsed to transfer Jłgwcs in Embroidery or ira- 
pressions of leaves far Hei^arimna. — Take lard oil, or sweet oii, 
mised to the conaiatence of cream, with either of the foUowing 
paints, the color of whith is deairedl Pi-usaian blue, lam))- 
blnck, Tenetian red, or crome green, either of wbicb ehould be 
rubbed, with a knife on a plate or stoce untiJ Bmooth.

296, Stiicca-Flasteriitg, far Bi-iok m4 Gravcl Homes. — First 
makeup as mucli niortar bb youneed for tliojob with good.com- 
mou limę, using oniy three-fourtlis or four-fifŁdSj at most, aś 
much limę Bs.needed for common work, — tbe other fourth or 
iiftli is to be water limę, or cement, commonlj called. Tlie sami 
must be eoarse and free from loam or dirt. Tbeo run off eom- 
luon limę enoagli witli Łot water, to make a wbiteiva8b to g\i 
OYei" tJie whole job. This wbitewasli is to be colui^ed as desired 
for the work. Be surę to inake color-waah eiiough at ono time, 
or you will find it haiii to get the shadM alike, and you rauat 
eaye a litOe of tbe whitewash to peneil tbe seam, and also for 
specking, aa mentioned below. The oolora uaed are iampblnck, 
Spanish brown, or Tenetian red, ae pi'eferred, and these are ciit 
or diHSolved TYith whisky, each separately, theii iising singly iii 
the whitewash, or two kinds if preferred. When this ia aJJ done, 
wet up as much of the mortar as cnn be put on in 20 to 40 miu- 
utes, and mis in the fourtb or fiftb of the cement, and nut on as: 
fiist as possible, flrst wetting the wali very wet with water. 
Some cement wiil set in 20 and sonie in 40 to 50 miniites. "Wbeii 
you see the time neceEsary for the Lind using, act accordingij- , 
and only mis the cement into aa mach mortiu' as yom' belp Tlili 
put on before it sets, beginning at the top of tbe wali with yoiu' 
scaffolding and work down, which preyants too much spetkir.f; 
fi-om the eolora. Huto a maii to folJow rigbt after with a tloat, 
keeping the stucco Tery wet while floating down lerel and 
sinooth, and the longer it is iloated and wet, the better will be 
the job. BTea after it is floated down well, keep a iiian wettin^ 
it with a bruah, until you get the whole linę on ai-oand tl:e 
lionse, aa tbe water limę must be kept ąuite wet lor aorae ccm- 
siderable time, to set properly. Heed tbis caution, and if waf fr 
nCTCr gets in bebind the plaatering from bad comice or leak^ij 
roofs, it will neyer peel oft^ Wben tbis lina of acaffolding is 
plastered, take out enough of the eolor-wash, running it throngh 
a sieve, and go OTer tlie plaatering; lampblack alone glyes it a 
bluish slate color, if a little of the brown ia added with the blaek, 
it will be a little reddish, and if the red ia used without the 
brown, it will be ąnite red, I prefer sufiicient of tbe black only 
to make a gray stone color, A brown, however, looks eaceed- 
ingiy well. If you chooae, you can make one-half of the color- 
wbbŁ darker thaji the otber, and paint eyery other błock witb 
the darker waab to represent different sbades of stone. Some of 
our best buildings are done in thia wny, and look well, 

Then to give it a granite appearance, take a amail paint bruRli 
and dip it into tbe wbitewasli savedfor this pnrpose, strike it 
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'\^iiny peraonb aigiie for tbe i^tglit sąiiare oi ootagon Iiouec, but 
I like tlie common form or sliape uiiicb the best, carrying iip, 
tbe bal! and maiii petition wiillt! of the same materiak Tiieeigkt 
Hquare bouse lóoka like an old/ort or Jcafer taiii; and is very ex.- 
pensiTe to finisb, costing much morę than the same roum witk

If the gi'avel is freeof dirt, the sand alao cleajijand tLeweatt- 
er dry, tue walls can be raised mie/ooi each day, if jou Jiave lielp 
to do that amouiit of labor. 

If you use common grayel, or not larger than peaa t» the sizo 
of liazel nuts, tliis cun be pnessed into bricks nnd di'tad, tbeia 
laid up into walls, but the wali must be stronger if laid np solid 
in board frames niade to raise up as reguired.

298. BriUiant Stucco WhiteieasTi — U will Last Ji-om Tmettty ta 
Tkirty Year^. — Maay liare heajrd of ^te brilliaiit stiicoo white- 
wasli on the east end of tlie Presic(ent's house at Washington, 
The following is a reoipe for it, as glcaned litom the National 
InieWigencer, with some additional impcoTements karned by 
esperiments ; 

Take half a busliel of nice nnelacked limę, sJack it with boil- 
ing water, corer it during tlte proeesa, to keep in the steam. 
Strain the liąuid through a flne aieye or straiuerj and add to it 
a,peck of salt, preyionsiy well diasolTfid in water; 3 Iba. of ground 
rice, boLled to a thin paate, and stiiied in boiJing hot ; 1-2 Ib. of 
Spaniah wliiting, and 1 Ib. of dean gloe, wliicli lias been preyi- 
ously disaolTediy soaking it well, and tiien hangtng it OTer a 
slow fire, in a smali kettle, immMsed iii a larger ono lilled witŁ 
water. Add 5 gale. of hot water to the misture, stir it well, and 
let it stand a few days coyerid from the dirt. 

It should be put OK hot. For this pnrpose it can be kept in a 
kettle OB a piartable furnace. It is said that about a pint of this 
misture wiU o©ver a sąaare yard upon the outside of a houee, if 
properly applied. Brushea morę or less smali may bo used, ae- 
eording to neatnew of the job required, It answera as well aa 
oil paint for brick or atone, and ia mach oheaper. It retains ita 
brilliancy many years. There is nothing of the' kiud that will 
compare with it, eitherfor inaide or outaide walls. 

Ooloring matter, disaolred in whisky, may be put in and madę 
of any shade yon like ; Spaniah. brown stirred in will make red 
pink, morę or leaa deep, accordlng to quaiitity, A delicate tinge of 
this is very pretty for inside walla. Finely pulyerized common 
clay, well mised with Spaniah brown, makea reddish stone color, 
Tellów oohre atirred in makes yellow wash, but chrome goea 
furtUer, and makoa a eolor generally eateemed prettier. In all 
theae oasea the darkneas of the shade of course is determinedby 
the qTiatitity of ooloring uaed. It is difflcult to make rules, be- 
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cause tastes are Uiff«reiit,— it would be best fo try esperimenta 
on a sliicgle and let it diy. VVb liav6 been told tbat green most 
not be mised witli limę. The limę deatroys the color, and tlie 
color Iluś an effect on tlie wliitewash, wliicli makes it cmck ond 
peel. Wben inside walla liave been badly smokedj aiid you wisb 
to make them a clean elear wliite, it is well to sqjeeze in-digo 
Iilontifnlly through a bag into tlie water you use, before it is 
Ktirred into the wliole mixtui'e. If a larger ąiiantity tlian flye 
giilluna be wanted, the same proportitms should be observed. 
'iliere is one liouse ia our city which had tkis applied 10 yeata 
ago, aad is yet nice and biight. Or oaę of the followjng may be 
preferred: 

299. Faini, to Make milund Lead or OU. — Two qts. skimmęd 
milk ; 2 oz. of fresh elacked lime ; 5 ibs. of whiting. Put the 
licne into a Btone-iyare yesse], poiir npon it a eafficient ąuantity 
of milk to make amiKtnrei-eserablingcream; thebalance of tlie 
niilk 13 then to be added; and lastly tlio whiting is to be 
cruinbled and spread upon tlie Eiirface of th« iiuid, in wbieh it 
gfadually sinks. At tliis peciod it muet be well stirred in, or 
ground aa you would other paint, and it is fit for nao. Tliere 
laay be added ajiy coloring matter that suita the fiiney— ^to be 
appliedSin the aame manner as otbor paints, and in a few liours it 
will beoome perfectly dry. Another coat mjiy then be added 
and ao on until the work is done, This paint ia of great teuacity, 
liears rubbing with a coarae elotli. haa Httle Brnęli, even when 
ivet, and when dry is inodoroua. The aboye ąuantity is sufflcient 
for 67 yards, — Annapolis lUfitMieaii. 

Tbe casein or curd of the milk, by 
tlie action of tlie cauatie lime, becomes ijisoluble, and lias been 
iised, tar time immemerial, as a lute for ehemical esperiments'.

COLORING DEPAUTMENT— GENERAL EEMARKS. 

It may be necessary tn remark, and I do it here, once for ntl, 
tbat eTerv article to be dyed, as weli ns eyerything iised aboot 
dyoing, should be perfectly clean uf fiitli and grpBte, but partit- 
ularlyfiuchasareusŁMl fiir liglit colors. 

la the next place, tlie artitle to bu dyed pliould be well scwir- 
ed in soap, and then the Eoap rin$ed out. It ia nha an advantago 
to dip the artiele yon wisli to dye into warm water, just beforo 
putting it into the alum or otber preparntion j for the iieglect of 
thii precaiition it ij notliinjr uncomn on to haye tlie giiods or yam 
apotted. Soft water shoukł alnays be used, if possible, and sulS- 
cient to coyer tlie goods liand^otnely. 

As.aoon aa an article is dyed it shonid be aired a little, tben 
well rinsed, and aftepward ining np to dry. 

When dyeing or Bcoiirins silk or nierino drespes, earo should 
be takcn not to wring tljem nhile wet, for this has a teiidency 
to wrinkle nnd break tl.e ailk. 
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In puttiTig dreises and eliawls out to dry that liave been dyed,
